aes LITTLE EXCITEMENT OR INTERRUPTION 
TO BUSINESS — PROMISES OF THE 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


Par, Nov. 21.—The news of the proclama- 
tion of the republic in Rie de Janeiro was re- 
ceived here with great calmness and with ap- 
parently little interruption to business. Com- 
paratively little space is devoted to the subject 
in the provincial press, and the whole affair was 
looked upon as settled from the moment that 
the news was received by telegraph. 

No interruption to the telegraph service oc- 
ocurred, and on the 19th the’Provisional Gov- 
ernment of the province received from the Cen- 
tral Provincial Government by telegraph the 
text of the manifesto or proclamation of the re- 
public, which was immediately published, as 
follows: 

“ Citizens, the people, the army, and the navy, in 
perfect accord of sentiment with our fellow citizens 
residing in the provinces, have just decreed the 
fall of the imperial dynasty and the consequent 
extinotion of the monarchical representative |sys- 
tem. As the immediate result of this national 
revolution, essentially patriotic in its char. 
acter, there has just been’ established 
& provisional Government, whose principal mis- 
sion igs to guarantee the maintenance of public 
order, the liberty and the rights of the citizeus. To 
carry on this Government until the sovereign 
nation can through its constitutional organization 
select a definitive Government, the undersigned 
citizens were appointed as chief executive power 
of the nation. 

‘* Fellow-citizens, the provisional Governmen 
simply the temporary agent of the nationa 
fe0vereignty, is the Government of peace, liberty, 
fraternity, and order. It will only use the at- 
tributes and extraordinary powers with which 
it igs invested for the detevse of the integ- 
rity of the country and of public order. 
The provisional Government, by all the means 
at its command, promises to guarantee to all the 
inhabitants of Krazil, native and foreign, security 
of life and property, to respect rights individual 
ané political, except when they require to be limit- 
ed for the good of the country and for the legiti- 
mate defense of the Government proclaimed by the 
people, by the army, and by the navy. 

“ Fellow-citizens, the ordinary functiens of jus- 
tice as well as those of the civil und military ad- 
ministrations will continue to be exercised by those 
bodies heretofore existing in plenitude of effect, and 
in regard to those holding office the rights acquired 
by each functionary will be respected. The aboli- 
tion of the Senate is decreed from now, as well as 
of the Council of Siate. The Chamber of Deputies 
is dissolved. 

“Fellow-citizens, the provisional Government 
recognizes and acknowledges all the national 
engagements contracted by the former Govern. 
ment, the treaties existing with foreign powers, 
the public debt internal and foreign, the contracts 
now in force, and the obligations legally estab- 
lished. (Signed,) Marechal Deodoro da Fon- 
seca, Chief of the Provisional Government; 
Aristides da Silveira, Minister of the Interior; Ruy 
Barboza, Minister of the Treasury and of Justice 
ad interim; Lieut. Col. Benjamin Constant Botelko 
de Magalhées, Minister of War; Admiral of the 
Fleet Eduardo Wandenholk, Ministerjof Marine; 
Quiptario Kocayuva, Minister of Foreign Attairs 
and of Agriculture ad interim, of Commerce and of 
Pablic Works.” 

The Diario of Gram-Par& pays atten-- 
tion to the reorganization of conserva 
tive party, and, after narrating the polit 
ical facts of the past few days, concludes 
thus: “The situation is grave. and all 
have need for calmness and refiection. Such is 
the expression of our wishes, and the advice 
which we offer to the conservative party, 
whose mission toward the Republic is no less 
important, and no less elevated than it was 
toward the monarchy.”

After ths editorial article comes a list of those 
who have given in their adhesion to the reorgan- 
ized party, including many prominent men of 
the Liberal Party of distinct views, The rest 
of the press comments on the events gener 
ally are in a calm and rational tone, 
and on the whole seem (to _  antici- 
pate that apart from political sentiment 
some material good will come out of the new 
state of affairs for the northern province of 
Para. Autonomy is welcomed as being more 
likely to develop the resources of the province 
and do justice more promptiy to her needs 
than when under imperial and more central- 
ized rule, 


The steamship Portuense of the White Cross 
Line, which arrived yesterday trom Pernam- 
buco and Para, stopped at the latter port after 
the Brazilian Republic had been proclaimed, 
and brings the news that profound peace 
reigned, at least in the Province of Para, as late 
as Nov. 21. 

Capt. Frederick Hews of the Portuense states 
that on Nov. 12, when he left Pernambuco all 
Was quiet there, and no rumors of an impending 
revolution were abroad. When the veasel 
arrived off Para on Nov. 16 and a pilot came on 
board, Capt. Hews was surprised to learn that a 
revolution had taken place, but he found that 
there would be no difficulty in entering the port. 

When the Portuense came to anchor in the 
harbor, and the Captain rowed ashore, he saw 
on many of the buildings the flag first used by 
the provisional Government of Brazil. It con- 
sisted of three diagonal stripes—red ones at the 
ends and the middle one of white. In the centre 
of the white stripe was a blue star. This is not 
the flag since adopted by the republic. 

When Capt. Hews reached the offices of his 
agents at Para—Singlehurst, Bucklehurst & 
Co.—he was informed that everything was 
going smoothly. A member of the firm was the 
British Consul at Para. He seemed to think 
that the people were very well satisfied with 


the republic. There were no expressions of 
discontent, nor were soldiers to be seen in the 
streets. The Captain found that there was no 
interdict on commerce. On the first day of the 
revolution an interdict was placed on many of 
the coastwise and river Vessels, but it was soon 
taken off. 

An attempt had been made to place the ocean 
cables under the actual inspection of the Re- 
publican authorities, but Superintendent Jor- 
dan, an Englishman who had charge of the 
cables, protested strongly against the proposed 
measure. He said that tue vables were private 

operty and should not be touched. He agreed, 

owever, to submit all cable messages which 
were of a political nature to the Chief of Police, 
but claimed the right to send all messages 
whioh were not likely to affect the Govern- 
ment. The matter was finally settled in accord- 
ance with Mr. Jordau’s wishes. The messages 
whioh were being sent by the cables while the 
Portuense was at Para were few. 
,  OnNov. 18 Justo Chermont was installed as 
¥ President of the Province of Para. The cere- 
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mony took place at 1 P. M. in the chief muni- 
cipal building of the city. All of the soldiers of 
* the place—some two hundred in number—were 
then brought out and were drawn up outside the 
building. Capt. Hews says that they were far 
from being an impostng-looking bod¢$ of men. 
‘lhe inauguration ceremony was of a simple 
Duiare. (hermont was selected for the Presi- 
deucy of the. province by the Republican Club 
of Para. The otlice was first offered to Dr. Pais 
Carvalho, the leader of the Republicans in the 
province, who had done much to foster the Re- 

ublican idea before the revolution took place. 
The doctor declined the otlice upon the ground 
tliat his very extensive practice would leave 
hm sotimein which to transact the vusiness 
ot state. All was quiet when the Portuense left 
Para witb a cargo of sugar and rubver on Nov.

20: * The financial situation is no worse, 
The Imperial Government had promised to send 
up $3,000,000 to be loaned on lands and other 
securities, which, if was hoped, would relieve 
the situation. But whether this promise will 
be fulfilled or not by the new Republican Gov- 
ernment is not yet known. The change of Gov- 
ernment: was accomplished here with remark- 
able rapidity and absence of disturbance to 
pusiness, both public and private.”

DANGER IN THE 





WIRES. 


A LIVE ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRE STRIKES 
AN ELEVATED TRAIN. 


In spite of the frightful warnings that the 
electric lighting companies have had of the 
danger of uninsulated wires, it is evident that 
there yet remain enough of those deadly 
things to make traveling in the city 
not altogether safe. As the last Third- 
avenue City Hall train was making 
its way rapidly down the Bowery, and nearing 
Grand-street, last night at about 12:30 o’clock, 
the few passengers in the second car were 
Startled by a sudden crackling, split 
ting sound on the roof of the car. 
For an instant everybody thought that 


& heavy hailstorm had rattled its contents on 
the car. A moment later it became evident 
that a live wire had caused the disturbance. 
Those who were looking out of the window saw 
a flash of lightning-like light gleam through the 
air and, accompanied by a shower of 
sparks, run along the eaves and  gut- 
ters of the houses, parallel with the 
elevated track. At the same time passengers 
in the car felt a slight electric shock, and one 
whose elbow was resting on the window sill 
perceived a strong current similar to that given 
by a battery shoot through his arm. 
_ The phenomena were explained by the guard 
to have been caused by a low-hanging wire 
which was caught by the roof of the 
car and pulled along until it crossed an- 
other wire. There was a_ general feeling 
of relief when the manifestations ceased and it 
was found that no harm haa been done. It 
seeped to be a trifie too near an experiment 
in impromptu electric execution to be pleasant, 
and, in fact, might easily have proved more 
serious. 


A HEAVY FAILURE. 





AN ELEVATOR COMPANY GOES UNDER 
AND ASSIGNS, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 3.—The Central 
Elevator Company of this city, T. A. Cheek, 
President, and Albert Eakin, Secretary and 
Treasurer, filed a bill of assignment in the 
Chancery Court to-day. Their schedule shows 
$169,298 as liabilities and about an equal 
amount as assets, consisting of grain in their 
elevator, real estate, &c. 

The failure is the largest that has ever occurred 
here and was precipitated by the depreciation 
of grain in their elevator and by the inability 


of the company to meet drafts on them here 
and elsewhere. The banks bold a large amount 
of the firm's paper, most of which 1s secured 
by warehouse receipts. 

The company has been doing an extensive 
business on credit, butup to this time they had 
promptly met their paper. Itis reported to- 
night that. the warehouse i sare dupli- 
cated in several instances, and there is some 
excitement in consequence. 

The officers of the teem gp were unable to- 
night to state how muck grain they have on 
hand, or huw many of their warehouse receipts 
are outstanding. The institutions in Chatta- 
nooga holding the firm’s paper will not be seri- 
ously affected by the failure, as the amount is 
well distributed, and all are able to stand a 
complete loss of their hoidings without embar- 
rassment, but it 18 feared that some others 
affected by the failure will be seriously in- 
volved. 





THE SEORET BALLOT IN NEW-HAVEN. 

NEW-HAVEN, Dec. 3.—The secret ballot law 
was tried in New-Haven for the first time to- 
day. The principal objection was in regard to 
the very inferior booths furnished by contract- 
ors. In one ward these booths fell down when 


there was arush of voters, andin another the 
doors swung Openon account of the bad con- 
struction. Otherwise the system was satisfac- 
tory, and it gave opportunity for so much 
scratching that it was midnight before the 
counting was finished, 

The result of the town and city election was 
not ascertained until 12:45 o’oclock this morn- 
ing. Interest was centred in the election of 
Town Agent on account of the recent irregu- 
larities in the Town Agent’s office. The 1nde- 
pendentsa united with the Republicans in 
the interest of good Government, and 
a strong campaign was made _ against 
James yf Reynolds, the Democratic 
nominee, who had held ths position before. 
Reynolds was elected, however, but only bya 
mnajority of 49 over Gen. Frank D. Sloat, Re- 
publican, though the town is usually Demo- 
cratic by about.2,500 majority. Notwithstand- 
ing the threats of saloon keepers to vote in op- 
position if the license fee was raised above 
tonite license was carried by about 2,000 ma- 
ority. 





OPPOSED TO SUBSIDIES. 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 3.—The Baltimore Board of 
Trade atits meeting yesterday passed resolu- 
tions favoring the erection of a new Custom 
House in this city. The board also passed 
resolutions reported by the Committees on 


Foreign Commerce in reference to the Tonnage 
bill. The resolutions oppose the granting of 
subsidies or bounties to foster American ship- 
ping interests. 

The board by the resolution declares itself 
“in favor of liberal payment being made for 
the carrying of the United States mails by 
American ships, and would advocate such ac- 
tion on the part of the Post Oftice authorities, 
but it deprecates any system of bounties in 
accordance with the proposed Tonnage pill 
now awaiting the action of Congress, as a 
measure of special favoritism, entailing an 
enormous burden on the Nation for the benefit 
of afew, and creating an unhealthy develop- 
ment, which in the end would result dis- 
astrously.” 





JEFFERSON DAVIS BETTER. 
NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—The doctors, the 
nurses, and those who have access to the sick 
bea of Jefferson Davis are of opinion that he 


has greatly improved since last Monday morn- 
ing, afew hours previous to which time they 
became very uneasy at the prospect. Last 
night Mr. Davis passed an uninterruptedly good 
night, and to-day has taken his liquid nourish- 
ment with more relish than for several days 
past. Associate Justice Fenner, who has an

Ay. 





THE SITUATION AT LYNN. 

LYNN, Mass., Dec. 3.—The storm has not inter- 
fered with the work in the burned district. 
Temporary structures have been erected all 
over the devastated territory, and business is 


being transacted as usual, Postmaster Hoitt 
reports business at the Post Office unprece- 
dented. One thousand Lynn workmen have reg- 
istered as out of employment. 

The Knights of Labor assemblies attached to 
the Lynn Central Labor Union have issued an ap- 

eal to the workingmen of the country for funds. 
Yoney received will be used in alleviating suf- 
ferings among local workmen and operatives. 





TRE ELECTION IN ELIZABETH. 
ELIZABETH, N. J., Dec. 3.—John C, Rankin, 
Republican, has been elected Mayor of Eliza- 
beth to-day by about 300 majority. The proba- 
bilities are that three Democratic and one Re- 
ublican Freeholder are elected. The Repub- 
teams elaim to have gained one Alderman in 
the First and Eighth Wards, The next board is 
likely to stand 18 Democrats to 11 Republicans.

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MONTANA TAKE WARNING 


DON'T MAKE B. PLATT OAR- 

PENTER A. SENATOR. _ 

REMEMBER THAT THOSE WHO TOUCH 
PITCH’ WILL* BE DEFILED AND 
STUDY THE HISTORY HERE GIVEN. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—So the Republicans 
really think of sending to the United States 
Senate from the rising young State of Montana 
ex-Gov. B. Platt Carpenter, formerly of Pough- 
keepsie, in the State of New-York. 

What New-York politician who voted in 
1882 would have thought it possible? In Mon- 
tana, where they do not care much abont the 
early political histories of the men who have 
come tu the country tobe decent private citi- 
zens, there is agood deal of pride in State- 
hood and a natural desire to be represented in 
Washington by men who can be depended upon 
to be faithful to their oath of office, their party, 
and their friends. If Montana should choose 
Carpenter under the impression that he is 
either of these things, it is perfectly evident 
that his history is not known, or that the Re- 
publican Party is in desperate straits for Sena- 
torial timber, 

The career of Carpenter in 1882 ought to be 
sufficient in itself to entitle him to the lasting 
resentment of the entire Republican Party in 
and out of Montana, During the early Fall of 
that year, when Chester A. Arthur was Presi- 
dent and was beginning to indulge the hope of 
a@renomination in 1884, the Republican voters 
of the State, not thoroughly pleased with 


the Administration, were choosing delegates to 
the State Convention that was to nominate & 
Governor. The popular feeling was for Cor- 
nell, who was about completing a term. The 
Administration was for Charies J. Folger, Sec- 
retary of the I'reasury. The Administration, 
people were determined to overcome the popu- 
Jarity of Cornell by any means at command. 
Ithad bold supporters, just as Cornell had 
warm and active friends. 

B. Platt Carpenter was then of the State Com- 
mittee. He enjoyed sv much of the contidence 
of the Cornell men that he was in possession of 
the Cornell canvass, showing that the Gov- 
ernor had a majority of the delegates. The 
convention met at Saratoga Sept. 20. On the 
night of the 19th the actions of Platt and the 
Duchess County delegate began to arouse the 
concern of the Cornell men, who had already 
seen enough of the workof Arthur’s friends to 
convince them that delegates would be bought 
at any price the Administration could pay. 

The state Committee met early on the morn- 
ing of the 20th. Carpenter, who had been a 
Cornell man up to the time the committee met, 
voted with the Arthur men for Senator Madden 
for Chairman. By the use of a forged tele- 
graphic proxy the opponents of Cornell won in 
the organization. In the convention that fol- 
lowed a partial price for Carpenter’s desertion 
of Cornell was paid. The Dutchess delegation, 
under the direction of Carpenter and Gen. 
Ketchum, voted fur Folger, who was nominated 
on the second ballot by a small vote over Cor- 
nell. Carpenter was nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor. 

The indignation that was visited upon Stephen 
B. French for personating W. B. Robertson 
upon a forged telegraphic dispatch was faint 
and insignificant compared with the execration 
of B. Platt Carpenter.; Folger, thenin declining 
health, was. disposed to witharaw from the 
ticket 1n the face of the fearful storm, but Car- 
penter would have his pound of flesh and evi- 
dently hoped to win if he could only silence the 
criticism of the enraged Cornell supporters. 
Folger stood under the pressure of his confi- 
dent friends. The election was held. Grover 
Cleveland was elected Governor by the un- 
paralieled majority of 192,000, and B. Platt 
Carpenter was made to teel the scorn of New: 
York’s Republicans by runuing behind Folger 
about 4,000 votes. 

The Montana Republicans, who intend to send 
B. Platt Carpenter to Washington as Senator, 
ought to remember that this, his history, will 
probably be revealed witk great minuteness 
imavy times during the term for which he may 
be chosen. The Democrats will look with in- 
terest upon the Man by whose infidelity to his 
friends, his participation in the blackest polit- 
ical fraud in New-York’s history, it became 
possible for them to secure a great President, 
while the contriver and abettor of the crime 
was spurned by his friends and party and flung 
off to be sent into exile as Goveruor of Mon- 
tana by the President in whose waning cause 
he had enlisted. This appointment was always 
considered as his thirty pieces of silver. 

This is the only intently interesting page in 
Carpenter's history. The Montana people 
ought to see that Col. Michael, the editor of the 
Congressional Directory, has the incidents and 
figures of the famous Folger-Carpenter cam- 
paign of 1882 pespenty set forth in that in- 
teresting work, and a iarge edition sent to the 
State of Montana to prepare the way for Car- 
penter’s re-election in case he should happen to 
reach the Senate by some new form of political 
chicanery. It might be a mercy to him to keep 
him in Helena. . 

Carpenter has evidently forgotten his history, 
and again feels the hope that animated him in 
September, 1882, when he was a candidate, 
loathed and detested more heartily and unani- 
mously than any other man who ever ran ona 
Republican ticket in any State or any contest. 





IMPORTANT TO STEAMBOAT MEN. 

KINGSTON, N. Y., Deo. 3.—A case of general 
interest to steamboat owners and to steam- 
boat men is on the calendar of the Circuit 
Court. It is an action brought by Thomas Cor- 
nell against James D. Leary, on the contract of 
surety guaranteeing the performance of the 
covenants of a charter party dated Oct. 14, 
1884, and made between the Washburn Steam- 
boat Company ofthis city, the owners of the 
steam propeller Alicia A. Washburn, and 
James McKay of Tampa, Fla. 

By the provisions of the charter party the 
Washburn Steamboat Company let to McKay 
the propeiler Washburn for the term of twelve 
months from Oct, 17, 1884, to be employed in 
the coasting trade between Key West ana 
points on the west coast of Florida. 

Upon this charter MeKay took the steamer to 
the Florida coust. He had it insured, but 
failed to return it at the expiration of the 
charter party, it being lost while en route from 
Key West to New-YorkCity. James D. Leary, 
the defendant, became the surety of MoKay on 
the charter party and 1s guarantor for the full 
performance of the covenants of the same, 

Alter: the loss of the vessel the Washburn 
Steamboat Company assigned its claim to the 
plaintiff, who brings this action against the 
guarantor for the value of the vessel and un- 
paid installments of rent, amounting in all to 
about $3,700.

MUNICIPAL HLEOTIONS. 


RESULTS REACHED IN A NUMBER OF 
MASSACHUSETTS CITIES. 


Boston, Dec. 3.—Municipal elections were 
held to-day in nineteen cities of the Common- 
wealth, in most cases the vote being light on 
account of threatening weather. Besides this, 
there are few places where there was any issue 
of importance save the license question, and 
this is apparently not arousing as much in- 
terest as usual. The success of the Australian 
Dallot system is still further proved by to-day’s 
experience. Below are the results: 

In Gloucester W.JW. French is elected Mayor 
by 292 plurality over Daniel D, Saunders, (Dem.) 
The Common Counvil stands 20 Republicans, 
4 Democrats; Board of Aldermen, 4 Republic- 
ans; 4 Democrats. License vote—Yea, 1,341; 
nay, 861, R 

In Taunton Arthur M. Alger, (Rep. and 
Citizen) defeated Francis 8.-Babbitt, (Dem.) by 
61 votes. The City Government is non-parti- 
san. License vote—Yea, 1,326; nay, 1,095. 

Northampton re-elected Jeremiah Brown, 
(Dem.) Mayor, by 52 plurality over Richard W. 
Irwin, (Rep.) The Republicans elect 4 Alder- 
men and have a strong majority in the Council. 
Majority for license, 23. 

In Haverhill the Republicans elected Thomas 
E. Burnham Mayor by 605 plurality over Joseph 
H. Sheldon, Democratic, city, and labor can- 
didate. They also carried both branches of the 
City Government.

AGAINST A DUAL LEAGUE. 


YALE IN FAVOR OF REMAINING WITH 
THE OTHER COLLEGES. 


NEW-HAVEN, Dec. 3.—The Yale sentiment 
against withdrawing from the Intercollegiate 
Athletic League so as to form a dual league 
with Harvard is asserting itself in the college 
papers. In to-day’s edition of the Yale News 
appeared a letter from a Harvard gradu- 
ate advocating a triple league between 
Yale, Harvard, and Princeton, and asserting 
that a good proportion of Harvard men are 
now opposed to a dual league. They also pro- 
pose that both Yale and Harvard withdraw 
from the present: league, and ask Princeton to 
to do likewise. He goes on to say that the 


presenee of the smaller colleges in the present 
league 8 Morse than useless, and cites the 
scores made against them this season by teams 
of substitutes from the larger colleges as an 
example. He then adds: 

“ ames beat you this year. Now, if the small- 
er colleges had not been in the association Ames 
would have been forced to » cross-examination 
and disqualified. He would have been sent 
alter Wagenhurst. The votes of thé smaller 
colleges in Ameés’s favor lost you the Thanks- 
giving Day game, and now their votes will pre- 
vent this needed retorm as to semi-professional 
graduate players and graduate students for the 
football season only. The initiative, however, 
must come from Yale. It lies with her whether 
this needed reform is put through or not.” 

This is believed by the students at Yale to be’ 
the best solution yet offered, and the sugges- 
tion will very likely be adopted. In the same 
edition of the college paper a grafuate strong- 
ly protests against shutting Princeton out 
while she holds the championship. The majori- 
ty of Yale students are opposed to a dual 
league, ard will do all in their power to pre- 
vent any move in this direction. Even those 
who a week ago were in favor of withdrawing 
have reversed their opinions. The admiration 
and respect for Princeton 1s decidedly stronger 
than before the Thanksgiving game. 

The Yale football team has received $5,000 
‘on account” from the New-York managers of 
the Yale-Princeton football game. The exact 
amount which Yale will receive for her share 
is not yet known. President Youmans is thor- 
oughly exasperated with the management of 
the game, and believes that fully $3,000 of the 
Berkeley Oval gate receipts was not receivea by 
the Treasurer. 





THE PHCNIX LIFE, 


POLICY HOLDERS MEET AND BUY THE 
SURPLUS CAPITAL STOCK, 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 3.—Several hundred 
policy holders of the Phenix Mutual Life In- 
surance Company met to-day to vote on accept- 
ing legislative permission to buy the capital 
stock. After a debate a resolution was passed 
to pay $250 a share for the surplus stock of the 
company. The syndic«te of Directors who have 
held the controlling interest in trust since last 
Spring at once sold it in accordance with the 
terms of the trust to the company, and it stands 
now in the name of Insurance Commissioner 
Fyler, who, as trustee for the policy holders, 
will to-morrow elect fifteen Directors, all of 
whom must be ee policy holders. 

During the debate Vice President Holcombe 
read & letter recently sent by him to Insurance 
Commissioner Fyler in which, in the name of 
allofthe Directors, he oftered to submit to a 
legal tribunal the question whether dividends 
heretofore paia stockholders in excess of 6 per 
cent. were legal, and if iliegal to refund them at 
once, 

The law authorizing the purchase of stock 
gave no power to the Insurance Commissioner 
beyond certifying that the price agreed to be 

aid did not impair the company’s surplus, and 

© certified this fact as to this purchase. 
» Amendments fixing the price of the shares at 
$50 and $150 were lost. The final vote fixing 
$250 was passed—yeas, 4,151 policy holders, 
with $7,745,497 of insurance; nays, 53 policy 
holders, with $101,700 of insurance.

MR. GLADSTONE CGNFIDENT 


IRELAND THE GREAT QULHS- 
TION OF THE HOUR. 
THE HARM DONE BY THE DISSIDENT 
LIBERALS IN POSTPONING THE TRI- 
UMPH OF A JUST CAUSE. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—Mr. Gladstone inspired 
great enthusiasm among his hearers at Man- 
chester to-day by his definite exposition of the 
Liberal policy. 

**Treland is the leading question of the day,” 
he said. “The Tories would have been con- 
verted to the Liberal view of the subject by 
this time but for the dissident Liberals., The 
split in the Liberal Party would not have oc- 
curred except for the personal ambitions of 
some Tories and their allies, who desired more 
to form @ national party than to do political 
justice,” 

He severely arraigned the Unionist leaders 
on this point, and said that the plan of cam- 
paign was a necessary consequence of the 
Governmeni’s refusal to grant proper relief 
to Ireland. There was less crime in Ireland 
than in England. He was of opinion that the 
country had clearly expressed the desire that 
there should be a change in: the administra- 
tion of Ireland, and the Liberals might look 
to the future with confidence. 

Mr. Gladstone quoted the recent speeches of 
Lord Salisbury and the Marquis of Hartington 
as evidence that the Unionist Party is now 
forming plans in anticipation of a decisive de- 
feat when the time shall come for a general ap- 
peal tothe nation. The only reason for the ex- 
istence of the dissidents as a party was an anti- 
Trish feeling. 1t was the curse of their destiny 
that they were chained toa wheel. They must 
revolve or stop with it and could not determine 
things for themselves. 

They had done much harm, which was, per- 
haps, unintentional), andin addition to the un- 
intentional harm they had done some unin- 
tentional good. They had promoted the aspir- 
ings of Scotland and Wales to definite national 
recognition, Furthermore, they had caused an 
enormous increase in the radicalism of the 
Liberal Party; they had advanced its political 
position. It behooved them to consider well 
their position in the light of the knowledge 
that, with the settlement of the Irish question, 
they would be extinct as a party. 

He concluded by giving his warmest thanks 
to the comrades who had stood by him ing time 
of adversity, amounting to discomtiture, bating 
no jot of their confidence in a noble effort on 
belalf of a noble and generous people. 

At the meeting a resolution was adopted urg- 
ing the necessity fora prompt settlement of 
the questions of the disestablishment of the 
Cnurch in Wales and free education. 

Resolutions were also adopted condemning 
any land purchase bill for Ireiand which would 
entail a burden on the British taxpayers; pro- 
testing against the use of British funds to 
endow sectarian colleges in Ireland, and ap- 

roving international arbitration. It was also 

eclared as the sense of the meeting that the 
British policy ought to be to avoid any entan- 
glement in Continental quarrels.

BRIOE FOR SENATOR. 


HIS CLAIMS UPON THE DEMCCRATIC 
LEGISLATURE OF OHIO. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 3.—Ex-Speaker Marsh 
of Mercer County wasin Columbus a few days 
ago, and in conversation on the question of the 
Senatorshbip talked in an entertaining manner, 
giving many reasons why Mr. Brice should be 
chosen to succeed Mr. Payne. Mr. Marsh ex- 
pressed himself substantially as follows: 

“We willcome right to the point at once and 
I will give you a few reasons why Northwestern 
Ohio claims the next Senator and the reasons 
that have caused that section of the State to de- 
clare in favor of Calvin 8.

A ST. LOUIS COMPANY THAT REFUSES 
TO WITHDRAW FROM A COMBINE. 


8T. Louis, Dec. 3.—Secretary of State Leseur 
has formally notified the Quick Meal Stove 
Company of this city that unless they with- 
draw from the trust or combination to which 
he finds they belong within thirty days he will 
revoke their charter. It appears from the 
affidavit of the company sent to the Secretary 
that they are in a combine to fix and maintain 
prices, but their attorneys notify the Secretary 


that they will take proceedings in a proper 
tribunal, probably in the Federal court, by a 
non-resident stockholder, to enjoin him from 
carrying out his purpose. 

The company has a large factory, employs 
250 men, does a very extensive business, and 
will fight this case up to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 





REMNANT OF MR. OORBIN’S STOOK. 

CLAREMONT, N. H., Dec. 3.—The remnant of 
the stock ordered from Dakota by Austin Cor 
bin passed through this town this afternoon in 
charge of William Kiebert of Mandan. Kiebert 
says he left Dakota Nov. 16 with 21 animals 
in first-class condition, consisting of 11 deer, 
6 antelope, 2 moose, and 2Zelk. Ail continued 
in good condition until they reached the Nickel 


Plate line, when their train collided with an 
out freight, and the car containing the animals 
was a total wreck. 

Four deer escaped to the woods, one being 
captured the following morning. One elk re- 
ceived a broken jaw and they were obliged to 
kill her. A moose was found in that wreck and 
a trainman thinking him dying, struck him on 
the nead. He was taken on the train, but was 
killed later. Three antelope, 8 deer, and 1 
moose died afterward, there being left 1 elk, 1 
moose, l antelope, and 2 deer.

3.—The State fish and game 
protectors are actively engaged prosecuting 
violators of the game law relative to the killing 
of fawn.

EARTHQUAKE IN NEW-HAMPSHIRP. 

Dover, N. H., Dec. 3.—Early this morning the 
114 inhabitants of Alton Bay were awakened 
by an earthquake shock which jarred the 
houses, Many persons rushed from their beds. 


Crockery and glassware were broken and clocks 
were stopped at 1:29. . 

A second shock was experienced, which was 
more severe than the first. ‘the people then 
rushed from their houses, fearing that they 
would fall. The bell on the steamer Mount 
Washington, which lay in the middle of the 
bay, was rung. The shock was also felt at 
Alton and Gilford, but was not so severe in 
those places. 








A PLUMBAGO MINE FOUND 

Ronvpoot, N. Y., Dec. 3.—A plumbago mine 
has been unearthed on the place of J. McGarry, 
near Highlands Station, in the Highlands of the 
Hudson. Coal, it is asserted, has been dis- 
covered at the base of the Shawangunk Mount- 
ains, near New-Paitz, Ulster County. At Rox- 
bury, Delaware County, a “paint mine” is 
being operated. Itis an open question whether 
oer not these recent “finds” are as valuable as 
their discoverers and owners claim them to be.

HESITATING IN CRITICISM 


LITTLE SAID ABOUT 1HB 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
READ BEFORE THE TWO HOUSES TO MEN 
WHO PAID LITTLE ATTENTION—LAY- 

ING OUT FUTURE PLANS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The newly-elected 
Democratic Chaplain of the House opened the 
proceedings of the second day of the lower 
branch with a prayer that was quite free from 
any language that conid be construed into 
boastfulness, and that was as brief as could 
have heen demanded by the strictest economist 
of time. He was then led away by the daughter 
who faithfully leads him to and from the House, 
and the routine began. 

It was not long before Major McKinley, the 
Chairman of the committee to inform the Presi- 
dent that the House was ready, made his ap- 
pearance to report that the committee had per- 
formed its duty. Right on the track of the com- 
mittee came Secretary Pruden, who has borne 
to Congress the messages of many Presidents. 
He carried one of the plue envelopes in which 
the Executive communications are inclosed. It 
Was torn open at the desk, aud presently the 
reading clerk was telling Mr. Blaine’s plain and 
somewhat unintereating history about the re 
lations of the United States with foreign ma 
tions. 

The reading of the message did not prove & 
matter of absorbing interest to the membérs, 
The impression formed by observers in the 
galleries during the reading was supported by 
the remarks of members on the ficor after the 
reading was completed and the House had ad- 
journed. 

To the silver men it gave no inkling of the 
silver propositions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, but the President was at once ac 
cused by several of them of unnecessary pre- 
varication in suggesting that he was prevented 
from discussing it by courtesy, as well asa 
lack of familiarity wiih what his Secretary was 
about. It was noticed by the Democrats that 
he had thrown a kiss to the friends of the Blair 
bill, a kick to the Democratic voters of the 
South, andasopto the subsidizers, The gen- 
eral comment on the tariff paragraphs was 
that it was mere general fuddling, not intended 
to influence any one in the attempt to secure a 


reduction of duties, but to mislead the unrest- 
ful Western men who talk out of caucus of ihe 
necessity for tariff reduction. 

The men on the Republican side who bolted 
the caucus and voted for the Democratic Chap- 
lain found it more interesting to speculate 
about the probability of punishment from the 
Speaker than they did to attempt to remember 
what the President had said about the tariff or 
silver. While the chiaf offenders were Cheadie of 
Indiana, Lehlbach or New-Jersey, aud Moore of 
New-Hampshire, who voted outright for Mil- 
burn, O’ Donnell of Michigan, whose name was 
inadvertently omitted yesterday; Browne of 
Virginia, Butterworth, Grosvenor and Pugaley 
of Ohio, Hermann of Oregon, McCord of Wiscon- 
sin, O’Neall of Indiana, Payson of Illinois, and 
Stewart of Vermont, who went to the trouble 
of dodging in order to enable the Democrats to 
spoil the work of the caucus, were generally re- 
ferred to as proper subjects for correction by 
the Speaker. 

Speaker Reed’s first committee appointments 
were those of the members of the joint Senate 
and House committee to prepare a programme 
for the celebration on the firat Wednesday 
in December of the first mesting of the Cou- 
gress. This was partly arranged for in the last 
Congress by the Senate and the House, but the 
House delay will make it necessary for the 
newly-appointed committee to hurry matters 
in order to be ready. Mr. Reed named Messrs. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania, Hitt of Illinois, Carter 
of Montana, Culberson ot Texas, and Cummings 
of New-York as the House committee. Car- 
ter 1s the new member from Montana, and he 
will be found to be an active and useful man. 
Chief Justice Fuller will be the orator of the 
oceasion, and he has remained here for that 
purpose instead of going to Chicago to witness 
the opening of the Auditorium and to hear Patti. 


There will be some pretty dull sittings of the 
Senate during the session which has just begun, 
but there will be few in whick less interest will 
be taken than was shown in to-day’s proceed- 


ings. There was, as usualearlyin @ session, @ 
large attendance of Senators, but the visitors 
who looked down upon them from the galleries 
had pienty of room, and not many remained 
during all of the sitting. On the floor the Seua- 
tors spent but little time in repeating the greet- 
ings of yesterday, and most of them were busy 
at their desks. 

As soon as the Journal of yesterday had been 
read, Capt. Isaac Bassett, who has served the 
Senate for considerably over half a century, ap- 
peared in the central aisle. With the curious 
little bow which has made the galleries laugh 
many thousands of times, Capt. Bassett an- 
nounced @ message from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and Clerk McPherson then officially 
informed the Senate that the House was duly 
organized and had elected Taomas B. Reed its 
Speaker. 

As Mr. McPherson retired, Messrs. Edmnnds 
and Harris took his place, and the Vermont 
Senator reported that they had told the Presi- 
dent of the United States that the Senate was 
ready to hear from him and that he had replied 
that he would at once communicate to the 
Senate in writing. Tne two Senators retired 
/ and Assistant Private Secretary Pruden etepoed 
into the aisle with a large parcel in his hand, 
Capt. Bassett made the formal announcement 
of a@ message from the President, and Mr. 
Pruden turned the parcel over to him and 
retired. 

Secretary McCook tore off the brown paper 
envelope, disclosing a mass of manuscript 
caretaly tied together with narrow blue rib- 
pons. Then ne picked up a printed copy of the 
message and atonce began to readit. Sixty- 
three Senators, nearly equally divided as to 
party, Were inthe chamber when the message 
was taken up. More than a majority appeared 
at first disposed to listen to what President 
Harrison had to say, but there werea good 
many who failed to show any interest in the 
message. Don Cameron wrote telegrams, 
chatted with Boss Quay, and finally strolied out 
ofthe room. Mr..Cnandler took a chair at the 
reporters’ table, and was one of the few who 
were a3 attentive to the last words of the mes- 
sage as to the first. Mr. Dixon, who wassworu 
in yesterday as a new Senator from Rhode isl- 
and, showed that he “Knew the ropes by 
writing letter after letter with the utmveat in 
difference to the message. ‘ 

Messrs. Morrill, Dawes, Hawley, and Petti- 
grew also jooked after: their correspoadence, 
Messrs. Hiscock and Sawyer chatied tocerher. 
Mr, Reagan dropped into Mr. Brown’s chair 
from sheer force of habit, and slumbered 

eacefully while the Secretary read. Mr. 
Blodgett turned his back to the presiding officer, 
and read a New-Jersey néwspaper. Messrs. 
Edmunds, Evarts, Sherman, Caliom, Cockrell, 
apd Gorman were some of those who really 
seemed to care to listen to the message. Mr. 
Allison pricked up his ears alittle when the 
tarif paragraphs were reacued, but Mr. 
Aldrich was not on hand to hearthem. Mr. 
Stewart waited patiently to hear the Presi- 
dent’s silver views, and then lost interest in 
the proceedings. 

By the time the message was half read more 
than half the Senators had given up any ap 
pearance of interest in its contents, and at the 
end of the eighty minutes ocoupied in its read- 
ing there was a general sigh of reilef. It took 
only a iaoment to order the messaxe printed, 
and then the Senate adjourned. Private Secre- 
tary Halford, who had listened to the wessage 
from @ seat on the Republican side of the 
chamber, had left the Capitel nearly an hour 
before. Sie

Neither Republican nor Democratic Senators 
cared to express opinions upon President Har- 
rison’s message. Most of themspoke truthfully 
when they said that they had not yet read it 


and had not So mye —— to its read- 
ing to know just what it contained. 

in a ov way Republican Senators said 
they guessed it was a good message, which 
might have been made shorter without hurting 
its effectiveness. Democratic Senators were 
impressed with the idea that its good points 
were pretty well concealed under a mass of 
verbiage, while some of them thought it was so 
constructed that none of the subsidy seekers, 
trusts, or big corporations could reasonably 
find fault with it. Very few of the Senators 
took the trouble to secure printed copies of the 
message, but will read it at their leisure in the 
Congressional Kecord. 

There was as much indifference un the House 
side as in the Senate. Most of the Repre- 
sentatives were averse to giving off-hand orin- 
ions, but the few who had listened to lt re- 
garded it as commonplace, a mere formal fol- 
lewing of the party platform on all the — 
questions discussed.

Notlong after the Senate adjourned to-day 
she Republican members of that body met in 
3aucus and discussed the subject ot providing 
places on committees for the six new Senatora.

The Democratic Representatives held a cau- 
eus to-night, with a good attendance, more than 
one hundred members being present, Mr. Hol- 
man of Indiana was elected Chairman of the 


Caucus, fo succeed the late Representative Cox 
of New-York, Mr. Carlisle having declined the 
post. 

Following ® time-honored custom, the Repub- 
lican majority had signified their willingness to 
allow the Democratic minority to retain one of 
their party in the employ of the Doorkeeper, 
and the caucus to-night selected Isaac Hill, 
now an Assistant Sergeant at Arms, as the em- 
ploye who should be so retained, and made it 
bis duty to preserve the secrecy of the caucus, 
Messrs, Wilson of West Virginia and Blanchard 
of Louisiana were re-elected Secretaries of the 
caucus 

When these preliminaries had been disposed 
of, Represeniative Oates-of Alabama offered a 
resolution providing for the appointment of a 
committee of fifteen inembers, with ex-Speaker 
Carlisle as Chairman, to undertake the care of 
the*political interests of the minority, or to dis- 
charge the duties of what is commenly known 
asa “ steering committee.” 

Opposition immediately developed. Repre- 
fentutive Blount of Georgia strongly objected 
te tue delegation of individual powers and 
rights to any committee and found a number of 
other reasons why the resolution should not be 
adopted. Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas was 
also opposed to the resolution and moved that 
it be luid on the table. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Kentucky sug ested the 
appointment of a committee ot three members, 
with powers corresponding to those of an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, to whose decision an apneal 
tuight be Ltakea to the Committee of Fifteen, 
which, in turn, might call the caucus together. 
Mr. Crane of Texas moved as a further substi- 
tute the appointment of a committee of five 
members to keep the Democratic Representa- 
tives advised of the movements and plans of 
their opponents and to call the caucus together 
when necessary. 

Finally, all of the motions were laid aside for 
the present, and the caucus adjourned.

This 1e).e3sants 
the entire amount of the withdrawals from tis 
bank under the plan adopted toward ‘“a:iive 
account banks;” thatis, banks with which the 
department has dealings in the transaciion of 
current business. Both offers were accepted. 

The third bank heard from is an “inactive 
account” bank, which expressed its purpose of 
waiving the 10 per cent. privileges in the mat- 
ter of Withdrawals and its intention to sell to 
the Government its security bonds, ageregating 
$110,000, at the prevailing rate. It is said at 
the Treasury Department that the prompt and 
unexpecied action of these banks in selling 
their ponds is probably due to the fact that 
there will be a reduction of 1 per cent. in the 
vremicm paid on 4 per cents. aiter the Ist of 
January, when the next quarterly interest falls 
due.

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BIG FORECLOSURE SUITS 


ARGUMENT AGAINST MISSOURI, 
KANSAS AND TEXAS, 
THE CLAIM OF THE UNION TRUST COM- 
PANY TO 94 MILES OF THE ROAD 
SOUTH OF DENISON, TEXAS. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 3.—This has been another 
day of elaborate argument in the foreclosure 
suits against the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Railway Company. When Judge Brewer con- 
vened court this morning the unfinished argu- 
ment was taken up by Simon Sterne of New- 
York on the railroad company’s motion to make 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Extension Rail- 
road Company a defendant in order to enable the 
court to properly decide upon the claim of the 
Union Trust Company to alien upon ninety- 
tour miles of the road south of Denison, Texas, 
This section of the road, it was maintained, was 
conveyed to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas in 
18381 by the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Exten- 
sion Railroad Company, as shown by a deed in 
whichit is recited that that conveyance was 
subject to the mortgage on the Missour!, Kansas 
and Texas Road to the Union Trust Company. 

Mr. Sterne argued in support of this motion 
that the Extension Railroad Company ought 
to be before the court so that the latter could 
properly investigate the question made by 
tbe Missouri, Kansas and “texas; that the 
clause subjecting the said ninety-four miles to 
the mortgage was .surreptitiously inserted in 
the deed and ought not to have been there, aud 
that the deed ought to be corrected and the 
offending clause stricken out. He mainrained 
tur: her that the mortgage of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas to the Mercantile Trust Company, 
pot being foreclosed in the same court, should 
be held to be the first and only lien on the nine- 
ty-fouur miles of road for the reason that the 
whole of the consideration for that conveyance 
consisted of bonds issued under the Mercantile 
Trust Company’s mortgage. “ 

Messrs. Wheeler H. Peckham of New-York 
and Judge Phillips of St. Louis opposed this 
motion of behalf of the Mercantile trust Com- 
pany. Then came the application of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Company for leaye to 
file a cross bill. Among otber things Mr. Sterne 
asked to have the lease of the road to the Mis- 
souri Pacitic set aside as having been for- 
feited through non-compliance by the Missouri 
Pacifico with the terms thereof, and that 
an accounting be had as to the matters between 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas and the Mig- 
souri Pacific relating to thap lease 50 a8 to de- 
termine the amount, if any, to be paid by the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas to the Missouri 
Pacific for money which the latter company 
claims to bave advanced it. 

In this cross bill the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas claims that there is nothing aue from it 
to the Missouri Pacific, but that on the con- 
trary the Gould road on just accounting would 
owe italarge sum. The Missourl, Kansas and 
Texas also lays claim in this bill in relation to 
certain $9,000,000 worth of bonds issued under 
the Mercantile Trust Company’s mortgave, that 
sucli obhgation should be shifted from the 
Southern to the Northern Diyisivn of the gener- 
al system, also that the equipment bonds which 
were issued should be held io cover tue equip- 
ment for the Southern Division, inasmuch 4s 
such equipment was pee for by bonds issued 
under the Mercantile Trust Company mortgage. 

To-morrow Mr. Sterne will muke a motion to 
consolidate the case before the court, and for 
an allowance of $25,000 for fees out of the 
fund. The Union Trust Company, through Mr. 
Peckham, will sesk to procure al appropriation 
also for services aa Trustee. 


CONFIRMED IN A LAND GRANT. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 3.—By a decision of 
the Supreme Court to-day the Chicago and 
Northwestern Road through the Minneapolis 
and Omaba is coniirmed in the possession of a 
land grant worth $6,000,000. The grant was 
obtained through the payment of $70,000 and 
an agreement with the Chicago, Milwankee 
and dt. Paul that the St. Paul should participate 
in the grant to the extent of one-fourth, This 
agreement was repudiated by the Minneapolis 
and Omaha later, and the repudiation is now 


confirmed by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that the agreement was contrary to public 
policy. 

Years ago the Portage and Superior Road ob- 
tained a grant in 400,000 acres of land as an 
inducement to run a line through the north- 
western part of Wisconsin. The company was 
poor, anu in the Fall of 1881 its workmen were 
clamoring for their wages, and it was apparent 
that it would have to give up. When the Legis- 
lature met there was @ great scramble to get 
possession of the grant, the Northwestera and 
the St. Paul doing the principal fighting. The 
laborers struck, and the starving men engaged 
in ariot. Something had to be done. Kepre- 
sentatives of the Omaha and St. Paul Com- 
panies met in Milwaukee and formulated 
zw contract under which the Sst. Paul 
Road agreed to pull out of the fight 
tor the grant, Inits turn the Omaha Company 

greed that it would give to the St. Paul Com- 
pany one-fourth part of the land grant whea 
acquired and certain traffic privileges for 
which the St Paul was, among other 
things, to pay the Omaba 6 per cent. per 
annum on one-half the actual cost of the 
road. The Legislature was induced (o transfer 
the land grant tothe Omaha Road, which pro- 
ceeded at once to complete the new line ac- 
cording to the proposed agreement, and the St. 
Paul Company built no more of its line, but 
stopped at Cedar Fails, six miles north of 
Menominee. 

In January, 1883, the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Road, controlled by the Vanderbilt iater- 
ests, obtained control of the Omaha Road, and 
Marvin Hughitt was elected President. Mr. 
Hughitt sent to the St. Paul a communi- 
cation refusing to make the diyisign. 
The St. Paul people thene brought suit 
to enforce the agreement. The Omaha Com- 
papy Gemurred to the complaint, claiming 
uuat the contract was Void as against public 
policy and that no action could be maintained 
thereon. Judge Stewart decided that the con- 
tract was a@ good cause for action against the 
Omaha Company, but the Supreme Court has 
now reversed his devision. The Omaha-North- 
western combination therefore retains the 
grant. 


THE SAN DOMINGO ROAD. 

At a meeting of stoekholders of the Santo 
Domingo Central Railroad, held yesterday at 32 
Liberty-street, these gentlemen were elected 
Directors: H. C. King, H. L. Beam, B. P. Har- 
ris, G. G. Ward, Milton Griswold, W. H. Bibby, 
Cc, C. Monroe, J. E. Coleman, and H. W. Alden. 
The executive oliicers will be selected at an- 
other meeting to be held next Saturday.

Hesoived, That we demand the repeal of Boss 
Tweed’s piratical whaffage and dockage law, passed 
in 1870, and the repeal of all dmendments thereto, as 
well as the repeal of the pier-shedding enactments 
of the pert of New-York, which permit said public 
wharves, docks, and bulkheads to be shedded and 
largely monopolized by foreign pepeesreee after 
such wharves were constructed for the accommoda- 
tion of our trade, all of which acts are to the seri- 
ous detriment of our domestic and free foreign 
commerce. We fufther demand that the public

THE ELEOTRIOC SEAROH LIGHT. 


A METHOD FOR DETERMINING A VES8- 
SEL’S POSITION IN A FOG. 


The idea of bringing into use the electric 
search light for the determination of a vessel’s 
position during a fog is being developed by the 
Huntington Electric Light Company of . this 
city. The search light as made by the Hunting- 
ton people differs from the search light as now 
employed aboara ship. For years steamboat- 
men have had cause to realize the danger of 
navigating the inland waters of the United 
States during fog, mist, and falling snow. 

The neeessity of devising an effective search 
light, that would be sufficiently reasonable in 
cost to place it within the reach of all, has long 
been felt by steamboat men hereabouts. It is 
thought that the Huntington light may satisfy 
this demand. The Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island of the Stonington Line will soon be 
equipped with these lights. The Savannah 
Steamship Company has also ordered a light, as 
has aiso the Merritt Wrecking Company. 

The underlying principles of the Huntington 

light are two in number: (1) the light is an aro 


light operated on an incandescent system; (2) 
there is placed before the light a condenser 
which so concentrates the rays as to make the 
beam peculiarly strong and penetrating in effect. 
In working the light on board steamers it is 
proposed to mount the frame and barrel on top 
of the pilotbouse, the wires furnishing the 
electricity leading up through the top of the 
pilothouse. By means of a wheel or crank sit- 
uated in the pilothouse it will be possible to 
turn the force of the light in any direction, 
apd then, when ready tor lighting, 
simply turn on a switch as with an 
ordinary incandescent light. Butin a fog the 
light will be in a barrel pointed in a vertical di- 
rection, so that the instant a fog signal 18 heard 
ahead a Vertical ray of light forming a pillar 
three-quarters of a mile high will fuaken y 
shoot skyward at the same time that the 
pilot sounds the steam whistle. This pillar of 
light, it is claimed, can be seen in the very 
densest fogs ina horizontal direction for the 
distance of one-quarter of amile. The Merritt 
Wrecking Company have ordered a 10,00 
ecandle-power light. 

The Chicago’s search lights are of French 
make. Each light weighs about 1,000 pounds 
and cost about $10,000 altogether. The 
pase of the 4,000-candle}power Huntington 
ight is placed at $300, and that of the 8,000- 
candle power light at $450. The Huntington 
people have arranged to havé red and green 
Blides fitted to the hignt, which will enable sig- 
oso to be carried on at great distances. 
he column of light can be seen to a distance 
of eightéen miles on a dark night with a 
clear atmosphere. The light need not neces- 
sarily be fitted with the condenser. The Savan- 
nah Steamship Company have directed that the 
condenser be Omitted from their lamps, as they 
desire a diffusive light, one having great spread, 
to enable them to sweep the whole surface of a 
river while running the same during the night. 

Capts. Vining and Jenkins of the Marine 
Board of Underwriters have during the last 
week examined the light for the purpose of 
testing its merits.

DEPLORABLE GONDITION OF COUNTRY 


SCHOOLS IN THE NUTMEG STATE. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 3.—Edmund Burke 
once femarked that he loved a clamor wher- 
éver théré Was &n abuse, The country schools 
of Connecticut have degenerated into an aAbusé 
that emphatically merits a clamor. In the 
eities of the State the public schools are pro- 
gressive in fhetbod and liberal in equipment, 
bitin the rural districts the éducational sys- 
tem has gone to seed, 

The root of the difficulty is the fact that the 
6ld Connecticut stock is wedded to tradition 
and rotitine and is impervious to new ideas and 


improved methods. The Old-fashioned district 
arecers ig clung to with a tenacity that knows 
nO relaxation and yields to no argument. The 
shifting of population is never mpaniea by 
@ readjustment of schools to fit the changed 
conditions, ; 

The entmeration ot school children through- 
out the State, which has recently been com- 
plosed, shows & décrease in the smaller towns of 

,795 since the past year. The constant deciin 
and change of population rendeft tlie old distric 
divisions entirely unsuited to present circum- 
stances. The result is that scores of schools 
which oughs to have died of inanition years ago 
and which oan offer no excuse for the further 
postponement of their funerals are still main- 
tained, 4 large sums of money are wasted 
which, if the location of schoglhouses were 
altered and their number lessened, could be ex- 
pended with good ults, There are 193 
a inthe State in which the average at- 
— ance is eight or less. In one school aistriet 
only a single child is crtumerated; in three dis- 
tricts re 4 two children are enumerated, and 
in eight districts only three re enumerated. 

Another yicious ouaracteriat G6 of the present 
system is the glaring inequalities which it en- 
genders. Adjacent districts exhibit wide Varia- 
tions in both quality and quantity of instruc- 
tion. It not inixeqdensly happens that children 
residing on one side of @ boundary line receive 
six months’ schooling a year, while those living 
coroae the line in the next district can prosecute 
their studies eight or nine months, The chil- 
dren of foreign-born patents residing in the 
cities of the State receive a tenfold better edu- 
cation than the children of American parentage 
dwelling in the small towns. 

The State Board of Education, after making 
an exhaustive canvass, found that over in New- 
mt County, excluding the cities of Norwich 
and New-London, two-fifths of the children in 
achool above ten years of agé are unable to 
write. These children have been in schoo! not 
less than three or four years. The board arrived 
at the humiliating conclusion that in the less 
advanced work in that county only seven 
schools are 6fiicient, while thirty-five are use- 
ful, seventy-eight are doing some good, and 
thirty-nine are utterly inefficient, In the more 
advanced work a still smaller number of 
schools is classed as eflicient. The minimum 
time allowed for the maintenance of Connecti- 
cut schools per year is twenty-four weeks, and 
the number of schools in the State which are 
not open more than that time 1s 160, Nota 
tew of these eight scores of schools violate the 
requirements of the law by keeping open less 


' than the legally-specitied number of weeks. 


The management of schools under the present 
system is shiftless and inefficient. Neither per- 
manence hor accountability is afactor in the 
administration of the schools. District Commit- 
tees are seldom chosen with reference to their 
special fituess to secure good teachers and to 
Manage the finances of the school with wisdom. 
Frequently, the teacher js either a relative ora 
hanger-on of the committee, or is appointed be- 
éause he will board with a certain individual. 
The competence of the applicant is only a minor 
consideration. The teachers are frequently 
ghanged, There is 00 definite policy whatever 
in the supervision of the average nutmeg dis- 
trict school. F 

Moreover, the schoola receive very meagre 
financial support, According to the latest in- 
formation there are 571 teachers in the State 
whose average wages ge month during actual 
service is eas than $25, and the monthly aver- 
age of 145 this number is $20 or less. In 

ew-London County 35 per cent. of the teachers 
receive less thau $225 per year. Itmay be that 
most of these low-paid teachers receive all that 
they are worth, but the pay of the instruo- 
tion given is educational whey and buttermilk. 
The absence of any standard qualifications for 
teachers renders it, possible for almost any one 
outside of the lunatic asylums to secure a teach- 
er’s certiticate. 

Only a small percent of the teachers of the 
State have had a normal school training. Many 
of them are abnormally young and correspond- 
ingly inexperienced; some of them are teaching 
because they can’t find anything else to do, and 
some of them occupy the teacber’s chair as a 
convenient makeshift. The schoolhouses, too, 
are in bad condition, and in New-London 
County, where the investigation has been most 
thorough, about fifty were found to be unfit for 
use. The lack of repairs, material, and appli- 
ances, and the neglect of the surroundings ren- 
der the schoolhouses dull and unattractive. 
Naturally, the debilitated condition of the 
schools is accompanied by very irregular 
attendance. 

The question of impreving the condition of 
the schools of the State 18 now attracting the 
careful consideration of Connecticut educators. 
There is a ig meron consensus of opinion that 
the present district system with its crudities 
and defects should be abolished and the town 
system of management be substituted; that 
there should be a readjustment of schools in ac- 
cordance with the reargangements of popula- 
tion, and that a high standard of qualitication 
for teachers,to be deter@ined by persons of cer- 
tified competence, shoujd be adopted.

TO ANNUL HE OHARTER. 
_— ST 
A MOVEMENT AGAIN@T THE NEW-YORK 
UNDERGROUND RAILROAD. 


ALBANY, Dec. 3.—Mr. Stranahan, represent- 
ing property owners om Lafayette-place, New 
York, appeared before the Attorney General 
this afternoon, and asked for leave to begin an 
action to annul the charter of the New-York 
Underground Railway Company, on the ground 
that the time in which its road was to be com- 
menced and completed has expired. 

Ex-Gov. Hoadly and Winslow Page appeared 
for the company. They claimed that as the 
road had been commenced within the time pre- 
scribed, there was no time limit as to when it 
shoulda be completed. The construction of the 
language of Chapter 826, Laws of 1869, on this 


point was a bone of conténtion for four hours, 
when the hearing was concluded and both sides 
were requested to submit further briefs. 

An ag ane dn mandamus to open the 
streets bereafter mentioned is now pending in 
Fhe Superior Court, New-York, and will pr b- 
ably be argued next week. The charter of this 
toad, which was granted in 1869,1s known as 
the Vandeburgh charter. By it provision is 
made for an underground or open cut railroad, 
as may be practicable, commencing at the 
easterly line of Broadway ip City Hall Park, 
thence easterly under ground, passing in front 
of the old City Hall to Centre-street, thence 
under ground to City Hall-place or ona line east 
or west of City Hall-place to Pearl-street, then 
curving to Mulberry-street between Bayard and 
Park streets, thence in order to Bleecker-street, 
Lafayette-place, Astor-place, gud Highth-atreet, 
through the block between Kighth and Ninth 
streets to Fourth avenue, east -of St. Ann’s 
Church to Fourteenth-street, Union-square, and 
Seventeenth-street, then under or across Seven- 
teenth-street to Twenty-third-street, eithe 
sprouse the blocks between Broadway an 

ourth-avenue or through adison-avenue, 
under Madison-avenue or Madison-square to 
Twenty-sixth-street, under Twenty-sixth-street 
to Madison-avenue, or east of Madison-avenue 
wseney blocks to Eighty-sixth-street, then 
under Madison-avyenue to One Hundred and 
Twenticth-street, then northeasterly to and 
along the Harlem River, connecting with the 
Harlem Bridge terminus at Third-avenne.

THE CRUISER BALTIMORE. : 

Ali doubt has now been cleared up concern- 
ing the future use of the cruiser Baltimore, 
The orders from the Navy Department direct- 
ing that the new ship proceed to the Norfolk 
NavyYard and there be fitted out as the flagship 
of the North Atlantic squadron appear to give 
the greatest satisfaction in navy circles. It was 
reported that the Baltimore’s commander was 
making strenuous efforts to obtain a special 
auty for the cruiser.

THE JEWELRY FAILURE. 


STILL HUNTING FOR STERN & STERN’S 
ASSETS. 


A Deputy Sheriff is still in charge of the jew- 
elry store of Stern & Stern, 13 Maiden-lane. 
Nobody is able to tell yet the assets of thie firm, 
and itis equally difficult to estimate its liabil- 
ities till all the judgments’ of creditors have 
been secured. In the trade yesterday a great 
deal of discredit was thrown upon the relegram 
asserting that Jacob Stern had taken $125,000 
worth of diamonds from Cincinnati. Jacob 
Stern was at one time a partner in the firm, 
but when the firm had trouble with the Watch 
Jobbers’ Association, and were threatened with 


expuision in October, 1857, they issued a card 
that Jacob was no longer in their employ, and 
as he was claimed to be the geass of the trouble, 
the expulsion was not enforted. 

The firm of Stern & Stern was made up of 
Simon Stern and Mrs, Dinah Stern, widow of 
Joseph Stern. Simon Stern is not to be found, 
and nobody seems to know where he is. Mrs 
Stern knows nothing about the management of 
the business. Judgments will be secured as 
quickly as possible, It was stated that in many 
oases big bills of goods were bought withtn a 
fow days of the collapse, and in some instances 
goods were delivered only two or three hours 
before the Sheriff took possession. Tne firm 
was rated by the commercial agencies at from 
$40,000 to $70,000, whieh by the custom of 
jewelers would entitle them to $100,000 credit. 

Only one juagment was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday against Stern & Stern. 
This was one for $2,024 87 in favor of Robbins 
«& Appleton, managers of the American Watch 
Company’s business here. Mr. Frank Appleton 
last night said: * There could be no such thing 
as an honest failure under those circumstances 
at this time of year. We propose to push our 
action in every way that is within our power.”

MEN ANGRY. 


SICK JUSTICE MONELL APPOINTS 8S. E, 
NOLAN CLERK OF HIS COURT. 


Sylvester E. Nolan, who has been law clerk 
in the County Clerk’s office, was yesterday ap- 
pointed Clerk of tue Seventh Judicial District 
Court, to succeed John F. Carroll, whose ap- 
pointment as Chief Clerk of the Special Sessions 
led to his resignation. The appointment of 
Nolan was made by Civil Justice Ambrose 
Monell, who is very ill, and who, it is claimed, 
made the appointment at the request of Sheriff 
Flack. This bit of news stirred up the Tam- 
manyites considerably yesterday. 

Nolan's appointment was a great surprise and 
the eause of muchindignation, He tigured to 
some extentin the Flack divorce case, and the 
Tammany leaders have been trying to keep the 
Fiack scandal out of their politics as much aa 
possible. Besides the determination not to 
pear forward any ope who was in the slightest 

egree connected with the Flack affair, ad- 
ditional indignation is occasioned among the 
leaders by the fact that a well-known Tam- 
muny Man hae been practically decided upon 
to succeed Carroll. 

Clerk Nolan filed his bonds yesterday, Charles 
Steinberg ana William H. Muldoon being his 
sureties, County Clerk Reilly may appoint Ed- 
ward G. Stapleton, now deputy law clerk, to fill 
Nolan’s place as law clerk. 


A JAPANESE ASSASSIN ON TRIAL. 

The trial of Shihiok Jugigo for the murder 
of Mulock Comi Contani, a fellow-Japanese 
sailor, was begun yesterday in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, before Judge Brady. Jugigo 
stabbed Contani at the sailors’ boarding 
house, 84 Jameés-street, because he would not 
give up a chance to ship on a certain vessel. 
The secretary of the Japanese Consul at this 
city acts as interpreter, as Jugigo does not know 
a word ot English. A young Japanese student 
from Yale College yesterday sat with Assistant 
District Attorney Goff, attempting to get some 
insight into the workings of an American orim- 
inal court. 

Jugigo, when brought before Judge Brady to 
plead, bent himself nearly double in a pro- 
found obeisance, and at all times carefully ra- 
frained from looking at the Judge, evidently 
feeling that he is too vile a sinner to raise 
his eyes to the seat of justice. Next to the 
Judge, he seemed to have the greatest rover- 
ence for “ Billy” Ricketts, Captain of the court 
otficers, and only dared look at him when the 
Captain’s head was turned the other way.

He declared 
that he had only ssen what nad purported te 
be an abstract of it in Tuk Tres, but be in- 
ferfed [fom tliat that the decision would 
atrengthen the commission. “ There is a mis- 
understanding,” he continued, “ as to the pow- 
efs of the commission. We never euncede tie 
Tight of any man to land which has been for- 
feited to the State. Wo liold on to it as loug 
as we can. Bunt you see that we don’t want to 
enter intoany lawsuits with these tresspassers 
in cases where W6 fiay be beaten. Yousee that 
when the State luses a case up there she loses a 
eertain moral sirebgth, and 80 W6 avoid con- 
er of a doubtfui character as much as possi- 

6.” 

‘* How do your fellow-Commissioners couvines 
themselves that one set of cases is doubtful 
While another is not ?”’ was asked. 

‘“‘In this way: When there is aclaim against 
certain lands held by the State on tax titles, wé 
appeal to the Attorney General and ask him to 
nowinate certain lawyers who will and who are 
qualified to give an opinion on our chances of 
eontest. When these gentlemen say that our 
case 18 Sure we proceed with it, but when they 
declare that the applicants’ claims are well 
founded, we avoid contest.” 

“These lawyers are absolutely impartial, and 
are concerned only in the State’s interests?” 

“1 think we have aright to presume that the 
Attorney General would not select them unless 
they are. At any rate, that is the way we settle 
many of the controversies which arise. I would 
suggest that, when these points come up for 
newspaper discussion, if would be much bet- 
ter were the contributors of articles criticis- 
ing this board torefer for their facts to our 
last year’s report than to take the statements 
of the Secretary of the board. [ am sure that 
Mr. Fox, immediately after a recent meeting of 
the board, did not mean many things which he 
sald to a reporter of your paper.” 

So faras secret méetings of the board were 
concerned Mr. Knevals was certain that, al- 
though the body was a public commission en- 
gaged in public business, It had the right to ex- 
clude the public from its deliberations, and 
declared that sueh would continue to be the 
policy of the commission. ‘“ You see,” he went 
on, “the difficulty of enforeing the State rignt 
in laws in the Adirondacks is increased by the 
absence of an exact survey. There is no way 
of determining which property belongs to the 
State and which is held by individuals. Noone 
iu the districts seems to know much about it.’’ 

“Is it not true that there are town maps in 
which each township is divided into lots, 
aud are not the Town Assessors thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the owners of property within 
each of these lots ?” 

“* Yes,” was the answer. 

“If the Commissioners desired exact informa- 
tion conceruing the location of tracts of land 
which is not accredited to any one save the 
State in order to prosecute for violations of 
the forestry laws, could they not obtain tie in- 
tormation from these Assessors ?” 

Mr. Knevals replied in the affirmative—at 
least he “thought the Commissioners could,” 
but that the Wardens were not expected to look 
after such matters, and that the blazed trees 
and monuments indicating the surveyors’ 
lines were very infrequent and the marks in- 
distinct. The person to whom Mr. Knevals 
gave this information remarked that hundreds 
of both were in an admirable state of preserva-

AGAINSI THE MANHATTAN. 


A COURT OF APPEALS DECISION FAVORS 
CLAIMANTS FOR DAMAGES, 


A diapatch from Albany reports that in the 
case of Robert Fitch Shepard and others against 
the Manhattan Elevated Railway Company the 
Court of Appeals yesterday affirmed the order 
and judgment of the General Term, with costs, 
with leave to the defendants to answer within 
twenty days upon the payment of costs in all 
the courts since the demurrer. 

“The case,” said Davies & Rapallo, counsel 
for the elevated railroad company yesterday, 
*“‘came before the Court of Appeals on our de- 
murrer alleging that complainants had joined 
too many causes of action in their complaint, 


the inconvemence being that some of the com- 
plainants are not interested in some of the 
matters in litigation. We held that separate 
actions should be brought and the tinal decision 
is otherwise, but it does nutin any way alfect 
the merits of the case.” 

“This is a very important decision,” said 
Eliphalet W. Tyler of Peckham & Tyler, counsel 
for complainants, “‘asit determines the course 
of procedure in probably one hundred cases of 
alike nature against the Manhattan Elevated 
Raliway Company. The deiendants claimed 
that where one tenantin common dies, two or 
more actions must be brougnat, instead of ove, 
but the court boldsin this case that the widow 
and children and administratrix can all sue 
together with tbe other tenants in common, 
instead of making two or more actions of 
it. ‘This particular case is that of the 
Standard Theatre. It was owned by three 
persons, brothers and sisters One of 
the brothers, Francis N. Shepard, died 
without a will, and the, widow, who 
was also administratrix, with herinfant chil- 
dien joined with Robert F. and Mary N. 
Shepard in the suit against the railway com- 
pany. The defendants demurred to the com- 
Pplaint on the ground that we should have two 
actions on in the complaint instead of one, be- 
cause the administratrix was not interested in 
the injunction against the railway com- 
pavy. The amount of damage involved in this 
case is $50,000 for fee damage and $30,000 
past damage. Now the elevated railroad com- 
parvy has to answer this case on Its merits, and 
the records show how unfortunate it had been 
in such trials.” 





TWO CONVICTIONS REVERSED. 

James Smith, who was convicted of complic- 
ity in the robbery of Janitor Matthews of the 
University Building, in Washington square, and 
was sentenced to ten years in the State prison, 
although Matthews was doubtful whether he 
was one of his assailants, has been adjudged by 
the General Term of the Supreme Court to have 
been wrongfully convicted. The court holds 
that Matthews’s identification of Smith was 
altogether unsatisfactory. Smith will therefore 
be discharged. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court has 
reversed the conviction of Lawrence Massett, a 
saloon keeper of Jay and West streets, who 
was charged with robbing a man named John 
O’Byrne in bis saicoon last Winter. It was 
claimed by the prosecution thattwo men named 
Lull and Cornell heid O’Byrne while Massett 
rifled his pockets. Luli and Cornell were ac- 
quitted by the jury, while Massett was con- 
victed, and Judge Martine sentenced him to 
eight years in the Siate prison. The General 
Term held that the three men were equally 
guilty or equally innocent.

The first feature of Mr. HARRISON’S mes- 
sage that strikes the reader is the quiet 
manner in which he disposes of those vexed 
questions, so much used last yearas reasons 
for his election. The President, who was 
to have an “ American policy,” and who in- 
vited to his.side the ‘‘ greatest living Amer- 
ican” to aid him in inventing and applying 
that policy, calmly announces that ‘the 
year just closed leaves few international 
questions of importance unadjusted,” and 
that ‘‘no obstacle is believed to exist that 
can long postpone the consideration and ad- 
justment of still pending questions upon 
satisfactory and honorable terms.” As the 
present Administration is not known to 
have done anything toward this very 
amiable state ef things, one cannot help 
wondering what has become of the matters 
over which Mr. BLAINE thundered last 
year, and to which Mr. Harrison’s letter 
of acceptance gave very different treat- 
ment from that accorded in his message. 
This, however, is incidental, and the coun- 
try will be pleased to know officially what 
has been obvious for a long time, that our 
foreign relatiqns are satisfactory, and.also 
that Mr. Harrison, whatever Mr. BLAINE 
may wish to do, hopes and intends to keep

The President does not appear to have 
consulted his Secretary of State as to the 
remarks he might with propriety make 
eoncerning Trusts, or if he did “seek Mr.

and even penal legislation.” This is pretty 
severe language to be applied to mere 
“private affairs” with which a President 
has no right te interfere. But if Mr. 
BLAINE’s counsel has been declined with 
thanks he may find consolation in the fact 
that the American Protective Tariff League 
is in the same boat. This organization for 
months has been trying te prove in its 
weekly organ that Trusts are good things, 
“beneficial to the community,” the creat- 
ures of legitimate development, and the 
like. And here is the President for whom 
the League poured out its treasure in 1888 
calling these things ‘‘dangerous conspir- 
acies against the public good.” 


Governor-elect LEON ABBETT of New- 
Jersey, in his speech at the Hudson Demo- 
cratic Society’s reception, took occasion to 
declare that the pledges of the campaign 
should be redeemed by the Democratic 
Legislature. None of these pledges was 
comparable in importance with the pledge 
of ballot reform. No doubt Gov. ABBETT 
had this in mind when he spoke. The 
honest redemption of that pledge will be of 
the highest importance to all the people 
of the State, and especially to the people of 
the larger municipalities. 








The ‘wool growers” are in Washington. 
They are there on “private business,” 
though, like many who give the same ex- 
planation, their private business is to get 
public money. They want the duty on wool 
increased; at any rate, they are determined 
that it shall not be reduced. They are 
fighting the ‘free raw material heresy” 
which Mr. AMMIDOWN found so dangerous a 
year or more ago, and which has extended 
sadly since. ‘The reason why they wish 
duties kept up is that they think they can 
thus compel people to pay them higher 
prices for the fleeces of their sheep. They 
are much mistaken in several ways—first, 
in thinking that they can maintain the 
present tariff indefinitely, and, second, in 
thinking that it would really be an advan- 
tage to them if they could. They werecon- 
fident a month ago that Mr. Harrison 
would give them at least a paragraph in 
his message. They see that he has not done 
so. They would do better to go home. 








By the arrival of the steamer Poriuense 
yesterday we have the first news by mail 
from the Republic of Brazil since the 
establishment of the provisional Govern- 
ment in the name of the people, the army, 
and the navy. We also have four days’ 
files of papers from Pard since the event 
took place, which present a singularly 
quiet aspect of affairs, and in place of hot- 
headedness and rashness on the part of 
those whose views did not agree with the 
sentiment that prompted the movement, 
which might have been expected from 
their southern blood, we find cool coun- 
sels and a determination to make 
the best of what was accepted from the 
first as an accomplished fact. That por- 
tion of the press which was thoroughly in 
sympathy with the republican idea, on the 
other hand, represents its party as fully 
alive to the responsibility of its position, 
and,in place of senseless jubilation, recom- 
mends settling down to business in a thor- 
oughly practical manner. According to all 
accounts, this advice was being followed 
ina political and business sense, and less 
disturbance to business affairs took place 
than was to be expected. 








THE PRESIDENT'’S MESSAGE, 
We see no evidence that President HaR- 
RISON was influenced by conscious self-dis- 
trust in preparing his first annual message. 
It appears to be the work of a serene and 
contented mind. We judge that its author 
was at ne time harassed by any doubt 
whether the task before him might not 
transcend the resources of his intellect and 
his experience, or by any fear that he might 
fail to give interest to the information and 
value to the advice which it was his duty 
to impart to Congress. He was untroubled 
by any suspicion that the annals of past or 
the practice of contemporary statecraft 
might show that the heads of Governments 
are accustomed to treat public affairs other- 
wise than he has treated them. 
It is natural enough that a mind capable 
of composing so dull a message should be 
incapable of rightly appreciating its own 
work. As amere reference index to the 
public business the message may have some 
value in Congress and in newspaper offices, 
but ifit records the events of the time it 
throws no light upon them, and while it 
refers to acknowledged evils, it suggests 
no proper remedies, To say that Mr. 
HARRISON is timid in his treatment 
of thé larger question of national policy 
would give only a hint of the truth. If we 
venture to say that he shows unmistakable 
cowardice we are still within the warrant 
of the facts. No other motive than fear 
could have restrained the President from 
making clear and specific recommendations 
of tariff revision. He knows that men who 
voted for him and spent their money for 
his election are now demanding relief 
from the exactions of the tariff laws, 
and he knows that the industries of 
the country need the relief. But while 
he does lip-service to the cause of re- 
vision, professing to recognize it as a 
**cenceded need,” he proclaims his un- 
broken servitude to the protectionists who 
yielded the welcome “fat” last year by his 
remarks about the ‘“‘commercial independ- 
ence of ourcountry.” The plain truth is 
that Mr. HARRISON is afraid of tariff revis- 
ion. The only courage he shows is the 
shameless courage of confessing that he is 
afraid. 

Mr. HaRRISON seems to have no original 
ideas about the currency. Hehumbly copies 
what the Secretary of the Treasury has 
laid before him, and declares that he must 
await farther advices from Mr. WinDOoM 
before making any definite propositions. 
He is against free coinage or increased 
coinage of silver, and for that the country 
may be thankful, but he is quite unable to 
say whether silver certificates issued or 
bullion deposits might not be a proper and 
useful device. This utterance will prove 
equally enlightening to financiers and grati- 
fying to the silver men. But upon one sub- 
ject the President has made up his mind. 
After continuing during nine months of 
his Administration the practice of deaposit- 





ing public funds with banks on the 
security of bonds, he has reached the con- 
clusion that “it is an unauthorized and 
dangerous expedient.” Secretary WINDOM’s 
notice to the banks that these deposits would 
be gradually called for preceded the Presi- 
dent’s declaration by only thirty-six hours, 
The necessity of taking this step toward 
the adjustment of practice to profession 
had evidentiy been overlooked up to the 
last moment, 

The paragraph about Trusts has a fine 
flavor of determination, but it is to be noted 
that the President has taken this paragraph 
out of its proper relation by separating it 
from his remarks upon the tariff, and 
has irrelevantly obtruded it among his per- 
functory observations on international copy- 
right, a bankruptcy law, and the salaries 
of district Judges. The President is quite 
ready to puthis signature to a Dependent 
Pension bill, to an educational grant on" 
the lines of the measure fathered by the 
irresponsible BLarR, and to almost any kind 
of a subsidy bill. His native timidity 
crops out, however, in the recommendation 
that ‘subsidy grants to steamship lines 
should be disguised as compensation for 
carrying the mails. 

The charge that the message betrays 
a lack ef courage finds ample support in 
the passage relating to the civil service. 
The President speaks of the ‘‘demand for 
removals” as he would speak of earth- 
quakes and the lightning, or anyirresistible 
natural force. He looks upon the “ de- 
mands” as not to be resisted. He can only 
take thought how he may escape the 
“actual distress’ which they cause him. 
The pride of all the spoilsmen Will be flat- 
tered and their hope fostered by this abject 
recognition of their power. Yet he recom- 
mends an increase in the clerical force of 
the commission, and recognizes the value of 
a system of promotions for merit outside the 
rules. If the sentiment of the message is 
found to be not in complete accord with 
the tone of Mr. HarRIson’s letter of accept- 
ance, that fact must be accepted as one of 
many evidences of the progressive degener- 
ation. of the President’s will power under 
the ‘‘distress” he suffers in dealing with 
the spoils seekers and peddling out the 
offices. 

President HARRISON’S message must be 
accepted as the measure of the man. He 
has ‘already been pretty accurately meas- 
ured by the people of the country, and by 
none more accurately than by candid mew- 
bers of his own party. Even his few pro- 
fessed admirers will find nothing in this 
message to justify any lingering belief they 
may have that he has native capacity or 
acquired competence to guide the national 
policy with firmness or intelligence. The 
policy he complacently announces and ap- 
proves is to “‘let things drift.” 








FINANCE, TARIFF, AND THE RACE 
QUESTION. 

The President does not give a great deal 
of space in his message to either the finances 
and the currency or to the tariff, which are 
the questions that most excite attention in 
the public mind. As to the disposition of 
the surplus, he takes occasion to make an 
acrid and unjust criticism on the deposits 
in the national banks. He speaks of ‘‘fa- 
vored localities,’ which he knows do not 
exist, and of the “highly beneficial ar- 
rangement” for the banks, when he knows 
that the deposits were taken reluctantly, 
were refused by some, and have been fre- 
quently voluntarily surrendered. This pas- 
sage has an odor of demagogy that is 
more characteristic than pleasant. As to 
the currency, however, the President’s 
remarks are temperate. The facts he 
has taken from Mr. WINDOM’s report are 
clearly and succinctly stated to show that 
not only the absolute but the pro rata 
amount of currency has been largely in- 
creased since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. He isin accord with the conserva- 
tive opinion of the country in declining to 
indorse either free coinage or an increase of 
the present rate of coinage. His prediction 
that ‘‘if we should make the coinage of sil- 
ver at the present ratio free, we must ex- 
pect that the difference in the bullion val- 
ues of gold and silver will be taken account 
of in commercial transactions” is correct; 
his ‘‘ fear that the same result would follow 
any considerable increase of the present 
rate of coinage” is wholesome and reasona- 
ble. He hesitates, also, to give his assent to 
Mr. WinpDom’s plan “for the issuance of 
notes or certificates upon the deposit of sil- 
ver bullion at its market value.” 

As to the tariff, Mr. Harrison clearly 

feels the effect of the recent elections. Ap- 
parently he has not thought out exactly 
what his party ought to do, but he sees 
plainly enough that it would net be at all 
safe to go ahead on the lines of the Senate 
bill of last session, and in effect he says so. 
There should be a revision of the tariff. 
The free list should be ‘‘ extended by placing 
thereon articles that do not offer injurious 
competition to such domestic products as 
our home labor cansupply.” The “justand 
reasonable protection ofour homeindustries 
should not be impaired.” All this is solemn- 
ly vague, butitis'in a very different tone 
from that which prevailed in Republican ut- 
terances even six.months since. Practically 
it means that the President-does not know 
what should be done, andin the meantime 
he suggests the old way of dodging reduc- 
tion of the tariff—repeal the tebacco tax, 
pass a dependent pension law, give liberal 
subsidies to steamships, pass an educational 
aid law, and buy bonds at whatever premi- 
um the holders feel able to extort. It will 
be seen that it is not a policy, itis a state of 
mind, that Mr. HARRISON is under the ne- 
cessity of explaining. There is no reason to 
suppose that he expects any action on any 
of these recommendations, except possibly 
subsidies and pensions. If he do, he isina 
fair way to be disappointed. 

But if he is likely to be disappointed in 
these things, he is sure to be if he look 
forward to the passage of Federal laws 
with regard to political and civil rights of 
the colored people in the Southern States. 
His demands in these respects are more 
moderate than those he made in the Fall 
of 1888, and they are made in a more mod- 
erate spirit; but they will not be conceded. 
His own party cannot be brought to sustain 
them, They will not dare to try them. 
| They may dawdle with them more or less,

| and make speeches on them. They will 
not make them a controlling issue. They 
could not hold their own vote even in the 
House, much less in the country, if they 
did so. It is not improbable that Mr, 
HaRRIson perceives this fact, and that his 
message is intended for general and not 
specific effect, 
ene] 
RETURNING-BOARD METHODS IN 
MONTANA, 

Montana has come into the Union with a 
cry from one party that the other has tried 
to “steal the State” and with a dead-lock 
in the Legislature that threatens to pre- 
vent the election of United States Sen- 
ators for some time to come. This dead- 
lock is due to disputed dlection results in 
Silver Bow County and the claim of both 
parties to control the lower branch, the up- 
per being equally divided. This situation 
has been produced by a strange resort to 
the returning-board methods that charac- 
terized elections in certain Southern States 
in the reconstruction period. The difference 
is that these methods were provided for and 
in a certain sense sanctioned by lawtin those 
Southern States, but had no shadow of legal 
justification in Montana. 

When the result of the election of Oct. 1 
was first made known it was evident from 
the unofficial returns that the Democrats 
had elected the Governor, that the Senate 
was a tie, and that the Democrats-had a 
very small majority in the lower branch of 
the Legislature, giving them assurance of 
the two United States Senators. Before 
the official canvass was made it was dis- 
covered by the Republican leaders that in 
one precinct of Silver Bow County the 
Democrats had 171 votes out of a total of 
174, and that if the vote of this precinct 
were to be thrown out the result would 
be the election of Republican representa- 
tives in that county and a complete 
change of control in the Legislat- 
ure. Then a ery of fraud was raised, 
on no ground except that all but three 
‘of the votes in that precinct were re- 
turned as Democratic. There was noth- 
ing particularly strange about this, as at 
Craig every vote cast was Republican, and 
at Banner the Republicans had 150 out of 
152. This Precinct No. 34 of Silver Bow 
County was simply a camp of railroad 
workmen. Thevote was taken by the Aus- 
tralian method, and there was the result, 
171 to3. The evidence of fraud produced 
before the Board of County Canvassers, 
who were Republicans, consisted of what 
purported to be an affidavit signed by eight 
men, declaring that they had voted for Re- 
publican candidates in Precinct No. 34. 
These were obtained by a man hired for the 
purpose, who had been convicted of mur- 
der in Washington Territory. Of the eight 
men whose names were signed to-this paper 
four have sworn that they never signed it, 
and the ether four disappeared and could 
not be found. Companions of one of these 
have declared that they were asked to sign 
this affidavit, and promised a reward if 
they would do so, and that they knew of 
the signature of one man being got when 
he was drunk. 

Not only was this trumped-up evidence 
worthless, but the county canvagssers had 
no power in regard to the returns of votes 
except to make “abstracts” of them and 
ascertain the result indicated by their face. 
They had no right whatever to reject them 
on any ground. One of the Republican 
lawyers who argued before them that they 
could reject the return of a precinct for 
fraud had previously as a Judge on the 
bench explicitly decided in a similar case 
that nothing of the kind could be done, It 
is plain from the- Territorial law under 
which the election was held that the can- 
vassets had no such power. They neverthe- 
less gravely decided to throw out Precinct 
No. 34, and immediately a writ of mandamus 
was served upon them requiring them 
to show cause why they should not 
be compelled to include the vote of that 
precinct and restraining them from pro- 
ceeding with the count until after the 
decision of the question. Nevertheless, it 
appears that they made up and signed a 
return without including that precinct. 
It will be remembered that a howl was 
made for the removal of Judge Dz WoLF 
because he granted the writ of mandamus, 
that the State canvass was hurried up to 
forestall a final decision in the case, 
and that the President’s proclamation ad- 
mitting the State and putting an end 
to the Territorial court was issued in 
hot haste before the official messenger 
reached Washington. 


The State Board of Canvassers, consist- 
ing of the Governor, Secretary, and Chief 
Justice of the Territory, acted with as 
much precipitation and disregard of law 
as the County Board. There had been a 
decision in the Silver Bow case against 
the returning board action of the can- 
vassers, and an appeal was pending when 
the State Board met on Oct. 31. It had 
nothing te do under the enabling act ef 
Congress except to canvass the returns on 
the adoption of the Constitution and certify 
the result to the President. County re- 
turns were certified to the Secretary of the 
Territory by the clerks of the County Com- 
missioners, and the Clerk of Silver Bow 
County was a Democrat, and sent up the 
returns including the vote of Pre- 
cinct No. 34. The State Board would 
not have it, and could get no other, 





though a messenger was sent for it 
to Butte. Notwithstanding this, without 
waiting for a determination of the legal 
controversy, they hurried off their certifi- 


Silver Bow County without Precinct No. $4. 
In spite of the headlong haste of the 
State Canvassers their messenger could 
not reach Washington soon enough, they 
feared, to forestall the action of the court, 
and the President, in response to telegrams 
and without consulting his Cabinet, issued 
his proclamation admitting the State be- 
fore the messenger arrived, though other 
telegrams were sent asking for delay. With- 
out his aid the returning-board scheme 
might have miscarried. 

But this was not the full extent of the re- 
turning-board methods of the State Can- 
vassers, They had legally nothing to do 
with declaring the election of State officers 
or members of the Legislature. This was 
mot provided for,in the enabling act and 





cate to Washington, including the vote of: 


was regulated entirely by the election laws 
of the Territory. These required the clerk 
of the Board of County Commissioners to 
issue certificates of election to such persons 
as appeared to have a majority of votes for 
the Legislature, which certificates were 
made prima facie evidence of the right of 
the holders to seats in the Legislature. But 
the political control of the Legislature de- 
pended on the Silver Bow County vote, and 
that Democratic clerk was sure to follow 
the decision of the court and certify 
the election of Democratic represent- 
atives, with the aid of Precinct No. 34. 
Accordingly, although Chief Justice BLAKE, 
himself a member of the State Board, had a 1 
few weeks before granted a mandamus in 
another county compelling a County Clerk 
to issue a certificate to the person who on 
the face of the returns befere the local can- 
vassing board had a majority of votes, this 
very Board of State Canvassers assumed to 
decide who were elected to State offices and 
to the Legislature and to issue certificates 
of election. This they did, still counting 
out Precinct Ne. 34 and giving the Silver 
Bow County representative to the Republic- 
ans, This is how it happens that there are 
two bodies claiming to be Houses of Rep- 
resentatives at Helena, Gov. TooLE having 
summoned as members those who held cer- 
tificates from the clerks of the Boards of 
County Commissioners. More high-handed 
proceedings in counting out and counting 
in for the purpose of controlling a Legislat- 
ure and electing United States Senators, 
in spite of the popular vote, were never 
known in any Southern State. If there is 
any conscience in Montana politics tt will 
result in Republican defeat there at the 
first opportunity of taking the-sense of the 
people on the merits of party action. 











CONGRESS AND THE FAIR. 


It is reported from Washington that the 
“boomers” of the several Western cities, 
each of which aspires to be the seat of the 
fair of 1892, are endeavoring to commit 
Congress in the first place to the authoriza- 
tion of such a fair. There is manifest good 
sense in this proposition. To speak after 
the manner of Bunsby, if the exhibition is 
not held at all it will not be held any- 
where, and it will not be held at all ex- 
cept under the authority of Congress. No 
possible organization of private citizens, 
no matter how much money they possessed 
or commanded could hold a world’s fair. ex- 
cept by virtue of the support of their own 
Government. The co-operation of foreign 
Governments is absolutely necessary 
to the success of such a fair, and 
this cannot be had, or even de- 
cently asked for, unless the persons who 
ask for it are able to produce credentials 
showing that they enjoy the confidence of 
their own Government. The, late exhibi- 
tion at Paris was asignal success, and it 
was all the more signal for being a French 
exhibition and not properly or fully an in- 
ternational exhibition at all. The event 
it commemorated did not commend itself to 
the sympathies of the monarchical Govern- 
ments of Europe, Though they were com- 
pelled to recognize it as a historical fact, 
they found it a very objectionable fact, 
and declined to furnish their subjects suit- 
able facilities for being represented in it. 
Their attitude was, indeed, more or less 
like that of CANUTE er Mrs. Partington en- 
deavoring to repel the tide of the Atlantic, 
but, nevertheless, it was effective in so 
hampering the exhibition as to reduce its 
scope from that of a world’s fair to that of 
a French fair. 

Very likely the kings of the earth do not 
see any more use in the discovery of Amer- 
ica than in the taking of the Bastile. A 
heraisphere prospering without a single 
kingdom in it, unless the vice-royalty of 
Canada be still counted as a monarchy, 
cannot be a welcome spectacle to hereditary 
rulers or to their advisers. But nobody is 
likely publicly to take the ground that 
COLUMBUS made a mistake, except possibly 
the Pope and Mr. JoHN Ruskin. If the co- 
operation of foreign Governments is in- 
voked by our own Government it will be 
given at least:in such fashion as to enable 
all foreign manufacturers who think it 
worth their while to exhibit their produc- 
tions todo so. The success of the fair will 
ultimately depend, of course, upon the 
view taken of their own interests by the 
foreigners to whom we appeal to become 
exhibitors, 

For there is no use in denying that a 
purely American fair: cannot be by any 
means so successful as a fair mainly or 
purely French." What we produce and ex- 
port in the greatest quantities is not sus- 
ceptible of béing made an attractive spec- 
tacle. No apecial exhibition of breadstufis 
and cotton and petroleum could possibly 
be either so impressive or so representative 
as the permanent exhibition of those sta- 
ples that are given at the cities that are the 
main markets for them, and that do not on 
that account attract a great concourse of 
sightseers. In machinery we have, no 
doubt, a very high rank, and at Philadel- 
phia the highest rank was accorded to us 
by the foreign experts. A purely American 
exhibition of machinery, if it were com- 
plete, would attract the interest of foreign- 
ers who were qualified to judge it, but it 
would be but feebly attractive to the com- 
monrun of holiday makers, wko must be 
attracted in great numbers to make the fair 
successful. 





Patriotic pride shouldnot lead us to shirk 
the conclusion that what will make a 
World’s Fair in this country popular and 
either directly or indirectly profitable is 
the contributions made to it from abroad. 
Our own people will constitute, of course, 
the very great majority of the spectators, but 
an exhibition of.the work of our own peo- 
ple is not enough to bring them to a fair 
from any considerable distance or to tempt 
to frequent visits those who live near at 
hand. The first condition, then, of the fair 
is that it shall have the authorization and 
encouragement of the Government. The 
second condition, which seems to us 
equally necessary, is that it shall be held 
near the seaboard. At present, however, 
there is no need of discussing that point. 
It is to be hoped that the Representatives of 
this city and of the * metropolitan States,” 
who are equally interested in having a 
World’s Fair in New-York, will postpone 





the question of place and join the efforts

‘of the Western Representatives to commi ae 


Congress to the project of an American 
World’s Fairin 1892. After that commit- 
tal is made there will be time enough to 
adduce the overtvhelming arguments in 
favor of holding the fair at our greatest 


seaport. . 


Some pretty bad-looking testimony was 
taken by the Commissioners of Accounts 
yesterday in regard to the dredging of the 
Dock Department done by the Union Dredg- 
ing Company. The witness’ was a former 
employé of the company, who testified that 
mud was sometimes dredged from the slips 
only to be dumped back, and at other times 
it was dumped in the river or in the harbor 
in violation of thelaw. He also stated that 
scows were sometimes sent out empty and 
reckoned as full, and that-often only soft 
mud was dredged up, the hard material be- 
ing left. If the statements of this witness 
are true and indicate anything like a gen- 
eral practice, it is evident that the city has 
been largely defrauded in these dredging 
contracts. It would hardly be safe to form 
conclusions from the testimony of one wit- 
ness, who may have a personal grudge, and 
who testifies regarding what took place 
from six to ten years ago, but his state- 
ments are such as should induce a search- 
ing inquiry into this dredging business. 








Commissioner MATTHEWS again testified 
yesterday to his own inefficiency as a mem- 
ber of the Dock Board. It is evident from 
his own testimony that he has been accus- 
tomed only to perform routine.duties in the 
most perfunctory manner, without concern- 
ing himself as to whether things were. right 
or wrong. He seems to know very little 
about the business of the department 
and to care less, and to have no 
sense of responsibility as a public of- 
ficer. He cynically declared that he 
was not much of a reformer and preferred 
to follow the beaten paths and be amused 
by listening to reform talk. It is pretty 
certain that any business, public er private, 
under the management of men like Mat- 
THEWS would run into a slipshod routine 
and be very badly done. If there has been 
anything like efficiency and economy in the 
Dock Department administration it must 
be due to somebody else than Commissioner 
MATTHEWS, who seems to have a rooted 
aversion to exerting himself for any pur- 
pose. 








Mr. PARNELL’S periodical ‘‘retreats,” upon 
one of which the London press is now com- 
menting, are really proper subjects for pub- 
lic comment. Heis the one man indispen- 
sable to the Irish cause, and this, as we 
have before pointed out, precisely because 
many of his qualities areso un-Irish. Itis 
impossible to imagine the agitation begun 
with the Land League having been carried 
to its present height and power if any of his 
colleagues or co-workers had been substi- 
tuted for him in the leadership. There 
have been other Irish leaders who were fol- 
lowed with equal devotion, but there 
has been no Irish leader whose lead 
has been unchallenged in Ireland, and 
whose words have also carried weight 
in England. We cannot imagine Mr. 
GLADSTONE, for example, co-operating 
with O’CONNELL as he has co-operated with 
PARNELL, and we cannot imagine O’Con- 
NELL using the influence he had acquired 
by agitation to induce moderation and self- 
restraint on the part of the Irish people. 
The weakness of Mr. PARNELL’s health is a 
serious peril for his countrymen, for there 
is not one of them now conspicuous who is 
not, for one reason or another, quite incom- 
petent to carry on his work.

CHICKERING HALL. 

The first of Mr. and Mrs.- Francis Korbay’s 
historical song and piano recitals, which wag 
given at Chickering Hall last evening, was an 
interesting and instructive entertainment. The 
programme contained a number of compositions 
which belong to the curiosities of music. 
Among these were the “Chant des Croisés,” 
which dates from 1095, a song of the unhappy 
French troubadour De Coucy, 1192; a song of 
William of Machault, or Machant, as he ig 


sometimes called, 1340, and “La Romaneeca,” 
@ Roman dance of the sixteenth centary. 

The other vocal numbers on the list were a 
duet by Leonardo Leo, the teacher of Gluck’d 
rival Piccini; a ‘‘Busslied” by the veritable 
Tannhiuser, two anonymous Mivnelieder, dat- 
ing trom 1452 and 1540; an arietta by tonia 
Vivaldi, in whose sonatas Sebastian Bach found 
80 much good material, and an arietta from an 
opera by Legrenzi, the teacher of Lotti. 

The piano numbers were the familiar pastoral 
souatina of Domenico Scarlatti, his “ Sonatone 
VUapriccio” and bis sonata in A, which intro- 
duces the crossed-hands performance now so 
familiar to pianists, a very interesting sonata 
by Balthazar Galuppi, (1706-1785,) Francoiq 
Couperin’s *“ L’Ansonienne,” and three com. 
positions by the celebrated French opera writ 
er and theorist Jean Phillipe Rameau—* L¢ 
Rappel des Diseau,” “La Poule,” with itd 
quaint imitation of the vocal efforts of a hen, 
and * La Egyptienne.”’ 

The early sonatas, showing some of the erud¢ 
germs of our present musical forms, were inter 
esting, if not extremely inspiritiug. Anythin 
by Domenico Scarlatti is especially instractiv 
to students of musical development, for it wag 
he who made clear the difference between tha 
technique of the organ and that of the piano, in- 
troducing such features as rapid repetition of 4 
note with successive fingers, broken chords in 
contrary motion for both hands, and other per- 
formances now farmltiar to all pianists. 

Among the vocal numbers the Romanesca”™ 
and the second of the two Minnelieder were the’ 
most agreeable. The latter is a most charming 
little song and deserves to be heard again for 
its own sake, apart from its historical interest. 
Mr. and Mra. orbay were assisted by two of 
the former’s pupils, Mrs. C. E. Tracy, a soprano, 
with a light, thin voice, and Miss Bessie Still- 
man, who possesses a tolerably good contralto, 


“MARTHA” AT AMBERG’S. 

The tuneful melodies of “Martha” enter 
tained a fair sized audience at Amberg’s Theatre 
last evening. The chief importance of the pres- 
entation of Flotow’s opera on this occasion 
consisted in the fact that it was the medium for 
the introduction to this public of Herr Nicolat 
Gorsky, a tenore di grazia, who, while pain- 
fully deficient in tonality at times, yet singa 
agreeably and with no little degree of skill and 
intelligence. Herr Gorsky is to be credited 
with having scored something more than a suc- 
cés d@’estime as Lionel. He possesses the valua. 
ble high C, and is master of the meazofvoc<e 
tricks which never fail to command the un- 
thinking applause of the multitude, and the

OF AFRICAN DEPTHS 


@TANLEY’S NBAR APPROACH 

_ -«: TO OLVILIZATION. 

WBE PARTY’S COMING HERALDED AT 
_ ZANZIBAR—THE EXPLORER’S JOUR-. 
NEY IN THE DARK CONTINENT. 


Pakis, Deo. 3.—A dispatch from Cairo statos 
that the Egyptian Government has received a 
dispatch from Zanzibar, signed Emin Pasha, 
requesting that a vessel be placed at his dis- 
posal at Zanzibar. 

It is supposed that natives who were dis- 
patched in advance of the main party by Emin 
Pasha carried the message to Zanzibar. 

The Egyptian Government has sent the Khe- 
dival steamer Mansourah to meet Stanley at 
Zanzibar, which will greatly hasten his return 
to Europe. 

A long letter from Stanley to a friend dated 
Beptember, 1888, is published to-day. It 
records his discoveries and recounts the 4diffi- 
culties anticipated om his homeward journey. 
There is an account of the hostility of the King 
of the Kabburega, who stripped Cosati and 
turned him adrift to perish, He was fort- 
unately found and rescued by Emin. 

Another letter gives a full account of his so- 
jeurn with Emin. 


At almost any hour, now, the end may be 
ehronicled of one of the most adventuresome 
journeys ever undertaken, and Henry M. Stan- 
ley, the noted explorer, will, after a disappear- 
ance of nearly three years in the wilds of 


Africa, make his appearance in a civilized land 
‘again. 

ec. 11, 1886, Stanley, who was on a lecture 
tour in this country, received a cable recalling 
him to Europe forthe purpose of arranging 
for an expedition projected by the King of Bel- 
‘gium to go to the relief of Dr. Edward Schnitzer, 
the German explorer, better known as Emio 
Pasha, who was supposed to he at 
the village of Wadelai, near Lake Albert 
Nyanza, in Central Africa. Having agreed 
te take charge of the expedition, the 
Congo route was yng med decided upon, and May 
11 foand Stanley at Bolobo, on the west coast 
ef Africa, ready to start inland. A steamer 
conveyed the expedition to the confluence of 
the Aru wimi and Congo Rivers, between Banga- 
las Statiop and Stanley Falls, where a, went 
into camp to await the arrival of Tippoo Tib, an 
African . who was to join them at tnis 
point, and June 2 five white men and 380 
natives started on their journey to Wadelai, 
through an unknown country filled with dan- 
gerous natives, whose whole effort was to im- 
pece the progress of the expedition. 

After following the banks of the Aruwimi for 
almost two months, a march of 400 miles 
was still before them ere Lake Albert Nyanza 
could be reached. Here their troubles began. 
The natives were disputing every foot of ground 
traveled, provisions were exhausted, and they 
were obliged to live on wild fruit and nuts. 
Almost naked and with disease among then, it 
was enough to strike terror to the stoutest Leart, 
but they pressed on. The boat which haa 
been brought thus far was here left, the carriers 
being too weak to drag it along, and this loss 
was instrumental in causing a perilous march 
later, when, with the boat on Lake Albert 
Nyanza, Emin could readily have been reached. 
The expedition at this time was reduced to 174 
men, 80 emaciated that a halt was inevitable, 
and a stop was made at Ibwiri for two weeks. 

During the time so spent by the expedition 
the outside world was filled with rumors of the 
death of Stanley, either by disease or at the 
hands of the natives. These reports would al- 
ways be followed by some favorable report 
from the expedition, not authentic, but enough 
te give hope that the hardy explorers were sale 
and continuing their way across the continent. 
Usccasionally, too, during the first part of the 
trip, couriers woulda arrive at the coast from 
Stanley announcing progress, but, as they ad- 
vanoed, no further communications were re- 
eeived, and the expedition was swallowed up in 
the jungies and vast forests of Central Africa. 

Early in November the exploring party, re- 
quoed in numbers by sickness and desertion, 
reached the southwest corner of Lake Albert 
Nyanza, bat with no means of crossing the lake, 
and, from lack of ammunition witn which to 
torce their way around, a retreat was decided 
upon to Ibwirl for a boat. About this time 
Stanley was taken seriously ill, and three 
months were Jost before the expedition could 
move. Lake Albert was finally reached, and, 
at 7 P. M. April 29, 1888, Emin Bey, accom- 
panied by Signor Casati, arrived in camp, in- 
stead of being rescued, the rescuers, for the 
Stanley peopie were on the verge of starvation, 
while Emin Bey and his party were living on 
phe fat of the land. Couriers were immediately 


dispatched to the coast announcing the fact

that Stanley was safe and Emin Bey was found, 
and for the first time since the disappearance 
of the Stanley expedition a detailed account of 
the movements of the party was given to the

This was 
successfully accomplished, and Stanley re- 
turned to Emin’s camp, on Lake Albert. Last 
May the ex ition started for the east coast, 
accompanied by Emin Bey, Signor Casati, Mar- 
co, a Greek merchant; Lieut, Stairs, Capt. Nel- 
son, Mr. Jephson; Surgeon Parke, and Dr. 
Bonney, and about a month ago they reached 
Mpwapwa after a journey of 188 days, in 
which they had to contend with starvation, 
sickness, hostile natives, dense jungles, and, in 
fact, every African obstacle that could be 
thought of. 

Late reports say Stanley has suffered terribly 
on his homeward journey. Without clothing or 
shoes, using skins of wild beasts to cover his 
nackedness, the last portion of his journey is 
being accomplished. The latest reportfrom the 
party prior to the receipt of the foregoing cable 
yesterday was from Zanzibar Nov. 12, and states 
that they have left Mpwapwa anda are traveling 
toward the coast by way of Kemba and Mwemi. 


PARNELL NOT TO BE FOUND. 

Lonpbon, Dec. 3.—Tnhe St. James's Gazetle states 
that Mr. Parnell disappeared several weeks 
ago, and since then has not been heard from. 
His whereabouts are a mystery, and his pro- 
longed absence causes much trouble to his ad- 
herents. 

The Gazetle says that, though it has been Mr. 
Parnell’s custom occasionally to seclude him- 
self, his period of retirement has this time been 
longer than usual. He has even failed to keep 
@ number of important engagements, among 
which was one to meet Mr. Gladstone. 

Derxroit, Mich., Dec. 3.—The Rev. Dr. Reilly 
and Co). Jobn Atkinson, who left Detroit on 
Oct. 14, arrived home from England this morn- 
ing. The travelers say that both in England 
and Ireland the outlook for the Irish cause ia 
very tavorable. Dr, Reilly bears messages 
from President Parnell of the Irish League to 
President Fitzgerald of the American League, 
which will probably be given to the press in a 
few days. 

Col. Atkinson discredits the rumors that Mr. 
Parnell is missing under peculiar circum- 
stances, and says he saw letters from Mr. Par- 
pell, written Nov. 22,from a small town at 
which he was resting.

THE OOLD WAVE. 


IT ARRIVED IN TOWN LAST NIGHT AND 
STOPPED A WET SNOWSTORM. 


There was variety enough in yesterday’s 
weather to satisfy the cravings of the ficklest 
and most abnormal taste, and to keep cautious 
people busy adjusting their apparel to its eocen- 
tricities. Two days of bright, cool, bracing at- 
mosphere had raised the hopes of the paople 
living under these saturated skies, and 
fervent prayers had gone up “(for its 
continuation. Business was languishing; for it 
and delicate constitutions were yearning for it. 
Even the anglo-maniac had been surfeited with 


mists and rains and clammy fogs, and said ina 
moment of protest: ‘*One might as well livein 
London as in this beastly climate’—but all to 
no avail. 

Early risers found the earth coated with thick 
boar frost, but by breakfast time a Scotch mist 
had obliterated its traces, and this in turn was 
succeeded by a cold rain. Then it cleared a 
little and there were occasional rifts in the 
clouds, through which the sunshine poured its 
mellow light. But there was a tussle going on 
in the heavens between a Nova Scotia cyclona 
and a Manitoba cold wave, and they ran a run- 
ning fight from about the latitude and longitude 
of Quebec, .where they first met in coliision, 
down to the neighborhood of Cape Hatteras. 

The cold wave proved the younger and more 
vigorous, and about 2 o’clock yesterday began 
to drive the cyclone out to sea, distributing a 
straggling snow cloud in big flakes over the 
surface of the earth as it blew. Wet snow 
flakes were falling thickly here at 6 P. M. 
Within the space of an hour the thermometer 
indicated a fail of 10° in the  tem- 
perature, and at 8 o’clock last even- 
ing it was 6° below the freezing point 
in New-York, and the wet pavements were 
coated with thin ice. At midnight the atmos- 
phere was clear and cold. In «uebeo, at the 
same hour, the thermometer indicated 2° below 
zero, but the cold wave had exhausted itself 
and the chili northern blasts blew less untem- 
pered, and the stray lamb on the bleak hillside 
took eomfort from the prediction of the Weather 
Bureau that it would be mild and pleasant 
again to-day.

THREE VICTIMS BURIED. 
DANGEROUS CONDITION OF THE RUINS 


OF THE MINNEAPOLIS FIRE. 


MINKEAPOLIS, Dec. 3.—Three funerals were 
held to-day over three victims of Saturday 
night’s fire at the ZJribune building. Milton 
Pickett of the “Pioneer Press was buried at 
Lakewood, his pall bearers being colleagues 
on the Pioneer Press, the services being in 
charge of the Rev. H. M. Simmons of the First 
Unitarian Church and President Northrup of 
the State University. Floral tributes were 
furnished by the newepaper men of the two 
Cities. 

Funeral services over the remains of Prof. 
Edward Olsen were held at the homeof his 
brother this afternoon. Among the mourners 


were a number of the students from the South 
a University, of which he had been Presi- 
en 

One of the dead tesa Robert McCutcheon, 
was buried from Warner's undertaking estab- 
lishment, the interment being in the Typo- 
ae aes Union lot at Lakewood. The body of 

. J. Jenkinson, the father of the /ribune 
chapel, was taken to Sioux,City by relatives this 
morning. Tho other three bodies will be buried 
to-murrow. 

Owing to the dangerous condition of the ruins 
no attempt was made to-day to get at the 
presses or to search for other bodies. The 
presses seem not to be wholly destroyea. Loose 
bricks on the top of the shattered walls and im- 
meonse cracks in the upper portion of the walls 
ahow the necessity for cure in entering the 
ruins, 

Measures for the relief of the bereaved fami- 
lies are rapidly going forward. Enough has 
already been subscribed to relieve their imme- 
diate necessities, and it is hoped much more 
will be secured. ‘The Times fund this afternoon 
passed $1,000 and is ‘going up rapidly. The 
Chamber of Commerce has raised over $1,000 
tor the family of Operator Igoe, having known 
him as chief of their telegraph otfice. The ball 
atthe West Hotel promises to bring in the 
greatest amount, every expense being disposed 
of at the start, the printing being done by 
Charles Mitcheil, who lost $30,000 in the fire. 

Tho Qoroner’s inquest still continues. The 
builder of the structure says that when he was 
building wooden stairs were ordered put in 
instead of iron, on account of a difference in 
expense of about $5,000. Building Inspector 
Hazen had never considered the building a safe 
one, and said that three months ago a commit- 
tee called on him to complain because they 
feared it might fall down at any time without 
warning. He considered it an unsafe building 
and very inadequately provided with fire es- 
capes. 

Nothing is more definitely known as to the 
possible victims in the ruins. That several 
more bodies are still to be taken out is firmiy 
believed by a great many people, while many 
otbers are hoping that the full extent of the 
calamity as to the loss of life has been learned. 





A GENERAL REGISTRATION. 


HOW THE POLL LISTS ARE PREPARED 
IN THE SMALLER CITIES. 


KinGston, Dec. 3.—The demand of the Demo- 
crats for a general registration law in all the 
counties of the State should not be confounded 
with the annual personal registry which ob- 
tains in New-York and Kings every year. All 
that Democrats like Senator Linson, the author 
of the Linson bill, desire is an application of 
the methods which govern in small cities like 
Kingston to the small towns. This system 
would entail no more labor than that involved 
in keeping an official poll list from year to year. 
For instauce, in Kingston, with its population 
of 25,000 and its three Post Offices, anybody 
can register for anybody else. To the stifdent 
of political economy this may seem to bea 
careless and unbusinesslike method and one 


which permits of possibilities of fraud. But 
the actual results year in and year out show 
that such is not the case to the extent, at least, 
of provoking a public outcry. It is true thatthe 
enterprising poll clerk way, in copying the poll 
list of the previous year, transcribe the names 
of several voters who have been gathered to 
their fathers, but ‘small matters” of this kind 
are not discussed or criticised. : 

The question may naturally arise: ‘* What 
are the safeguards to prevent the total registra- 
tion being far in excess of the actual number of 
voters in any ward?” Inevery ward the poll 
lists are closed on the Friday preceding election 
day, and representatives of the different polit- 
ical parties are promptly on hand to copy every 
name and every place of residence registered. 
On election day Captains of districts or wards 
stand by the polls and cheok off every voter’s 
name as he deposits his ballots. 

Ina city of 25,000 inhabitants, and where 
there are numerous wards, “everybody knows 
everybody else.” Should a non-resident at- 
tempt to vote he would be challenged at once. 
ln this city few of such challenges have ever 
been made, and if half a dozen illegal votes 
by non-residents have ever been cast the fact 
has never been made public. The ‘* workers” 
atthe polle watch each other soclosely that 
the possibility of a tramp’s voting on the name 
of a dead man, Or, say, a voter of the First 
Ward being permitted to exercise the right of 
tranchise in the Second or any other ward, 
save in that in which he is legaily entitied to 
deposit his vote, is remote indeed. 

Chief Clerk Schepmoes, when asked for his 
opinion to-day, sald that Boards of Registry 
have no right to copy the name of any man who 
did not vote at the preceding general eiection 
unless he is known by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the board to be a resident of the ward 
in which the board is sitting, and to be legally 
entitled in point of age, time of residence, &c., 
to vote therein.

CANAL WORK PRO 


NICARAGUA ANXIOUS TO LEND 
AER AID. 
PRESIDENT SACASA AND HIS CABINET 
SUPPORTING THE AMERICAN ENTER- 
PRISE HEARTILY. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Novy. 12.—In order to 
set at rest the last flickering hopes which may 
have existed in the breasts of one or two of 
Panama's most blind disciples, THE TIMEs’s cor- 
respondent cailed this afternoon upon Presi- 
dent Ruberto Sacasa, the dignified ruler of Nic- 
aragua. President Sarcasa was seen at the 
palace, a handsome two-story mansard-roofed 
modern building, surrounded by a guard of 
soldiers, chosen from the President’s body 
guard, In appearance President Sacasa is not 
unlike Napoleon III., only he does not wax his 
mustache and is younger, taller, and stouter 
than the victim of Sedan. During the course 
of the conversation President Sacasa said: 

“Tam heartily in favor of the successful ac- 
cumplishment of this great work, [the Nicara- 
sua Canal,jand I will do allin my power to 
further the undertaking.” 

President Sacasa had the correspondent con- 
ducted to the bureau of the Minister of the In- 
terior, Don Barrios, who speaks English fluent- 
ly. Being authorized to speak tor the Presl- 
dent, Minister Barrios said: 

**Toan assure you that the Government of 
Nicaragua has approved the location of the 
port of the canal on the Atlantic Ocean, and 
that it is perfectly satisfied with all the 
other details ot the work. There are absolute- 


ly no differences of opinion, of any description, 
between the Government of Nicaragua and the 
company; they understand euch other per- 
fectiv. The Government has great confidence 
in Mr. Menocal and in the gentlemen engaged 
in the canal enterprise, and will give the com- 
pany all the support necessary for the success- 
Yul carrying out of its great undertaking. 

*“ All the Ministers, I may add, are very much 
interested in the success of the canal, and, for 
my part, I have worked hard for the canal for 
maany years. Leven accompanied Mr. Menocal 
to New-York in 1887 in order to assist in pro- 
moting the idea and to arouse interest in the 
work. The Nicaraguan Government, I may 
say.in conclusion, is much pleased with the 
idea of the company in employing as many 
Nicaraguans as possible on the canal works, 
ana will immediately commence work on a 
telegraph line which in two or three months 
will be unitéd with the canal company’s line at 
Castillo Viejo.” 

This new departure upon the part of the Nica- 
Traguan Government has greatly pleased the 
Nicaragua Canal Company, for the compauy 
would have been forced to build this portion of 
the telegraph line had the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment not done so, and consequently it 1s 
not only the gainer by the expense saved— 
there were some thirty to forty miles of line 
needed—butit has clearly demonstrated that 
the Nicaraguan Government is prepared to sup- 
port the American canal in more than words, 
and the resultis a good, healthy, friendly feel- 
ing between all parties concerned. In fact, the 
situation is so pleasant for the Americans that 
their enemies have left Nicaragua in disgust. 

The good citizens of this smiling country have 
just passed through asevere “war scare,” but 
tue Costa Rican Consul at this capital says that 
there is good reason to delieve that the affair 
is much exaggerated. Perhaps THE TIMES'S 
readers will torm a better idea of the “ scare” 
by perusing the triumpn of Nicaraguan 
journalism which follows. It is the “extra” 
published by the Fsirella de Nicuragua on the 
evening of the alarm, and, of course, it sold like 
the traditional “ hot cakes” in the hotels, cafés, 
and barracks. Following is a translation of the 
extra:

The battle was futious; afier several 
hours of firing the Kodriguistas could not take the 
cuarteles, but took up positions in the churches and 
hospitals.

Gen. Bernardo Soto is no longer President, but Dr, 
Don Carios Duran is President. itis not known if 
Durdn was appoiited by Soto or if he was pro- 
vluimed by the people. 

The fighting continues, 

If Rodriguez is deteated, Nicaragua will lose a 
good ally on the Central American question. Es- 
quival wili join witn the governments of the West 
and keep certain secret treaties which he is known 
to have made. 

Rodriguez is a guarantee of peace. Esquival isa 
menace of war for Nicaragua. 

All this sounds very sad and alarming, but 
the peopie of these Central American republics 
are 60 accustomed to “revolutions” that they 
would be positively unhappy without one now 
and again. In fact, the utter absence of places 
of amusement or sports of any kind, except 
kite flying, makes a “revolution” positiveiy 
refreshing, and such a disturbance may be said 
to be the only relaxution in which these other- 
wise gentle and contented people indulge. 

Meauwhile, the newly formed United States 
of Central America are already threatened with 
secession. Itis said, on the best of authority, 
that the Nicaraguan Congress will reject the 
treaty of union signed by the President, and 
that it is possible that the United states of 
Central America may be split into the disunitea 
States of Central America, witn Guatemala, 
Honduras, and San Salvador forming one fuc- 
tion, and Nicaragua and Costa Rica the other. 
But the present election disturbances in Costa 
Rica may change this programme. 

8o far as Nicsragua Canal matters are con- 
cerned, all goes well and smoothly and the 
work is being pushed earnestly and surely for- 
ward. The chief engineer, Commander A. G. 
Menocal, United States Navy, and the Nica- 
raguan Government Canal Commissioners, Don 
José Antonio Roman and Don Maximillian Son- 
nersberg, bave been repeatedly and courteously 
received by President Sacasa and the different 
members of his Cabinet, and ali the little 
boundary details which had to be arranged after 
the official inauguration of the works have 
been settled in a manner rege teal? to all 
Parties concerned. There is not the slightest 
doubt that the American canal will be prompt- 
ly and economically built and completed within 
@ comparatively short time. 

Work is progressing already from America, 
the new town formed by the American e6n- 
gineers, to Fort Castillo, half way between the 
Atlantic and the Pacitio, and the Gazelle Ufficial 
of this date contains specifications published 
by the Nicaraguan Government for bids to com- 
tg the telegraph line from Fort Castillo to 

ort San Carlos, where the Government wires 
already connect. 

Gen. Daniel Macauley, manager of the new 
Nicaragua Steam Navigation and Trading Com- 
pany, has purchased from the British Govern- 
ment two fine steel stern-wheel river boats, one 
costing $30,000 and the other $60,000, (just 
half what the British Government paid tor 
them,) for use On the San Juan River as a rein- 
forcement to the river and lake fleet already 
plying from the Atlantic to within eleven miles 
of the Pacific Ocean. The two boats referred 
to were originally purchased by the Britisn 
Government from the Yarrow Shipbuilding 
Company for use in transporting troops up the 
Nile, but the Kgyptian war having ended be- 
fore they were completed, they are likely to be 
used in transporting American engineers, men, 
and material up and down the San Juan River. 

The coming of two large steel vessels, each 
800 tons burden, fitted out four a sea voyage, 
with double screws ana 800 horse power en- 
gines, to be used as monster bucket and pump 
dredges, is expected in March next, These 
vessels cost $250,000, and are being built at 
Renfrew, near Glasgow, Scotiand, by William 
Simons & Co., builders of dredges for the British 
Government. They are to be worked in the 
rough water off the harbor and in clearing 
away the harbor and harbor bar. Alli the other 
dreages will be builtin the United States, and 
are to be brought here by the contracturs early 
next Spring, so soon as the ground and harvor 
are sufficiently prepared and cleared to enable 
them to cross the bar and get to work. 

Throughout the Winter months, however, 
work on clearing the route, on the telegraph 
and railroad lines, and on the rock cut at the 
Deseado will be carried on with that steadfast 
ness of purpose peculiar to American engineers, 
and for every doliar spent there will be a good, 
honest dollar’s worth of work done. 

Tne Liario Nicaraguense, the most influential 
newspaper in Nicaragua, recently contained a 
five-column article, L papper in two issues, 
appealing to the people of Nicaragua ww heart- 
ily support the Nicaraguan Canal; reminding 
them that every man, Woman, and child in 
Nicaragua was practically a stockholder in the 
American canal and showing the honorable 
stauding of some of the weil-known gentlemen 
at the head of the enterprise, such as President 
Hiram Hitchcock, Horace L. Hotchkiss, James 
F. O'Shaughnessy, Frederick Billings, ex-Gov. 
Cornell, Col. Scott, ex-Gov. Fairbanks, (of Ver- 
mont,) Admiral Ammen, A. C. Cheney, J. W. 
Miller, Thomas B. Atkins, Henry C. Holbrook, 
Joseph Bryan, (of Richmond, Va.,) Robert Gar- 
rett, Mr. Lancaster, Judge Daiy, and Alexander 
T. Mason.

VIOLATED THE LAW. 


—_——_—» 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANIES WITH 
LAMPS ON EIGHTH-AVENUE. 


When Commissioner Moss reached the office 
of the Board of Electrical Control yesterday 
morning he gave orders for a trip of inspection 
along Eighth-avenue, from Forty-second-street 
to Fifty-ninth-street, that formal charges might 
De made against the electric lighting companies 
whose lamps do not hang the regulation 9 
feet clear of the sidewalks. The inspectors 
found in that stretch of less than a mile that 
lamps were leas than 9 t1eet high in front of 
673, 721, 663, 667, and 687, at the southeast 
corner of Forty-fourth-street and Eighth-ave 
nue, and in front of 765, 767, and 867. The 
lamps inspected belong to the East River, 
Brush, and United States Companies. 

Expert Wheeler also made personal inspection 
of the lampin front of Callan’s store, where 
Clerk Harris met his aeath, and made a report 
in part as follows: 


“T haveexamined the Brush Jamps at Callan’s 
store, 675 Kighth-avenue, and the circuit supplying 
them, and find that ‘the lamps are too low, are not 
properly isulated, that underwriters’ wireis used 
in places, and that other lamps on this circuitandon 
other circuits are too low.’. Rules 16, 21, 22, 23, 24, 
80, and 35 are the most important of those violated, 
it being understood that I have repeatedly stated 
before the Coroner’s jury ané eleewhere that over 
one-half the rules are coutinually violated. If the 
rules above quoted had been complied with it would 
have been impossible for this accident to have hap- 
pened, but, as alao has been trequently stated, your 
expert has no means of enforcing the rules. 

**T measured the height ot the lamps at 675 
Eighth-avenue, and found them to be 100 inches 
from the sidewalk, while the rule requires them to 
be 108 inches hign. They were probably still lower 
at the time of the accident, as I am informed the 
employes of the company raised all the lamps on the 
avenue Sunday. I also estimated the height of a 
Brush lamp at 521 Eightn-avenne to bé $y feet. 
This was immediately over and hardly clear ofa 
metallic show case. I found an old rasty lamp out 
of use, and about 6% feet high, but still connected 
to the circuit, at 833 Eighth-avenue.” 

The violation of these rules will bring the 
basis of charges which the Board of Electrical 
Control will endeavor to submit to the Grand 
Jury against the several companies. Although 
it has not yet been officially determined where 
the leakage ocourred in the circuit that was 


fatalto Harris, the Commissioners say that the 
plea of the Brush Company that the leakage 
was inasubway and that the company nad 
known of it for several days is a confession of 
culpable negligence, of which the Grand Jury 
may well take notice. It was the company’s 
duty, knowing of a jeakage anywhere, to report 
itatonce. The persons in charge of a dynamo 
can always locate a leakage. 

In this connection Commissioner Moss wrote 
yesterday to the President of the Brush Com- 
pany as follows: 


DEAR SIR: Inclosed find copy of a letter from the 
Consolidate Telegraph and Electrical Subway 
Company charging the employes of your company 
with willful negiect of the rules and regulations 
governing the occupancy of the subways and a con- 
sequent endangering of the lives of*those working 
in the manholes and others. 

You are directed to cosply with the rules and 
Tegulations at once, and to discontinue the use of 
all circuits which do not comply therewith until 
they are made to conform thereto. 

This letter resulted from a letter to the board 
from E. L. Ridgway, General Manager of the 
Subway Company, censuring the Brush Com- 
pany for alloged willful disregard of the law.

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LIGHIS AND SIGNALS. 


RULES FOR VESSELS TOWING OTHERS 
DISCUSSED BY THE CONFERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 3.—When the International 
Marine Conference met to-day Capt. Selvesen 
of Norway offered an amendment to Article ly. 
of the rules of the road. 

This article relates to lights for towing 
Steamers. The amendment was taken up im- 
mediately. There had been an amendment 
previousiy adopted to this article, providing 
that a vessel when towing more than one ves- 
sel shall carry an additional bright white light 
six and twelve fect from the other two bright 
white lights. Capt. Selvesen’s amendment pro- 
posed that vessels shall be required to oarry 
these three front lichta only when the length 
of the tow, measuring from the stern of the 


towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel 
towed, exceeds 600 feet. The amendment was 
adopted. 

Seilor de Seoane, delegate from Spain, ask d 
the conference to reconsider ah pe ped 
offered by him Nov. 26 and rejected yesterday 
during his absence, This amendment proposed 
that all vesselg under way shall keep out of the 
way of coupled steamers engaged in trawling. - 
It gave rise to considerabie discussion, and was 
finally again rejected by a vote of the powers, 
nine voting in the affirmative and fourteén in 
the negative. 

The further consideration of the additional 
report of the Committee on Sound Signals was 
then begun at the place left off yesterday. The 
first paragraph taken up was Section G in the 
committee report. This section provides that a 
steam vessel or sailing vessel towing shall, and 
the vessel towed may, at intervals of not more 
than two minutes, sound on the whistie four 
blasts in pairs. Before considering it Admiral 
Nares, Chairman, offered, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, an amendment to this proposed section 

roviding for three blasts in succession, oné pro- 
longed blast followed by two short blasts. The 
section as amended was then discussed. 

The provision making 1t optional for the ves- 
sel towed to make these signals proved the 
stumbling block in this section. Opposition 
was also developed to the clause compelling 
suiling vessels towing another vessel to mak 
the signals proposed for steam vessels towing, 
This matter was disposed of by the adoption of 
@ Motion, offered by Mr. Goodrich, reciting that 
it is the opinion of the conference that no signal 
should be given to a sailing vessel towing an- 
other vessel. Capt. Richard of France offered 
the foliowing as a substitute for the section 
under consideration: : 

*‘A steam vessel when towing shall at intervals 
of not more than two minutes sound on the whistle 
or siren three blagts—namely, one prolonged blast, 
followed by two short blasts.” 

is substitute was adopted, Capt. Richard 
then moved an amendment to his substitute, 
and this was pending when the conference, at 
4 o’clock, adjourned until to-morrow. 





NEEDS OF THE UPPER WARDS. 


DISCUSSED AT A MEETING OF THE 
PROPERTY OWNERS. 


Yesterday’s meeting at the Mutual Life In- 
surance Building of Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Ward property owners was well attend- 
ed. The immediate business was to hear from 
the committees appointed last week to prepare 
a statement and recommendations in regard to 
the needs of the upper wards, to be submitted 
te the Senate committee to-morrow. The com- 
mittee was also charged to secure, if advisable, 
the co-operation of the various property own- 
ers’ and taxpayers’ associations in that section. 

It appeared, when the committee got to work, 
that concerted action could be secured without 
an actual union of forces, and it was thought 


that if similar measures of relief could be urged 
by organizations acting separately the effect 
would be quite as good as if a presentation to 
the Senate committes were made through only 
one agency. 

Ex-Senator Cauldwell, Chairman of the com- 
mitiee, submitted the report, which contained 
two important recommendations. To the first, 
that the affairs of the two wards should be 
placed in some control other than the Depart- 
ment of Parks, there was universal assent, The 
eecond, that such authority should a 
ferred to the Department of Public Works, pro- 
voked opposition, and ally, by a vote of 12 
to 10, it Was displaced ~ f @ resolution offered 
by George C. Holt, favoring a single Commis- 
sioner, to be appointed to the charge of such 
warde, and who should be a member of the 
Board of Street Openings and Improvements. 

Discussion then turned upon the law which 
provides that one-half the expense for <at ped 
streets more than one mile long shall be laid on 
the city atlarge. Abner Bartlett, representing 
the Astor estate; ex-Judge Ernest Hall and 
Fordham Morris, who advocated the adoption 
of a resolution favoring the repeal of this law, 
urged that it had proved a serious obstacle to 
improvements in the upper wards and would 
be likely to continue to keep back the needed 
improvements. Ifit were repealed there would 
be Bubstantial hope that improvements would 
keep pace with the willingness of property 
owners to pay for them. Isaac G. Johnson 
voiced the opposition to this view, In the end 
nothing was done about it. The meeting also 
preferred to leave to the local associations the 
advocacy of legisiatiun tending to secure the 
early completion of the maps for the upper 
wards. 

Fordham Morris, a8 Secretary of the meeting, 
will present its eonclusions to-morrow to the 
Senate committee. : 





DON’T WANT THE ERYSIPELAS OASPF. 

Capt. Stephenson of the Thirty-fourth Pre- 
cinct reported to the Board of Health yesterday 
that James Reynolds, a poor man, was very sick 
with erysipelas at the house of A. Kasmeyer, on 
One Hundred and Seventy-fourth-street, east of 
Jerome-avenue. The Hariem Hospital had re- 
fused to take the case, As erysipelas is not a 
contagious disease, in the strict sense of that 


term, the Board of Health could do nothing. 
Bellevue Hospital was then asked to take the 
case, but also refused. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, chief of the Bureau of Con- 
tagious Diseases, said that while erysipelas was 
not contagious, yet it was a dangerous disease 
to treat in a hospital where surgical operations 
were performed. Bellevue, however, had ample 
facilities for treating the disease, and he could 
not understand why they refused this case,

TESTIMONY IN THE DOOK IN- 
VESTIGATION. 
GIOW THE UNION DREDGING COMPANY 
‘““ WORKED” — COMMISSIONER MAT- 
THEWs’S FRANK ADMISSIONS. 


Before the Dock Department investigation 
yesterday Thomas McMahon was the first wit- 
ness, and he gave some interesting evidence. 
From 1879 to 1883, he said, he was in the em- 
ploy of the Union Dredging Company as en- 
gineer and Captain of the dredge America, 
During the time mentioned considerable dredg- 
ing was done by the company at Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-fifth, and Twenty-sixth streets, North 
River, and the material was dumped anywhere 
and everywhere. On several occasions scows 
were dumped in the same slip in which they 
had been loaded. Dumping was done in the 
slip or in the river and harbor whenever the 
weather was such that the scows could not be 
towed to sea. nM 

“Who was the dredging inspector of the 
Dock Department at the time?’ the witness 
Was asked. 

“A man named Gardenier.” 

“Did he tell you he was paid by the Union 
Dredging Company ?” 

“He used to go to the Union Dredging Com- 
pany’s office and get what he needed.” 

** Who instructed you to dump in the slips?” 

“Superintendent Phelps of the company has 
given such orders ‘on the quiet.’” 

MoMahon said that when scows were dum pea 
in the slips after dark the noisy machinery was 
deadened by putting canvas around the maul, 
#0 that the attention of any meddlesome person 


would not be attracted. He said the dredging 
company frequently did work for private par- 
ties and charged the city for it. 

“Did you ever know the company to send 
empty scows to sea and have them charged up 
to the city as loaded ?” he was asked. 

“Many atime. I have seen the company 
send out as many as three empty scows iu one 
tow. OncelI was told to load a scow because it 
jooked too ov yal 

“ Where did you dump the mud?” 

“That depended entirely on the weather. If 
it was stormy, we never went outside. If it 
was ciear, we did the dumping according to 
law. Dumping was frequently done inside the 
Narrows.” 

*“‘Whena slip is being dredged py the Union 
Dredging Company, is the dredging of uniform 
depth?” 

“That depends on the character of the mate- 
rial. It was common to skip the hard stuff in 
the slip and stick to the soft mud. All that we 
aimed at was to load the scows quickly, and, as 
time was money to us, no time was wasted in 
digging up hard stuff.” 

Commissioner Matthews was then recalled 
and asked if he had ever made any effort to see 
if the Union Dredging aso g Sales defrauding 
the city. He never had. Did he consider him- 
self,as a Commissioner of the Dock Depart- 
ment, responsibie for the acts of the Union 
Dredging Company? He did not, any more 
than the Mayor considered himself responsible 
for the acts of his appointees or the Corpora- 
tion Counsel considered himself responsible for 
the acts of his subordinates. If the Union 
Dredging Company had not performed its work 
per contract aud had defrauded the city as 
alleged, he supposed the company could be held 
responsible. He presumed they were pecuni- 
arily liable. 

This witness could not explain why so many 
Treasurer’s orders had been given to the Union 
Dredging Company at one time except that he 
supposed the company had done its work, de- 
manded pay, and was entitled toit. Tne orders 
were issued always at the request of the Chief 
Engineer. The Commissioner did not know of 
auy written agreement with the dredging com- 
pany, and said the use of the words ‘* per agree- 
ment” on Treasurer’s orders did not signify 
anything. The only form of agreement on file 
is a scrap of paper signed by President Loomis 
of the pgs Soma setting forth that the company 
would do the dredging for specified amounts. 
Commissioner Matthews said he knew the 
dredging company had used up the city’s plant 
after paying $40,000 for it. He also knew that 
the company had been paid out of the City 
Treasury something over $1,100,000. 

The Corporation Counsel read extracts from 
the testimony of George A. Beach given last 
April before the Commissioners of Accounts, 
Beach was a former clerk in the Dock Depart- 
ment. He was in the Treasurer's office and 
was discharged. Hetold the Commissioners of 
Accounts that Commissioner Matthews was 
drunk about all the time and rarely came to 
the office, and that his son—empioyed in the de- 
partment—was negligent and inefficient. These 
statements Commissioner Matthews character- 
ized as maliciously false. The Commissioner 
admitted that he was one of the counsel of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company, the coa! 
sellers of which, Ward & Oliphant, until a com- 
paratively recent period supplied coal to the de- 
partment. 

Commissioner Matthews was asked about his 
bond. He said he did not know where it was 
kept or whether it was for $3,000 or $4,000. 
Ove of the sureties on it is the late William Van 
Tassell. Since his death, six months or a year 
ago, the bond had not been renewed. 

The Corporation Counsel made a diligent 
effort to find out why private parties were 
using water front privileges without permits 
and without expense. He cited the Starin and 
otber cases, but could not get any satisfaction 
trom Commissioner Matthews, who shitted the 
responsibility on Chief Engineer Greene. The 
witness said he hau never taken the trouble to 
investigate matters of the kind, 

Concerning his appointment as a member of 
the board, he said Mayor Grace made out the 
cominission. ‘‘The Mayor did not like me avy 
too well,’’ said the witness, ‘and asked for my 
resignation as Police Commissioner. I believe 
he thought I was not aggressive enough. He 
agreed to appoint me on the Dock Board. I 
‘was Willing, and told him I would exchange my 
written resignation for his written commission. 
At noon the following day the exchange was 
made in his office. He told meaMr, Scott was 
to succeed me in the Police Board, but the prize 
went to Mr. Voorhis.” 

The Commissioner’s attention was called to 
the last publication of Dock Board minutes in 
the City Record. It appeared that he at the 
same meeting reported these;estimates:

The Commissigner’s explanation for the ap- 

arent awarding of two contracts for the same 

ind of material at the same time tu different 
bidders was not satisfactory. He thought the 
estimates for the two lots had been made a 
‘week apart. The fact that they were printed in 
the Xecord as the Pevepedi 8 of the Dock Board 
for a certain day did not signify anything. If 
the estimates were made a week apart the differ- 
ence in the bids was probably due to variations 
in the price of cement. It was a matter that the 
chiet eugineer might explain. 

Mr. Greene, being present, was invited to ex- 
plain the peculiarities of the bids. He said it 
would be necessary to reter to the record kept 
at his office. There were evidently two requi- 
sitions for the two lots of cement. he 
requisitions were far enough apart to account 
for a fluctuation of price, or it might be that the 
cement was not in store, and, if it was not, it 
would cost more to unload itfrom aship. The 
Corporation Counsel asked Treasurer Matthews 
about other estimates for supplies printed in 
\back numbers of the City Record, and discovered 
that there wasapparently a lackof es tion. 

The Commissioner said i Engineer in Chief 
was responsible for the failure of Surveyor 
Thompson to do his duty. “If Thompson testi- 
fied that he made a practice of guessing at esti- 
matos for dredging,” said the witness, *‘he 
pught to resign or be summarily dismissed.” 

he witness said the Dock Board had the 
power to advertise for bids, but did not do it in 
many instances on account of the expense of 
advertising. Therule was to invite bids from 
responsible concerns known to the Commission- 
ors. 

1t was shown by the City Record that the 
board had issued a large number of Treasurer’s 
orders for $1,000 and $2,000 to the Union 
pretaine Company for work done at the Wash- 
ington Market. The witness could not explain 
why this was done, or whether the orders were 
esieee by the work of the company.

WORK OF JOURNALISTS. , 





JOHN W. KELLER’S TALK BEFORE THE 
ACADEMY OF ANTHROPOLOGY. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the New- 
York academy of Anthropology yesterday aft- 
ernoon, held at 9 University-place, Mr, J. W. 
Keller read a paper on “ Journalism as it Af- 
fects the Journalist.” The lecturer divided 
journalism into two great classes, the first with 
fixed principles and settled convictions, follow- 
ing the lofty policy of leading the public to bet- 
ter and higher things; the second without 
principles or convictions and with no policy ex- 
cept to pander to the worst elements in human 
nature and to follow degradation as far as pub- 
lic opinion will let it, even into the social 
sewer. 

This second class was described as a smirch 
on the face of journalism and a crying disgrace 
to civilization, but with all its show and boast- 


ing it never had and never could have’ the 
power oF the first class, for it was without truth 
or honesty, apd at best only tawned when it 
should commana. Prurient journalism was the 
effect rather than the cause of degraded public 
morals. 

The effect of good and bad journalism on the 
journalist was shown, and the trained journal- 
ist was described as a soldier, whose loyalty 
and bravery must be above suspicion and the 
interests of whose paper absorb and annul all 
selfish considerations in the discharge of his 
duty. The demands and tests of journalism de- 
veloped and exposed the calibre of men until 
the accepted journalist was necessarily a man 
of quick perception, coo! judgment, indomitable 
will, invincible courage, and unqualified trust- 
worthiness. Journalism despised a prig, hated 
a fraud, and loathed a laggard. 

The reporter was handled as the connecting 
link between the journai and the public, and 
some ludicrous anecdotes were related of the 
indignities heaped upon this functionary in the 
discharge of his duties. [t was formerly as- 
sumed by the public that the reporter was only 
a@ servant, and it treated him accordingly. But 
& new era was dawning, and there was obtain- 
ing with permanent forGe the only right and 
true assumption that the reporter is a gentle- 
man. Reportorial life had been divorced 
from the rum shop and the beer: sa 
loon and had assumed the dignity and 
respect which are its: rightful possessions. 
Much of the odium attaching 1n the publicmind 
to the reporter was due to the reprehensible 
spying practice of certain journals. The lect- 
urer held that no journal had the right to com- 
mand an employe to do anything which was 
unbecoming to his manhood. ‘The social and 
domestic relations of the journalist were dis- 
cussed with the conclusion that until aman 
could escape the bondage of daily journalism it 
was a question whether be had a right to marry. 
It was not fair to ask a woman to becomea 
wife simply to look upon the sleeping beauty of 
her lord. 

After recounting all that the journalist gave 
to the journal the lecturer considered what the 
journal gave to the journalist. Gis conclusion 
was that the compensation in both money and 
fame was inadequate.

THE 


PROGRESS OF THE IMPROVEMENTS-—AN 
OFFICIAL VISIT YESTERDAY. 


Work on the improvements at the quarantine 
stations on Hoffman and Swinburne Islands is 
being pushed ahead steadily. About forty men 
are now employed on each island. Hofiman 
Island has been entirely surrounded by a con- 
crete wall 13 feet deep by 249 feer thick, and 
the same kind of wall is now in process of con- 
struction about Swinburne Island. 

On Hoffman Island the new administration 
building, begun last Winter, has been inclosed 
and will.be completed in about six weeks. This 
building is of brick, 94 feet by 70, and will con- 


tain the boilers, the laundry, the dining room, 
and several other rooms. Arrangements have 
been made in all the buildings and grounds for 
the complete separation of the sexes. The 
grounds are to be entirely paved with asphal- 
tum, and the whole place will have a cleanly 
and attractive appearance. 

On Swinburne Island, where there is hospital 
accommodation for 606 sick persons, the chief 
work now in progress is the construction of the 
concrete wall and the building of the break- 
water. On thisisland the crematory is situ- 
ated, where five bodies of persons dying in the 
hospital have been incinerated since last May. 
It is provided that if a person before death ob- 
jects to incineration, or if he or she has friends 
who object, the body may be removed But 
this removal must take place within a specitied 
time. 

yp one Commissioner Charles F, Allen, 
who is President of the commission in charge 
of the improvements, made a trip to the islands 
yesterday, accompanied by Architect Stephen 
B. Hatch, Inspector George 8. Yerbury, Con- 
tractors Walsh, Blake, Blessing, Mertz, and 
Thompson, and others. Superintendent barney 
Owens received them at Hoffman Island and 
Superintendent John Butler at Swinburne Isl- 
onl The work in progress was inspected. It 
is not believed that the $268,000 Which the 
Legislature has appropriated in two years will 
be enough to complete the work, and more 
money will bé asked for at the approaching 
session. ; 

The Quarantine Commissionera are about to 
let a contract for the removal of 400 bodies of 
dead immigrants now buried at Seguin’s Point, 
Staten Island. It is probable that a crematory 
bed be built on the point to consume these 

odies. 


BREAK-DOWN ON THE BRIDGE. 





TRAFFIO DELAYED FOR THREE HOURS 
BY A BROKEN AXLE. 


Traffic on the Brooklyn Bridge was delayed 
for three hours yesterday by a broken axle. 
The break oceurred at the New-York entrance 
at 10 A. M., as Car 48, at the head of a train, 
was just ending its trip from Brooklyn. The 
forward axle snapped and the car couldn’t be 
moved, Of course the rest of the train and two 
of those following it, fifteen cars in all, were 
blocked. As soon as possible directions were 
given to run trains with dummies on the south 
side of the bridge alone. There was a total 
stoppage of traflic for almost half an hour, but 
tickets continuea to be sold to passengers at 
both entrances without any notification of a 
block or a change in headway. Itwas 1 o’clock 
before the cable could be started again. 

The reporters were rigorously excluded from 
the scene of the accident, and all the informa- 
tion obtainable as to ita cause or circumstances 
came through Superintendent Martin. He said 
that the axle was bent as wellas broken. That 
accounted for the unusual delay in getting the 
car out of the way. A broken axle could be 
handled with clamps whenthere was no bend- 
ing. He declined to say who was directiy 
responsible for inspection of car axies. The 

eneral responsibility for everything rested on 

imself. The failure to notify passengers buy- 
ing tickets was explained by the statement 
that tickets were always returned at the gates 
at any time when a passenger did not care to 
cross after entering. his fact did not seem to 
have been known to those whe were delayed. 





THE SPINGLER HOUSE SUTIOIDE. 

Enough was discovered yesterday in regard 
to the man who shot himself twice inthe head 
at the Spingler House to make it certain that 
he was Arthur C, Brown, thirty-three years old, 
a Harvard graduate of the Class of"77. A. H. 
Willey of 145 West Sixty-firat-street, who identi- 
fied his body at the Morgue, had not seen him 
for many months and did not know where he 
lived, but was acquainted with his family and 
his history. His father, DB. F. Brown, is station 
agent at Alton, Minn,, and thur had a wife 
there. They were estranged, but Mr. Willey did 
not know the secret of their domestic trouble. 
Arthur left her a couple of years Oo, came to 
New-York, and entered a lawyer's office. When

MORE GAS EXPLOSIONS. 

Two explosions of illuminating gas from the 
mains of the Consolidated Gaslight Company 
created considerable excitement in Minetta- 
street at 12:20 0’clock yesterday afternoon. Itis 
ashort street, occupied entirely by negroes, who 
say that the smell of escaping gas has annoyed 
them for some time past. The first explosion 
blew off the manhole coyer in frontof 2 Mi- 
netta-street, breaking it into a dozen pieces. 
Though they were thrown high in the air, no- 
body was injured. A second shock at once fol- 
lowed, and the manhole cover jn front of 11 
went flying through the air and through the 
window of Heury Kreber’s grocery store, 

The force of the explosion kpvocked out win- 
dows for a block in both directions. Nobody 
knows the cause.

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A MYSTERY OF THR SEA.

| THREE DEAD BODIES AND MUCH WRECK~ 
AGE OFF THE DELAWARE CAPES. 


_A great quantity of wreckage, 2 raft to which 
were lashed the bodies of two dead men, and the 
body of a dead woman with a life preserver 
fastened to it were drifting about off the Capes 
of Delaware on Monday morning. These ghastly 
evidences of a fatal disaster were reported yes- 
terday by the Norwegian bark Christian Scriver, 
which arrived from Buenos Ayres. 

» Capt. Kastrup says that at 9 o’clock Monday 
morning, in latitude 36° 57’ and longitude 
73° 33’, or about seventy miles south-south- 
east of Barnegat, while a slicht mist hung over 
the ocean, not dense enough to hide objects 
within a few miles of the vessel, he caught 
sight to starboard of the raft. He looked close- 
ly and noticed two dark objects upon the raft, 


which appeared to have been constructed from 

lanks that were painted white. Tbis formed a 

ackground for the dark objects, which they 
were convinced were the dead bodies of two 
sailors. The bodies appeared to be stretched 
out as if the men bad lashed them- 
selves to the fraitt planks in order 
to avoid being washed into the sea, The 
raft was nearly.two miles from the bark, and 
as Capt. Kastrup was positive that the men on 
it were dead, and as the wind was not 
favorable for approaching, he passed it by. It 
then seemed to grow rapidly smaller and small- 
er, and soon the mist, like ashroud, was drawn 
down over the strange white bier and its un- 
known dead. 

Soon afterward a quantity of wreckage wes 
sighted. This consisted of spars, deckhouses, 
hatches, and portions of boats. All these were 

ainted white, like the timbers of which the raft 

ad been built by the men who lay dead upon 
it. There was also a portion of a apar some 
twenty feet long, which had the appearance of 
having belonged to a yacht. Noue of the 
Sw appeared to have been long in the 
water. 

About 10 o’clock Capt. Kastrup saw upon the 
port side of the vessel, and nearly two miles 
distant, another strange object. Looking through 
his glasses, he was convinced that this was the 
body of a dead woman. She was lying on her 
face with a life preserver dround her. Her 
clothing had become puffed up and tossed about 
upon the surface of the sea. The Captain did 
not think it worth while to go out of his course 
to examine the ghastly object more closely. It 
was allowed to fall astern, and it was soon. like 
the other unfortunates, covered by the great 
misty shroud. 

Capt. Kastrup says that the raft and the wo- 
man were only about tive miles apart. He 
thinks that the three were lost in the same 
disaster which had strewn the sea near their 
bodies with wreckage, Itis his theory that a 
yacht or some small sailing vessel has been run 
into by some steamer, and that the wreckage is 
all that is left of the two boats. The wreckage 
was not identifled by shipping men yesterday. 
There was no woman on the ill-fated Old Domi- 
nion steamer Manhattan, so that the bodies 
could not have come from that vessel. Had the 
bark picked up the woman’s body the life pres- 
erver might have solved this ghastly mystery 
of the sea.

OARH OF THE INSANE. 


A VISIT TO THE NEW INSTITUTION 
NEAR ISLIP, LONG ISLAND. 


Near Central Islip, L. L, is the youngest of 
New-York City’s charitable institutions—the 
auxiliary insane asylum that was provided for 
by act of the Legislature of 1885, as a means of 
relief for the overcrowded institutions on 
Ward’s Island. Yesterday Mayor Grant, Con- 
troller Myers, and Tax Commissioner Coleman 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 


Commissioners Porterand Sheehy of the Board 
of Charities and Correction, and Walter Dick- 
son of the firm of architects who designed the 
buildings, paid the institution a visit of inspec- 


tion. 

The ground site was bought for $22,000in 

1885. It consists of about 960 acres of almoat 

sandy soil, with here and there a thin top 
layer of vegetable mold. Building operations 
were begun eighteen months ago, and in April 
of this year the first batch of inmates was sent 
down from Ward’s Island. There is now a col- 
lection of tgsteful-looking frame buildings, 
nearly all of but one story, having steep shingle 
roofs and sheltered porches, with inclosed 
galleries communicating between those of the 
respective proupe. There are three groups of 
ward buildings, or pavilions, each group con: 
sisting of three dormitories and a dining hall. 
There is also an administration building of two 
stories, in which Dr. Macdonald resides with 
his family; a bakery anda cookhouse, store- 
house, laundry and tailor’s shop, boiler house— 
where steam for heating, cooking, and the 
laundry aud for the pumping works is gener- 
ated—a water tower, stable, icehouse, and in 
course of construction a blacksmith and carpen- 
ter’a shop. In all, there are twenty-one frame 
buildings of Variable size on the ground, the 
entire plant representing an outlay to date of 
$244,200. 

There were Yoaterday 309 male patients in 
the institution, which is about 60 snort of its 
comfortable capacity, and for these there is a 
torce of 33 physicians and keepers employed 
and boarded at the institution. All the cook 
ing, mending, washing, tailoring, cleaning, and 
manual labor about the institution is done by 
the patients, with the exception of skilled 
mechanism, for which there is a small force of 
paid employes. Work is not pore grog a dl upon 
the inmates, but unless a patient is having a 
particularly hard spellof his peculiar hallucina- 
tion he prefers to join the laboring gang, and 
looks upon confinement as a penalty. 

The present system is capable of great expan- 
sion, the site being suflicient to comfortably 
accommodate 6,000 patients, and efforts will be 
made by the Board of Charities and Correction 
to secure a fund of $250,000 for more buildings 
and improvements. A bill authorizing the issue 
of bonds for this purpose will be presented to 
the coming Legislature.

CRANKS ON CRANK GRINDING. 


THE MAYOR’S LETTERS ON THE HAND- 
ORGAN ORDINANOE. 


Many additions were made yesterday to 
Mayor Grant’s collection of letters of advice 
on the organ-grinding ordinance and the play- 
ing of street bands. The pen-and ink conten- 
tion flourishes, and the English language is 
being used with a freedom that lendsa unique 
flavor to the letters. There is nothing monot- 
onous about the spelling or the manner of ad- 
dressing his Honor. 

The organ and the street pand can give odds 
of three toone so far as the letters are con- 
cerned. A physician asks that the music be 
allowed to go on because it cheers the sick. 
One philosopher points out thatit would look 
very odd, when the city intends celebrating the 
quadri-centennial of Columbus's big feat, to 
prevent his countrymen from grinding organs. 
Ove who signs himself Garibaldi Bismarck 
jumps on the labor people because he says their 
motto is “An injury to one is the concern of 
all,” and yet they don’t want to have the street 
band or hand-organ people earn their living. 
A lady writes that if the city is “large enough 
for the World’s Fair it is large enough for a few 
organ grinders.” A resident of Stuyvesant- 
square wrote the ablest letter of the day in 
favor of the organs. He based his arguments 
on the pleasare they give the children. A little 
girl wrote about the pleasure tue music gave 
herself and sister. 

“Please let the bands play,” wrote another 
adviser; “Iam sure itdoes not do any ope any 
harm, only a few ‘cranks,’ and they would bot- 
tle the air we breathe, if it were possible, and 
those who cannot afford to pay tor it could 
die.” One correspondent put it in this way: 
“It would seem grotesque to abolisn the bands 
and organs and continue the unearthly cries of 
the huckater.” A man who had his letter type- 
written said that if the organ grinders and 
street bands had such a good thing of it the 

“organized fiddlers’ could gointo the streets 
themselves. ° 

The letiers opposed to the ordinance were 
leas in number, but decidedly forceful. A wo- 
man asked that the organé be not allowed to 

lay for the sake of suffering women and onhil- 

ren. She told of the headaches the music had 
brought on and of the way it shattered some 
children’s nerves. One man. was prompted to 
protest because a hand organist ground out 
“Johnny, Get Your Gun” right under his win- 
dow. Aninvalid sent her protest on behalf of 
other invalids. A prominent bandmaster fa- 
vored street bands ana hand organs. This 
beautiful appeal, signed by “ B Flat,” was the 
last arrival of the day: 
“'Tis sweet to hear the little German band, 

In duicet discord as we draw near home; 
'Tis sweet to see the barrel organ stan

Yo the Senate and House of Representatives : 

There are few transactions in the administra- 
tion of the Government that are even tempora- 
rily held in the confidence of those charged 
with the conduct of the public business. 
Every step taken is under the observation of 
an intelligent and watchful poople. The siate 
of the Union is Known from day to day, and 
suggestions as to needed legislation find au 
earlier voice than that which speaks in these 
annual communications of the President to 
Congress, 

Gooa-will and cordialty have characterized 
eur relations and correspondence with other 
Governments, and the year just closed leaves 
few international questions of importance re- 
maining unadjusted. No obstacle is believed to 
exist that can long postpone the consideration 
aud adjustment of the still pending questions 
upon satisfactory and honorable terms, The 
dealings of this Government with other Staies 
have been and should always be marked by 
frankness and sincerity, our purposes avowed, 
and our methods free from intrigue, This 
course has borne rich fruit in the past, and it is 
our duty as a Nation to preserve the heritaye 
oi good repute which a century of right dealing 
with foreign Governments has secured to us. 
THE PAN-AMERICAN AND MARITIME CON- 

FERENCES. 

It is a matter of high significance, and no less 
of congratulation, that the firat year of the sec- 
ond century of our constitutional existence 
finds as honored guests within our borders the 
representatives of all the independent States of 
North and South America met together in ear- 
nest conference touching the best methods of 
perpetuating and expanding the relations of 
mutual interest ané friendliness existing among 
them. That the opportunity thus afforded for 
promoting closer international relations and 
the increased prosperity of the States repre- 
sented will be used for the mutual good of all 
Icannot permit myself to doubt. Our people 
Willi await with interest and contidence the re- 
sults to flow from so auspicious a meeting of 
allied and, in large part, identical interests, 

The recommendations of this international 
conference of enlightened statesmen will doubt- 
less have the considerate attention of Congress, 
and its co-operation in the removal of unneces- 
sary barriers to beneficial intercourse between 
the nutions of America. But while the com- 
mercial results which it is hoped will follow 
this conference are worthy of pursuit and of 
the great interest they have excited, itis be- 
lieved that the crowning benefit will be found 
in the better securities which may be devised 
for the maintenance of peace among all Ameri- 
can nations and the settlement of all conten- 
tions by methods that a Christian civilization 
can approve. While viewing with interest our 
national resources and products, the delegates 
will, lam sure, find a higher satisfaction in the 
évidences of unselfish triendship which every- 
where attend their intercourse with our people. 

Another iniernational conference, having 
great possibilities for good, has lately assem- 
bled ani is now in session in this capital An 

Invitation was extended by the Government, 
under the act of Congress of July 9, 1838, to all 
maritime nations to send delegates to confer 
touehing the revision and amendment of the 
rules and regulations governning vessels at sea 
and to adopta uniform system of marine sig- 
nals, The response to this invitation has been 
very general and very cordial. Delegates from 
twenty-six nations are present in the confer- 
ence, and they have entered upon their useful 
work with great zeal, and with an evident ap- 
preciation of its importance. So far as the 
agreement to be reached may require legisia- 
tion to give it effect, the. co-operation of Con- 
gress is confidently relied upon, 

[t 1s an interesting, if not, indeed, an unprece- 
dented, fact that the two international confer- 
ences have brought together here the accredited 
representatives of thirty-three nations. 

Bolivia, Ecuador, and Honduras are now rep- 
resented by resident envoys of the plenipoten- 
tiary grade. All the States of the American 
system now maintain diplomatic representa- 
tion at this capital. 

In this connection it may be noted tnat all 
the nations of the Western Hemisphere, with 
one exception, send to Washington Envoys Ex- 
traordinary and Ministers: Plenipotentiary, 
being the highest grade accredited to this Goy- 
ernment. The United States, on the contrary, 
Beuds envors of lower grade to some of our sis- 
ter republics. Our representative in Paraguay 
and Uruguay is a Minister Resident, while to 
Bolivia we send a Minister Resident and Consul 
General. In view of the importance of our re- 
lations with the States of the American system, 
our diplomatic agents in those countries should 
be of the uniform rang of Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister. Plenipotentiary. Certain mis- 
sions were 80 elevated bythe last Congress 
with happy effect, and l recommend the com- 
pletion of the reform thus begun, with the in- 
clusion also of Hawaiiand Hayti, in view of 
their relations te the American system of 
Btates. 

laiso recommend that timely provision be 
made for extending to Hawaii an invitation to 
be represented in the Interuaiional Conference 
now sitting at this capital. 

CHINA AND SAMOA. 

Our relations with China have the attentive 
consideration which their magnitude and inter- 
estdemaud. The failure of the treaty negotiat- 
ed under the Administration of my predecessor 
for the further and more complete restriction 
of Chinese labor immigration, and with it the 
legislation of the last eession of Congress de- 
peudent thereon, leave some questions open 


which Congress should now approach in that 
wixe and justspirit which should characterize 
the relations of two great and friendly powers. 
While our supreme interests demand the exclu- 
sion of a laboring element which experience 
as shown to be incompatibie with our social 
fe, all steps to compass this imperative nee 
should be accompanied with a recognition of 
the claim of those strangers now lawtully 
awong us to humane and just treatment. 

The acces-ion ot the young Emperor of China 
marks, we way hope, an era of progress and 

rosperity for the reat country over which he 
8 callea to rale. 

The present state of aftairs in respect to the 
Samoan Islands is encouraging. The contfer- 
ence which was held in this city in the Summer 
of 1887 between the representatives of the 

nited States, Germany, aud Great Britain 

aving been adjourned because of the per- 
sistent divergence of views which was devel- 
oped in its deliberations, thy subsequent course 
Tevcot in the islands gave rise to questions 
ofa serious character. On the 4th of Fev- 
ruary last, the German Minister at this capital, 
in behalf of his Government, proposed a re- 
sumption of the conference at Berlin. This 
pro), osition was accepted, as Congress in Feb- 
ruary last was informed. 

Pursuant to the understanding gthus reached, 
Commissioners were appointed by me, by and 
with the advice aud consent of the Senate, who 

roceeded to Berlin, where the conference was 

enewed. Tho deliberations extended through 
several weeks, and resulted in the conclusion of 
atreaty which will be submitted to the Scnate 
‘or its approval, I trust that the efforte which 
ave been made to effect an adjustment of this 
question will be productive of the permanent 
tablishment of law and orderin Samoa upon 
fhe basis of the maintenance of the rights and 
interests of the natives as well as of the treaty 
powers,

It ie trustet that the sttainment of our just 
rishts under existing treaties and ta virtue of 
the concurrent logislation of the two contigu- 
ous countries will aot be long deferred and that 
all existing causes of difference may be equita- 
oy adjusted, ‘ 

recommend that prevision be made by an in- 
ternativnal agreement for visibly marking the 
water boundary between the United States and 
Canada inthe narrow ehannels that join the 
great lakes, The conventional line therein 
traced by the Northwestern Boundary Survey 
reare ago is not In all cases readily ascertaina- 
ole for the settlement of jurisdictional ques- 

ons, 

A just and acceptable enlargement of . the list 
of oilenses for which extradition may be claimed 
and granted is most desirable between this 
country and Great Britain. The territory of 
neither should bevome a secure harbor for the 
evildoers of the other through any avoidable 
shortcoming in this regard. -A new treaty on 
this subject between the two powers has been 
recently negotiated and will soon be laid before 
the Senate. 


ODDS AND ENDS OF FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

The importance of the commerce of Cuba and 
Porto Rico with the United States, their nearest 
and principal market, justifies the expectation 
that the existing relations may be beneficially 
expanded. The impediments resulting from 
Varying dues on navigation and from the vexa- 


tious treatment of our vesseis on merely tech- 
nical grounds of compluintin West India ports 
should be removed, 

The progress toward an adjustment of pead- 
ing claims between the United States and Spain 
is not as rapid as could be desired. 

Questions affecting American interests in con- 
nection with railways constructed and operated 
by our citizens in Peru have claimed the at- 
tention of this Government. It is urged that 
other Governments, in pressing Peru to the 
payment of their claims, have disregarded the 
property rights of American citizens, The 
inatter will be carefully investigated, with a 
view to seouring @ proper and equitable adjust- 
ment. 

A simular issue is now pending with Portugal. 
The Delagoa Bay Railway in Africa was con- 
structed under @ concession by Portugal to an 
American citizen. When nearly completed the 
road was seized by the agents of the Portuguese 
Government. Formal protest has been male 
through our Minister at Lisbon against this 
act, and no proper effort will be spared to se- 
cure proper relief. 

In pursuance of the charter granted by Con- 
gress, and under the terms of its contract with 
the Government of Nicaragua, the Interoce- 
anic Oanal Company has begun the construc- 
tiou of the important waterway between the 
two oceavs which its organization contem- 
plates, Grave complications for a time seemed 
imminent, in view of a supposed conflict of 
jurisdiction between Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
in regard to the accessory privileges to be con- 
ceed by the latter republic toward the con- 
struction of works on the San Juan River, of 
which the right bank is Costa Rican territory. 
[am happy to learn that a friendly arrange- 
ment has been effected between the two nations. 
This Government has held itself ready to pro- 
mote in évery proper way tke adjustment of all 
questiens that might present obstacles to the 
completion of a work of such transcendent 1m- 
portance to the commerce of this country, and 
uniioss to the commercial interests of the 
world. 5 

The traditional good feeling between this 
country aud the French Repullic has received 
additional testimony in the participation of our 
Government and people in the Internation 
Exposition held at Paris during the past 8u 
mer. The success of our exhibitors has been 
gratifying. The report of the commission will 
be laid before Congress in due season. 

This Government has accepted, under proper 
reserve as to its policy in foreign territorities, 
the invitation of the Government of Belgium to 
take part in an International Congress, which 
opened at Brussels on the 16th of Novem- 
ber, for the purpose of devising measures to 
promote the abolition of the slave trade in 
Africa and to prevent the shipment of slaves by 
sea. Our interest in the exunction of this crime 
against humanity in the regions where 1} yet 
survives has been increased by the results of 
emancipation within our own borders. 

With Germany the most coriial relations con- 
tinue. The questions arising from the return to 
the empire of Germans uaturalized in this 
country are considered and disposed of in a 
temperate spirit, to the entire satisfaction of 
both Governments, 

It is a source of great satisfaction that the in- 
ternal disturbances of the Repuplic of Hayti 
are at last happily ended, and that an appar- 
ently stable government has been constituted. 
It has been duly recognized by the United States. 

A mixed commission is now in session in this 
capital for the settlement of long-standin 
claims against the Republic of Venezuela, an 
it is hoped that a satisfactory conclusion will be 
speedily reached. This Government has not 
hesi: ated to express its earnest desire that tae 
boundary dispute now pending between Great 
Britain and Venezuela may be adjusted amica- 
bly and in strict accordance with the historic 
title of the parties, 

The advancement of the Empire of Japan has 
been evidenced by the recent promulgation of 
a new Constitution, containing valuable guar- 
antees of liberty and providing for a responsi- 
ple Ministry to conduct the Government. 

It is earnestly recommended that our judicial 
rights and processes in Corea be established on 
a tirm basis by providing the machinery neces- 
— to carry out treaty stipulations in that re- 
gard. 

The friendliness of the Persian Government 
continues to be shown by its generous treat- 
mentof Americans engaged in missionary la- 
bors, and by the cordial disposition of the Shah 
to encourage the enterprise of our citizens in 
the development of Persian resources. 

A discussion 1s in progress touching the juris- 
dictional treaty rights of the United States in 
Turkey, An earnest effort will be made to de- 
tine those rights to the satisfaction of both Gov- 
ernments, 

Questions continue to arise in our relations 
with several countries in respect to the rights 
of naturalized citizens, Especially is this the 
case with France, Italy, Russia, and Turkey, 
and to a less extent with Switzerland. From 
time to time earnest efforts have been made to 
rexulate this subject by conventions with those 
countries. An improper use of naturalization 
should not be permitted, but it is most impor- 
tant that those who have been duly naturalized 


‘should everywhere be accorded recognition of 


the rights pertaining to the citizenship of the 
country of their adoption. The appropriate- 
ness of special conventions for that purpose is 
recognized in treaties which this Government 
has concluded with a number of Buropean 
States, and it is advisable that the cifficulties 
which now arise in our relations with otber 
countries on the same subject should be simi- 
larly adjusted. 


THE BRAZILIAN REPUBLIC, 

The recent revolution in Brazil in favor of the 
establishment of a republican form of govern- 
ment is an event of great interest to the United 
States. Our Minister at Rio de Janeiro was at 


once instructea to maintain friendly diplomatic 
relations with the provisional Government, and 
the Brazilian representatives at. this capital 
were instructed by the provisional Government 
to continue their functions. Our friendly inter- 
course with Brazi] has, therefore, suffered no 
interruption. 

Our Minister has been further instructed to 
extend on the part of this Government a formal 
and cordial recognition of the new republic so 
sovun as the majority of the people of Brazil 
shall have signified their assent to its establish- 
ment aud maintenance, 


PROSPERITY AT HOME AND THE SURPLUS. 

Within our own borders a general condition of 
prosperity prevails. The harvests of the last 
Summer were exceptionally abundant, and the 
trade conditions how prevailing seem to prom- 


ise a successful season to the merchant and the 
manufacturer, aud general employment to our 
working people. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, has 
been prepared, and will be presented to Con- 
gress. It presents with clearness the fiscal 
operations of the Government, and [ avail my- 
self of it to obtain some facts for use here. 

The aggregate receipts from all sources for 
ie year were $387,050,058 84, derived as fol- 
ows:

ordinary expenditures for the same 
period were $281,996,615 60, aud the total ex- 
penditures, including the sinking fund, were 
$329,579,929 25. The excess of receipts ever 
expenditures was, after providing for the gink- 
ine fund, $57,470,129 59, 

For the current fiscal year the total revenues, 
actual and estimated, are $385,000,000, and 
the ordinary expenditures, actual and esti- 
mated, are $293,000,000, making, with the 
sinking fund, a total expenditure of $341,821,- 
116 99, leaving an estimated surplus of $33,- 
678,883 01. 

During the fiscal year there was applied to 
the purchase of bonds, in addition to those for 
the sinking fund, $90,456,172 85, and durin 
the first quarter of the current year the sum o 
$37,838,937 77, all of which were credited to 
the sinking fund. The revenues for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1891, are estimated by 
the Treasury Department at $385,000,000, Fb 
the expenditures for the same ported, including 
the sinking fund, at $341,430,477 70. Thi 
shows an estimated surplus for that year of 
$43,569,522 30, which is more likely to be in- 
creased than reduced when the actual transac- 
tions are written up. 

The existence of so large an actual and an- 
ticipated surplus should have the immediate 
attention of Con with a view to reducing 
the receipts of the Treasury to the needs of the 
Government as closely y be. The collec- 
tion of moneys not need for public uses im- 
poses an unnecessary burden upon our people, 
and the presence of ry panko & surplus in the 
public vaults is @ disturbing ele pein the 
conduct of private business. hap os led into 
use expediehts for putting it into circulation of 


al fund, but any unapp 
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‘money to,| 


circulation, and the profit realize by the Gov- 
-erament offers a substantiai advantage. 

The loaning of public funis to the banks 
without interest, upon the security of Govern- 
ment bonds, I regard as an unauthorized and 
dangerous expedient. It resuitsin atemporary 
and unnatural lucrease of the banking capital 
of favored localities aha compels a cautious 
and gradual recall of the deposits to avoid in- 
jury to the cOmmercial interests. [tis not to 
be cnpeeted that the banks having these depos- 
its will sell their bonds to the Treasury so long 
as the present highly beneficial arrangemens is 
continued. They »now practically get interest 
both upon the bonds and their proceeds. No 
further use shouid be made of this method of 
getting the surplus into circulation, and the de- 
posits now outstanding should be gradually 
withdrawn ani applied to the purchase of 
bonds. It is fortunate thatsuch @ use can be 
made of the existing surplus, ana for some time 
to come of any casual surplus that may exist 
after Congress has taken the necessary steps 
for a reduction of the revenue. such legisla- 
tion shoud hepromptiy, but very considerateiy, 
enacted, 


LIMITED TARIFF REVISION RECOMMENDED. 

I recommend arevision of our tariff law, both 
in its administrative features and in the sched- 
ules. The need of the former is generally con- 
ceded, and an agreement upon the evils and in- 
conveniences to be remedied and the best 
methods for their correction will probably not 


be difficult, Uniformity of valuation at all our 
portsis essential, and effective measures should 
be taken to secure it. It is equally desirable 
that questions aflecting rates and olassifica- 
tions should be promptly decided. 

The preparation of a new schedule of sustoms 
duties is a matter of great delicacy because of 
its direct effect upon the business of the coun- 
try, and of great difficulty by reason of the wide 
divergence of opinion as to the objects that 
may properly be promoted by such legislation. 
Some disturbance of business may perhaps re- 
sult from the consideration of this subject by 
Congress, but this temporary ill effect will be 
reduced to the minimum by prompt action and 
by the assurance which the country already 
enjoys that any necessary changes will be so 
made as not toimpair the just and reasonable 

rotection of our home industries. The inequal- 

ties of the law should be adjusted, but the pro- 

tective principle should be maintained and 
fairiy applied to the peg of our farms as 
well as of our shops. These duties necessarily 
have relation to other things besides the public 
revenues. We cannot limit their effects by tix- 
ing our eyes on tho public Treasury alone, 
They have a direct relation to home production, 
to work, to wages, and to the commercial inde- 
pendence of our country, and the wise sad 
patriotic legislator should enlarge the field of 
his vision to inciude all of these. 

The necessary reduction in our public rev- 
enues Gan, Iam sure, be made without making 
the smaller burden more onerous than the 
larger by reason of the disabilities and limita- 
tions which the process of reduction puts upon 
both capital and labor. The free list can very 
safely be extended by placing thereon articles 
that do not offer injurious competition to such 
domestic products as our home labor can sup- 
ply. The removal of the internal tax upon to- 
bacco would relieve an important agricultural 
product from a burden which was imposed only 
because our revenue from customs duties was 
insufiicient for the public needs. If safe pro- 
vision against fraud can bedevised the removal 
of the tax upon spirits used in the arts and in 
manufactures would also offer an uncobjection- 
able method of reducing the surplus. 


BANK NOTES AND SILVER COINAGE, 

A table presented by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, showing the amount of money’of all 
kinds in circulation each year from 1878 to the 
present time, is of interest, It appears that the 
amount of national bank notes in circulation 
has decreased during that period $114,109,729, 
of which $37,799,229 is chargeable to the last 
year. The withdrawal of bauk circulation will 
necessarily continue under existing conditions. 
It is probable that the adoption of the sugges- 
tions made by the Controller of the Currency, 
viz., that the minimum deposit of bonds for the 
establishment of banks be reduced, and that an 
issue of notes to the par value of the bonds be 
allowed, would help to maintain the bank cir- 
culation. But, while this withdrawal of bank 
notes has been going on, there has been a large 
increase inthe amount ot gold and silver coin 
1n circulation and in the issues of gold and silver 
certiticates, 

The total amount of money of all kinds in cir- 
culation on March 1, 1878, was $805,793,807, 
while on Oct. 1, 1889, the total was $1,405,018,- 
000. There was an increase of $293,417,552 in 
gold coin, of $57,554,100 in standard silver dol- 
lars, of $72,311,249 in gold certificates, of 
$276,619,715 in silver certificates, and of 
$14,073,787 in United States notes, making a 
total of $713,976,403. There was during the 
same period a decrease of $114,109,729 in bank 
circulation, and of $642,481 in subsidiary silver. 
The net increase was $599,224,193. The circu- 
lation per capita has increased about $5 during 
the time covered by the table referred to. 

The total coinage of silver dollars was on 
Nov. 1, 1889, $343,638,001, of which $283,539,- 
521 werein the Treasury yaults and $60,098,- 
480 were in circulation, Of the amount in the 
vaults $277,319,944 were represented by out- 
standing silver certificates, leaving $6,219,577 
notin circulation and not represented by eer- 
tificates, 

The iaw requiring the purchase by the Treas- 
ury of $2,000,000 worth of silyer buliion each 
month, to be coined into silver dollars of 412% 
grains, has been observed by the department; 
but neither the present Secretary nor any of his 
predecessors has deemed it sate. to exercise the 
discretion given by law toincrease the monthly 
purchases to $4,000,000. When the law was 
enacted, (Feb. 28, 1878,) the price of silver 
in the market was $1 20 4-10 per ounce, mak- 
ing the bullion value of the dollar 93 sents. 
Since that time the price has fallen as low as 
91,2 cents per ounce, reducing the bullion value 
of the dollar to 70.6 cents. Within the last few 
months the market price has somewhat ad- 
vanced, and on the Istday of November last 
the bullion value of the silver dollar was 72 
cents, 

The evil anticipations which have accom- 
panied the coinage and use of the silver dollar 
have not been realized. Asa coin it has not 
had general use, and the public Treasury bas 
been Compelled to store it. But this is mani- 
festly owing tothe fact thatits paper repre- 
seutative is more convenient. The general ac- 
ceptance and use of the silver certificate show 
that silver has not been otherwise discredited, 
Some favorable conditions nave contributed to 
maintain this practical equality, in their com- 
mercial use, between the gold and silver dol- 
lars. But some of these are trade conditions 
that statutory enactments do not control and 
of the continuance of which we cannot be cer- 


tain. 

I think it is clear that if we should make the 
coinage of silver at the present ratio free we 
must expect that the difference in the bullion 
values of the gold and silver dollars will be 
taken account of in commercial transactions, 
and I fear the same result would follow any con- 
siderable increase of the present rate of coin- 
age. Such a result would be discreditable to 
our financial management and disastrous to all 
business interests. We should not tread the 
dangerous edge of such a peril. And, indeed, 
nothing more harmfu! could happen to the 
silver interests. Any safe legislation upon this 
subject must secure the equality of the two 
coins in their commercial uses. 

I have always been an advocate of the use of 
silver in our currency. We are large producers 
of that metal, and should not discredit it. To 
the plan which will be presented by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the issuance of notes 
or certificates upon the deposit of silver bullion 
at ite market value, 1 have been able to give 
only a hasty examination, owing the press 
of other matters and to the fact that it has 
been 80 recently formulated, The details of 
such a law require careful consideration, but 
the general plan suggested by him seems to 
satisfy the pur) ose—to continue the uso of sil- 
ver in connection with our currency, and at 
the same tine to obviate the danger of which 
[have spoken. At @ laterday I may commu- 
nicate further with Congress upon this subject. 
THE EXCLUSION OF CHINESE—COAST DE- 

FENSES. 

The enforcement of the Chinese Exclusion 
act has been found to be very difficult on the 
Northwestern frontier. Chinamen landing at 
Victoria find it easy to pass our border, owing 
to the impossibility, with the force at the com- 
mand of the customs officers, of guarding so 
long an inland line. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has authorized the employment of addi- 
tional officers, who will be assigned to this duty, 
and every effort will be made to enforce the 
law. The Dominion exacts a head tax of $50 
for each Chinaman landed, and when these per- 
sons, in fraud of our law, Gross into our terri- 
tory and are apprehended, our officers do not 
know what todo with them, as the Dominion 
authorities will not suffer them to be sent back 
without a second payment of the tax. An effort 
will be made to reach an understanding that 
will remove this egecetty 

The proclamation required by Section 3 of the 
act of March 2, 1889, relating to the killing of 
seals and otber tur: bearing animals, was issued 
by me on the 21st day of March, and a revenue 
vessel was dispatched to enforce the laws and 
protect the interests of the United States. The 
establishment gt a refuge station at Point Bar- 
row, a8 directed by Congress, was successfully 
accomplished, 

Judged by modern standards, we are practi- 
cally without coast defenses. Many of the 
structures we have would enhance ratuer than 
diminish the perils of their garrisons 1f subject- 
ed to the fire of improved guns; and very few 
are so located as to give full effect to the greater 
range of such guns a8 We are now making for 
coast-defense uses, This general subject has 
had consideration in Congress for some years, 
andthe appropriation for the construccion of 
large rifled guns, mado one year ago, was, I am 
sure, the expresso of 9 purpose to provide 
suitable works in w 
mounted, An appropriation now made for that 

utpose would nob advanee the completion of 
he works beyond our ability to supply them 
with fairl eotive guns, 
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works for a spesified time each year, and for 
their training in the use of heavy guns. His 
suggestion that an increase of the artillery 
force of the army is desirable is also in this 
connection commended to the consideration of 
Con gresa, ’ 

The improvement of our important rivers and 
harbors should be promoted by the necessary 
appropriations. Care should be taken that tne 
Government is not committed to the prosecu- 
tion of works not of public and general advant- 
age, and that the relative usefulness of works 
of that class is not overlooked. So far as this 
work can ever be said to be completed I donot 
douot thatthe end would be sooner and more 
economically reached if fewer separate works 
were undertaken at the same time, and those 
selected for their greater general interest were 
more rapidly pushed to completion. A work 
once considerably begun should not be subjected 
to the risks and deterivration which interrupted 
or insutticient appropriations necessarily occa- 
sion. 


PROTECTION FOR FEDERAL JUDGES, 
The assault made by David 8, Terry upon the 
person of Justice Field of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, at Lathrop, Cal, in August 
last, and the killing of the assailant by a Deputy 
United States Marshal who had been deputed 
to accompany Justice Field to protect him from 


anticipated violence at the hands of Terry, in con- 
nection with the legal proceédings which have 
followed, suggest questions which, in my judg- 
ment, are worthy of the attention of Congress. 

I recommend that more definite provision be 
made by law, not psy | for the protection of Feder- 
al officers, but for a full trial of such cases in the 
United States courts. In recommending such 
legislation I do notatall impeach either the gen- 
eral adequacy of the provision made by the State 
laws for the protectiva of all citizens or the zen- 
eral good disposition of those charged with the 
execution of such laws to give protection to the 
officers of be ng States, The duty of pro- 
tecting its officers, as such, and of punishing 
those who assault them on account of their 
Official acts, should not be devolved expressly 
or by acquiescence upon the local authorities. 

Events which have been brought to my at- 
tention, happening in other parts of the coun- 
try, have also suggested the propriety of ex- 
tending, by legislation, fuller protection to 
those who may be called as witnesses in the 
courts of the United States. The law compels 
those who are supposed to have knowledge of 

ublic offenses to attend upon our courts and 

trand Juries and to give evidence. Thereisa 

manifest resulting duty that tuese witnesses 
shall be protected from injury on account of 
their testimony. The investigations of criminal 
offenses are often rendered futile, and the pun- 
ishment of crime impossible, by the 1ntimida- 
tion of witnesses. 

The necessity of providing some more speedy 
method tor disposing of the cases which new 
cowe for final adjudication to the Supreme 
Court becomes every year more apparent and 
urgent. The plan of providing some interme- 
diate courts, having final appellate jurisdiction 
of ceriair classes of questions and cases, has, I 
think, received a more general approval from 
the bench and bar of the country than any 
other. Without attempting to discuss details, 
I recommend that provision be made for the 
establishment of such courts. 

The salaries of the Judges of the district 
courts in many of the districts are, in my judg- 
ment, inadequate. I recommend that all such sal- 
aries now below $5,000 per annum be increased 
to that amount. It is quite true that the 
amount of labor performed by these Judges is 
very unequal], but as they cannot properly en- 
gage in other pursuits to supplement their in- 
comes the salary should be such in all cases as 
to provide en independent and comfortable 
support. 


TRUSTS ARE DANGEROUS CONSPIRACIES, 

Earnest attention should be given by Con- 
gress to a consideration of the question how far 
the restraint of those combinations of capital 
commonly called “trusts” is matter of Federal 
jurisdiction, When organized, as they often 
are, to crush out all healthy competition and to 
monopolize the production or sale of an article 


_ofcommerce and general necessity, they are 


dangerous conspiracies against the public good, 
aud should be made the subject of prohibitory 
and even penal legislation. ’ 

The subject of an international eopyright 
has been frequently commended to the atten- 
tion of Congress by my predecessors. The en- 
actment of such a law would be eminently wise 
and just. 0 

Our naturalization laws should be so revised 
as to make the inquiry into the moral character 
and good disposition toward our Government 
ot the pergon applying for citizenship more 
thoroug This can only be done by taking 
fuller control of the examination, by fixing the 
times for hearing such applications, and by re- 
quiring the presence of sume one who shall Trep- 
resent the Government in the gery: Those 
who are the avowed enemies of social order, or 
who come to our shores to swell the injurious 
influence and to extend the evil practices of any 
association that defies our laws, should not 
only be denied citizenship but a domicile. 

The enactment of a national bankrupt law of 
a character to bea permanent part of our gen- 
eral legislation is desirable. It should be simple 
in a methods and inexpensive in its adminis- 
tration. 


THE POST OFFICE AND THE NAVY, 

The report of the Postmaster General not 
only exhibits the operations of the department 
for the last fiscal year, but contains many val- 
uable suggestions for the improvement and ex- 
tension of the service, which are commended 


to your attention. No other branch of the Gov- 
ernment has 80 Close a contact with the daily 
life of the people. Almost every one uses the 
service it offers, and every hour gained in the 
transmission of the great commercial mails has 
an actual and possible value that only those en- 
gaged in trade can understand. : 

The saving of one day in the transmission of 
the mails between New-York and San Francisco, 
which has recently been accomplished, is an in- 
cident worthy of mention. . 

The plan suggested of a supervision of the 
Post Oilices in separate districts that shall in- 
voive instruction and suggestion and a rating 
of the efficiency of the Postmasters would, [ 
have no doubt, greatly improve the service. 

A pressing necessity exists for the erection of 
a building for the joint use of the department 
and of the city Post Office. The department 
was partially relieved by renting outside quar- 
ters for a part of its force, but it is again over- 
crowded. The building used by the city office 
never was fit for the purpose, and is now inade- 
quate and unwholesome. 

The unsatisfactory condition of the law re- 
lating to the transmission through the mails of 
lottery advertisements and remittances is 
clearly stated by the Postmaster General, and 
his suggestion as to amendments should have 
your favorable consideration, 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy shows 
a reorganization of the bureaus of the depart- 
ment that will, I do not doubt, promote the 
etticiency of each. 

In general, satisfactory progress has been 
madein the construction of the new ships of 
war authorized by Congress. The first vessel 
of the new navy, the Dolphin, was subjected to 
very severe trial tests and to very much adverse 
criticism. But it is gratifying to be able to 
state that a cruise arvund the world, from 
which she has recently returned, bas demon- 
strated that she is a first-class yessel of her 
rate. : ‘ 

The report of the Seeretary shows that while 
the effective force of the navy- is rapidly in- 
creasing by reason of the improved build and 
armament of the new ships, the number of our 
ships fit for sea duty grows very slowly. We 
had, on the 4th of March last, thirty-seven serv- 
iceable ships, and though four have since been 
added to the list, the total has not been in- 
creased, because in the meantime four have 
been lost or condemned. Twenty-six additional 
vessels have been authorized and appropriated 
for, but it is probable that when they are com- 
pleted our list will only be increased to forty- 
two, a gain of five. The old wooden ships are 
disappearing almost as fast as the new vessels 
are added. These facts carry their own argu- 
ment. One of the new ships may, in fighting 
strength, be equal to two of the old, but it can- 
not do the cruising duty of two. Itisimportant, 
therefore, that we should have a more Fania in- 
crease in the number of serviceable sh 
concur in the recommendation of the Secretary 
that the construction of eight armored ships, 
three gunboais, and five torpedo boats be au- 
thorized. 

AD appalling calamity befell three of our 
naval vessels on duty at the Samoan Islands, in 
the harbor of Apia, in March last, involving the 
loss of four officers and forty-seven seumen, of 
two vessels, the Trenton and the Vandalia, and 
the disabling of a third, the Nipsie, Three ves- 
sels of the German Navy, also in the harbor, 
shared with our ships the foree of the hurricane 
and suffered even more heavily. While mourn- 
ing the brave officers and men who died, facing 
with high resolve perils greater than those of 
battle, it is most gratifying to state that the 
credit of the American Navy for seamanship, 
courage, and generosity was magnificently sus> 
tained in the storm-beaten harbor of Apia, 


OUR INDIAN WARDS. 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior ex- 
hibits the transactions of the Government with 
the Indian tribes, Substantial progress has 
been made in the education of the children of 
school age and in the allotment of lands to 


adult Indians. It is to be regretted that the 
policy of breaving oF the ae relation and of 
dealing with the Indian as an individual did not 
| 4 ee earlier in our legislation, Large reser- 
vations, held in common, and the maintenapvce 
of the authority of the chiefs and head men 

ave deprived the individual of every incentive 
to the exercise of thrift, and the annuity has 
contributed an affirmative impulse toward a 
state of confirmed pauperism. 

Our treaty stipulations should be observed 
with fidelity, and our legislation should be 
highly considerate of the best interests of an 
ignorant and helpless people. The reservations 
are now generally surrounded by white settle- 
mente. We can no longer push the Indian back 
into the wilderness, and it remains only, by 
every suitable agency, to push nim upward into 
the estate of ® foray orting and aponaibie 
citizen. For the adult the fire ba of Pg 0 locate 
him upon a farm, and for the child, to place 
hiw in @school. 

School attendance abonla be promoted by 
every mural agency, and those failing should 
be compel national schools for Indians 
pllse, And, be Tar ee, poseiiio, suowla. be 69.0% 
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tories in whieh they are leeated. when the In- 
dians in & neighborhood kaye aecepted vitizen- 
ship, and have become otherwise fitted for such 
atransfer. This condition of things will be at- 
tained slowly, but it will be hastened 7 oep- 
ingitin mind. And in the meantime that ¢o- 
operation between the Government and the 
mission schools, which bas wrought much good, 
should be cordially and impartially maintained, . 

Tho last Congress enucted two distinct laws 
relating to negotiations with the Sioux Indians 
of Dakota for@ relinquishment of a portion of 
their lands to the United States and fordividing 
the remainder into separate reservations. Both 
were a proved on the same day—March 2. The 
one submitted to the Indians a specific proposi- 
tion; the other (Section 8 of the Indian Appro- 
priation act) authorized the President to ap- 
point three Commissioners to negotiate with 
these Indians for the accomplishment of the 
same general purpose, and required that any 
agreements made should be submitted to Con- 
gress for ratitication. 

On the 16th day of April last I appotuted the 
Hon. Charles Foster of Ohio, the Hon, Wilham 
Warner of Missouri, and Major Gen. George 
Crook of the United States Army, Commission- 
ers under the last-named law. They were, how- 
ever, authorized and directed, first, to submit 
to the Indians the definite proposition made to 
them by the act first mentioned, and only in 
the event of a: failure to secure the assent of 
the requisite number to that proposition to 
open negotiations for modified terms under the 
other act. The work of the commission was 
prolonged and arduous, but the assent of the 
pee neni number was, it is understood, finally 
obtained to the proposition made by Congress, 
though the report of the commission has not 
yet been submitted. In view of these facts, I 
shall not, as at present advised, deem it neces- 
sary to submit the agreement to Congress for 
ratification, but it will in due course be sub- 
mitted for information. This agreement re- 
leases to the United States about nine million 
acres of land. 


THE CHEROKEE STRIP AND OKLAHOMA, 

The commission provided for by Section 14 of 
the Indian Appropriation bill to negotiate with 
the Cherokee Indians and all other Indians own- 
ing or claiming lauds lying .west of the ninety- 
sixth degree of longitude, for the. cession to the 
United States of all such lands, was consti- 
tuted by the appointment of the Hon. 
Lucius’ Fairchild of Wisconsin, the Hon. 


Jobn F,. MHartranft of Pennsylvania, and 
the Hon, Alfred M. Wilson of Arkansas, and 
organized on June 29 last, Their first con- 
ference with the representatives of the Chero- 
kees was held at Tahiequah, July 29, with no 
definite results, Gen. John £. Hartranft of 
Pennsylvania was prevented by ill health from 
taking part in the conterence, His death, 
which occurred recently, is justly and generally 
lamented by @ people he had served with con- 
spicuous gallantry in war and with grout fidel- 
ity in peace. The vacancy thus created was 
filled by the appointment of the Hon. Warren G. 
Sayre of Indiana. 

A second conference between the commission 
and the Cherokees was begun Novy, 6, but no 
results have yet been obtained, nor 1s it be- 
lieved that a conclusion can be immediately 
expeoted. The cattle syndicate now occupying 
the lands for grazing purposes is clearly one of 
the agencies responsible for the obstruction of 
our negotiations with the Cherokees. The large 
body of agricultural lands constituting what is 
known as the “Cherokee Outlet” ought not to 
be, and indeed can not long be, held for graz- 
ing, and for the advantage of the few against 
the public interests and the best advantage of 
the Indians themselyes. The United States has 
now under the treaties certain rights in these 
lands. These will not be used oppressively, but 
it cannot be allowed that those who by suffer- 
ance occupy these lands shall interpose to de- 
feat the wise and beneficent purposes of the 
Government. I cannot but believe that the ad- 
vantageous character of the offer made by the 
United States to the Cherokee Nation for a full 
release of these lands, as compared with other 
suggestions now made to them, will yet obtain 
for it a favorable consideration, 

Under the agreement made between the 
United States and the Muscogee (or Creek) 
Nation of Indians on Jan. 19, 1889, an abso- 
lute title was secured by the United States to 
about three and a half millions of acres of 
land, Section 12 of the General Indian Ap- 
propriation act, approved March 2, 1889, 
made provision for the purchase by the United 
States from the Seminole tribe of a certain 
) conkromas of their lands. The delagates of the 

eminole Nation, having first duly evidenced 
to me their power to act in that behalf, de- 
livered a proper release and conveyance to 
the United States of all the lands mentioned 
in the act, wuich was accepted by me and certi- 
fied to be in compliance with the statute. 

By the terms of both the acts referred to, all 

the lands so purchased were declared to bea 
part of the public domain, and open to settie- 
ment under the homestead law, Butof the 
lands embraced in these purchases, being in the 
aggregate about 5,500,000 acres, 3,500,000 
acreg had already, under the terms of the treaty 
of 1866, been acquired by the United States for 
the purpose of settling other [Indian tribes 
thereon, and had been appropriated to that 
urpose. ‘he laud remaining and available 
or settiement consisted of 1,887,796 acres, 
surrounded on ali sides by lands in the accu- 
pancy of Indian tribes. Congress had provided 
no civil goverument for the people who were 
to be invited by my proclamation to settle 
upon these lands, except as the new court, 
which had been established at Muscogee, or 
the United States courts in some of the adjoin- 
ing States, had power to entorce the general 
laws of the United States. 

In this condition of things Iwas quite relue- 
tant to open the lands to settlement. Butia 
view of the fact that several thousand persons, 
many of them with their families, had gathered 
upon the borders of the Indian Territory with 
a view to securing homesteads on the ceded 
lands, and that delay would involve them in 
much loss and suffering, I did, on the 23d day 
of March last, issue a proclamation declarmg 
that the lands therein described would be open 
to settiement under the previsions of the law 
on the 22d day of April following, at 12 o’¢iock 
noon. Two land districts had been established, 
and the offices were open for the transaction of 
business when the appointed time arrived. 

It is much to the credit of the settlers that 
they very generally observed the limitation as 
to the time when they might enter the Terrri- 
tory. Care will be taken that those who entered 
in violation of the law do not secure the ad- 
Vantage they unfairly sought-There was a good 
deal of apprehension that the strife for loca- 
tions would resuit in much violence and bivod- 
shed, but happily these anticipations were not 
realizeg. 1t ia estimated that there are now in 
the Territory about 60,000 peopie; and several 
considerable towns have sprung up, for which 
temporary Municipal Governments have been 
organized. Guthrie is said to have now & popu- 
lation of almost 8,000, Eleven schools anu nine 
churches have been established, and three daiiy 
and five weekly newspapers are published in 
this city, whose charter and ordinances have 
of the voluntary acquiescence 
of the people ir day to day. 

Oklahoma City has a population of about 
5,000, and is proportionately as weil provided 
ag Guthrie with churches, schools, and news- 
papers, Other towns and villages having popu- 
lations of from one hundred to a thousand ure 
scattered over the Territory. 

in order to secure the peace of this new com- 
munity, in the absence of civil government, I 
directed Gen. Merritt, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Missoari, to act in conjunction 
with the Marshals of the United States to pre- 
serve the peace, and upon their requisition to 
use the troops to aid them in executing war- 
rants and in quieting any riots or breaches of 
the peace that might occur. He was further 
direvtea to use his influence to promote good 
order and to avoid any conflicts between or 
with the settlers, Believing that the introduc- 
tion and sale of liquors, where no /egal re- 
straints or regulations existed, would endanger 
the public peace, and in view of the fact that 
such liquors must first be introduced into the 
Indian reservations before reaching the white 
settlements, I further directed the General 
commanding to enforce the laws relating to the 
introduction of ardent spirits into the Indian 
country. 

The presence of the troops has given a sense 
of security to the well-disposed citizens, and 
has tended to restrain the lawless. In one in- 
stance the olficer in immediate command of the 
troops went further than [ deemed justitiable 
in supporting the de facto Municipal Govern- 
ment of Guthrie, and he was so iniormed and 
directed to limit the interference of the military 
to the support of the Marshals on the lines indi- 
cated in the original order. I very urgently 
recommend that Congress at once provide a 
Territorial Government for these people. Seri- 
ous questions, which may at any time lead to 
violent outbreaks, are awaiting the institution 
of courts for their peaceful adjustment. The 
American genius for self-government has been 
well illustrated in Oklahoma, but it is neither 
safe nor wise to leave these people longer to 
the expedicnts which have temporarily served 
them. 

ALASKA. AND THE PUBLIC LAND LAWS. 

Provision should be made for the acquisition 
of title to town lots in the towns now estab- 
lished in Alaska, for locating town sites and for 
the establishment of Municipal Governments, 
Only the mining laws have been extended to 
that Territory, and no other ferm of title to 
lands can now be obtained. The general land 
laws were framed with reference to the dis 
sition of agricultural lands, and it is doubtful if 
their operation in Alaska would be beneficial 

We have fortunately not extended to Alaska 
the mistaken policy of establishing reservations 
tor the Indian tribes, and can deal with them 
from the beginning as individuals with, I am 
sure, better results. But any disposition of the 

ublic lands and any regulations relating to 

imber and to the fisheries should have a kindly 
regard to their interests. Having no power to 
levy taxes, the people of Alaska are wholly de- 
gandent upon the General Government, to 

hose revenues the seal fisheries make a large 
annual contribution. An appropriation for 
oceans shonia neither be overlooked nor 
atinted. ? 

The gmaliness.of the population and the great 
distances between the settlements offer us 
obstacles to the establishment o 
ritorial form of government. Ferha

policy of facilitating, in every proper way, the 
ustment of the honest claims of individual 
settlera upon the public lands bas been pur- 
sued. The aumber Fi pending oases had, dur- 
preceding Administration, been greatly 
ncreased uncer the operation of orders fora 
time suspending final action in # large part of 
the cases originating in the West and North- 
West, and by the subsequent use of unusual 
ethods ef examination. Only th.so who are 
amiliar with the conditions under which our 
agricultural lands have veen settled can appre- 
ciate the serious and often fatal consequences 
tothe settier of a policy that puts bis title 
under ennpiton, or dejays the issuance of his 
patent hile care ig taken to prevent and to 
expose fraud, it should not be lmputed without 
reason. 

Tne manifest purpose of the homestead and 
pre-emption laws waa to promote the settlement 

f the public domain by persons having a bona 

de intent go make a home upon tie selected 
lands, Where this intent is well cstabjisned 
and the requirements of the law have been sub- 
stantially complied with, the claimant is enti- 
tled to a prompt and friendly consiieration of 
his case. But where there is reason to believe 
that the claimant isthe mere agent of another, 
who is seeking to evade a law intended to 
promote amail holdings and to secure by fraud- 
ulent methods large tracts of timber and other 
lands, both principal and agent should not only 
be thwarted in their fraudulent purpose, but 
should be made to feel the full penalties of our 
criminal statutes. The laws shouid beso ad- 
ministered as not to confound these two classes, 
and to visit penalties only upoy the latter. 

The unsettled state of the titles to large hoa- 
ies of lands in the Territeries of New-Mexico 
and Arizona has greatly retarded the develo 
ment of those Territories. Provision should be 
made by law for the prompt trial and final ad- 
justment before a judicial tribunal or commis- 
sion of all claims bused upon Mexican granis. 
It is not just to an intelligent and enterprisin 
people that their peace shouid be disturbed an 
their prosperity retar.ed by these old eonten- 
tions. [express the hope that differences of 
opinion as to methods may yieid to the urgency 
of the case, 


MORE PENSIONS ADVOCATED. 


The law now provides a pension for every 
soldier and sallor whe was mustered into the 
service of the United States during the civil 
war and is now suffering from wounds or dis- 
ease having an origin in the service and in the 
line of duty. Two of the three necessary facts, 
viz., muster and disability, are usually suscept- 


ible of easy proof; but the third, origin in the 
service, is often difficult, and in many deserv- 
ing cases impussible to establish. uat very 
many of those who endured the hardsbips of 
our most vloody and arduous campaigns are 
now disabied from diseases that had a real but 
not traceable origin in the service [ do not doubt, 
Besides these, there is anotber class composed 
of men wary of whem served an culisiment of 
three full years, and of re-enlisted veterans 
who added a fourth year of service, who 
escaped the casualties of battle and the as- 
saults of disease, WhO were always ready for 
any detail, who were in every battle hne of 
their command, and were mustered out in 
sound health, and have, since the close of the 
war, While fighting with the same indomitabie 
aud independext spirit the contests of civil life, 
been overcome by disease or casualty. 

I am not unaware that the pension roll al- 
ready involves a very large annual expendi- 
ture, neither am I deterred by that faci from 
recommending that Congress grant a pecsivn to 
such honorably-discharyed soldiers and sailors 


of the civil war as, having rendered substantial. 


service during the war, are bow dependent upon 
their own labor for a maintenance,and by disease 
or casualty are incapacitated from earning 1. 
Many of the men who would be included in this 
form of relief are now dependent upon public 
aid, and it does not, in my judgment, consist 
with the national honor that they shall con- 
tinue to subsist upon the local relief given in- 
discriminately to paupers instead of upon the 
special and. generous provision of the Nation 
they served so gallantly and unselfishly. Our 
people will, [ am sure, very generally approve 
such legislation. And 1 am equally sure that 
the survivors of the Union Army and Navy will 
feei a grateful sense of relief when this worthy 
and suffering class of their comrades is fairly 
cared for. 

There are some manifest inequalities in the 
existing law that should be remedied. To some 
of these the Secretary of the Interier Las called 
attention, 

It is gratifying to be able to state that by the 
adoption of new and better methods in the War 
Department the calls of the Pension Ottice for 
intormation as to the military and hoapital rec- 
ords of peusion claimants are now promptiy 
answered, and the ijurious and vexatious de- 
lays that have heretofore occurred are entirely 
avoided. This will greatly facilitate the adjust- 
meut of ail pending claims, 


THE NEW STATES, 

Tho advent of four new States, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Montana, and Washington, into 
the Union under the Constitution, in the same 
month, and the admission of their duly-chosen 
representatives to our National Congress at the 


sale session, is an event a8 unexampled as itis 
interesting. 

The certification of the votes cast and of the 
Constitutions adopted in each of the States was 
filed with me as required by the eighti section 
of the act of Feb. 22, 1839, by ihe Govern- 
ers of said Territories respectively. Having, 
after a careful examination, found that ihe sev- 
eral Constitutions and Governments were repub- 
lican in torm and not repugnant to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, that ail the provis- 
ions of the act of Congress had been complet 
with, and that a majority of the votes cast in 
each of said proposed States was in favor of the 
adoption of the Constitution submitted therein, 
I did so declare by a s@parate prociamation as 
to each; as to North Dakota and South Dakota 
on Saturday, Nov. 2; as to Montana on Fri- 
day, Noy. 3, and as to Washington on Monday, 
Nov. 11. 

iach of these States has within it resources 
the development of which will employ the en- 
ergies of, and yield a comfortabie subsistence 
to, a great population. The smaliesi of these 
new States, Washington, stands twelfth, and 
the largest, Montana, third, among the forty- 
twoin area, The people of these States are al- 
ready well trained, intellixent, and patrivtic 
citizens, having common interests and sympa- 
thies with taose of the oider States, and a com- 
mon purpose to defend the integrity and uphold 
the honor of the Nation. 

The attention of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission bas been calied to the urgent need 
of Congressional legislation for the better pro- 
tection of the lives and limbs of those engaged 
in operating the great inter-State freight liues 
of the country, and especially of the vardmen 
and brakemen. A petition signed by nearly ten 
thousand railway brakemen Was presented to 
the commission, asking that steps might be 
taken to bring avout the use of automatic 
brakes and couplers on freiglt Cars. 

At @ meeting of State Kaiiroad Commissioners 
aud their accredited representatives, beld at 
Washington in March ijast, upon the invitation 
ot the Inter-State Commerce Uowmission, areso- 
lution was ullauimousiy adoped urging tbe 
commission “to consider What can be done to 
prevent the loss of life and timo in coupling 
and uncoupling freight cars, and in handling 
the brakes of such cars.” During the year end- 
ing June 30, 1888, over 2,000 railroad em- 
pioyes were killed in service, and wore than 
20,000 injured. It is competent, [ think, for 
Congress to require uniformity in the construc- 
tlon of cars used in inter-State commerce, and 
the use of improved safety appliances upon 
such trains. Time will be necessary to make 
the needed changes, but ab earnest anid in- 
telligent beginning should be made at once. It 
is a reproach to our civilization thap any class 
ot American workmen should, in the pursuit of 
@® necessary and useful vocation, be subjected 
to a peril of life and limb as great as thatol a 
soldier in time of war. 

The creation of an executive department, to 
be known as the Depariment of Agriculture, by 
the act of Feb. 9 last, was a Wise and timely re- 
sponse to a request which had long been re- 
spectfully urged by the farmers of thé cvuntry. 
But much remains to be done to perfect the 
organization of the department so that it may 
fairly realize the expectations which its crea- 
tion excited. In this conneoiion attention is 
called to the suggestions contained in the re- 
port of the Secretary, Which is herewith 
submitted. The need of a law oilficer for the de- 
partment, such a3 is provided for the other ex- 
ecutive departments, is manifest. The failure 
of the last Congress to make the usual provis- 
ion for the publication of the annual report 
should be promptiy remedied. The public in- 
terest in the report and its vaiue to the farm- 
ing community [ am sure will not be diminished 
under the new organization of the department. 

I recommend that the Weather Service be 
separated from the War Department and estab- 
lished as @ bureau in the Department of Agri- 
cuiture. This will involve an entire reorgani- 
zation beth of the Weather Bureau and of ibe 
Signal Corps, making of the first a purely civil 
organization and of the other a purely military 
ataff corps. The report of the Chief Signal 
Officer shows that the work of the corps on its 
wilitary side has been deteriorating. 

The interests of the people of the District of 
Columbia should not be lost signt of in the 
pressure for consideration of measures affect- 
ing the whole country. Having no Legislature 
of its own, either municipal or general, its peo- 
ple must look to Congress for the regulation of 
all those concerns that, in the States, are the 
subject of local control, Our whole »ecwe have 
an interest that the national capital should be 
made attractive and beautiful, and above all 
that its repute for social order should be well 
mnaintained. The laws regulating the sale of in- 
toxicating drinks in the District should be re- 
vised with a view to bringing the traffic under 
stringent lim} ns and contro}. 

In exeontion of the power conferred upon me 
by the act makin Rae ae for the ex- 
penses of the District Comite Se the year 
ending June 30, 1889, I did, on 17th of

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

On the 4th of March last the Civil Service 
Commiesion had but a single member. The va- 
cancies were filled on the 7th day of May, and 
since then the Commissioners have been indus- 
triously, though with an inadequate force, en- 
gaxed in executing the law. ‘‘hey were assured 
by me that a cordial support would be given 
them in the faithful and impartiai enforcement 
oft the statute and of the rules and regulations 
a in aid of it. 

eretofore the book of aligibles has been 
closed to overy one, excep; 38 certifications 
were made upon the requisition of the appoint- 
ing officers, This secrecy was the source of 
much auspicion, and of many charges of favor- 
itism in the administration of thelaw. What 
is secret is always suspected; what is open can 
be judged. The commission, with the ful! ap- 

roval of ail ite members, haa now opensd the 

ist of siigibies to the public. The eligible lists 
tor the classitied Poet Offices and Custem Houses 
are how publicly posted in the respective oflices, 
as are also the certifications for appointments. 
The purpose of tae civil service law was 3 
lutely to exclude any other consideration in 
connection with appointments under it than 
that of merit ag tested by the examinations 
The business proceeds upon the theary that 
both the examining boards and the appointing 
officers are absolutely ignorant ag to the polit- 
ical views and associations of all persons on the 
civil service lista. It is not too much to say, 
however, that some recent Congressional in+ 
vestigations have somewhat shaken ae con- 
fidence in the impartiality of the selections ior 
appointment. 

‘nue reform of the civil service will make no 
safe or satisfactory advance until the present 
law aud its equal aiminisiration are well 
established in the contideuce of the people. It 
will be my pleasure, as 1t is wy duty, to see that 
the law is executed with firmness and impartial- 
ity. Ifsome of its provisions have been fraud- 
ulentiy evaded by appointing officers,our resent- 
ment should not suggest the repeal of the law. 
but reform in its administration. We should 
have one view of the matter, and hoid it witha 
sincerity that is not attected by the considera- 
tion that the party to which we belong is jor the 
time in power, 

My predecessor, on the 4th of January, 1889, 
by anexecutive order to take effect March 15, 
brought the Railway Mail service under the 
operation of tha civil servicelaw, Provision 
was made that the order shauld take effect 
sooner in auy State where an aligibie list was 
sooner obtained. On the 11th day of Maroh, Mr. 
Lyman, then the ogly member of the commis- 
sion, reported to me in writing that it would 
not be posaibie to have thelist of eligibles 
ready before May 1, and requested that the 
taking effect of the order be postponed anti 
that time, which was done, subject to the same 
prove contained in the original order ag to 

tates in which un eiigible list was svoner ob- 
tained. 

As a result of the revision of the rules, of the 
new Classification, and of the inclusion of the 
Railway Mail Service, the work of the commis- 
sion has been greatly increased, and the pres 
ent clerical force is found te be inadequate. f 
recommend that the additional clerks asked by 
the commission be appropriated for. 

The duty of appointment is devolved by the 
Constitution or by the law, and the appoint 
ing officers are properly held to a high respon- 
sibility in ita exercise. The growth of the 
country, and the consequent increase of the 
civil iist, have magnified this function of tha 
Executive disproportionally. It cannot ba 
denied, however, that the labor connected with 
this necessary work is increased, often to ths 
point of actual distress, by the sudden and 
excessive demands that are made upon an in- 
coming Administration for removals and ap- 
pointments. But, on the other hand, it is not 
true that incumbeucy is a conclusive argu- 
ment ior a continuance in office. Impartiality, 
moderation, fidelity to public duty, and a good 
attainment in the dtseharge of it must be added 
berore the argumentisa complete. When those 
holding administrative offices so conduct them- 
selves as to convince just political opponents 
that no party consideration or bdias aifects in 
any Way the discharge of their public duties, 
We Can more easily stay the demand tor re- 
movals. 

I am satisfied that both in and outof the 
classified service great benefit would aecrue 
from the adoption of some system by which the 
officer would receive the distinction and benefig 
that, in all private employments, comes from 
exceptional faithfulness and efficiency in the 
performance of duty. 

Thave suggested to the heads of the execu- 
tive departments that they consider whether 
arecord Might not be kept in each bureau of 
all those elemeuts that are covered by the 
terms *‘faithfulness” anda “efficiency,” and a 
rating made showing the relative merits of the 
clerks of each class, this rating to be regarded 
as a test of merit in making promotions. 

I have also suxgested to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral that he adopt some plan by wuicu he can, 
upon the basis of the reports to the depart. 
ment and of frequent tMmspections, indicate the 
relative merit of Postmuasters of each class. 
They will be appropriately indicated in the 
official register and in the report of the depart- 
ment That a great stimulus would thus be 
given to the whole service 1 donot doubt, and 
such a record would be the best defense against 
inconsiderate rewovails from office. 
NATIONAL AID TO EDUCATION 

RACE PROBLEM. 

The interest of the General Government iu 
the education of the people found an early ex- 
pression, not only in the thoughtful and sowe- 
times warning utterances of our abiest states- 
men, but in liberal appropriations from tie 
common resources for the support of education 
in the new States. Noone wiildeny that it is 
of the gravest national concer that those who 
hold the ultimate control of ail public affairs 
should have the necessary intelligence wisely 
to direct and determzne them. National aid te 
education has heretofore taken the form of land 
grants, apd in that form the ecoustitutional 
power of Congress to promote the editcation of 
the people is not seriously questioned. [do not 
think 1t can be successfully questioned whet 
the form is changed to that of a direct grant oe 
money from tle pubiie treasury. 

Such aid should be, as it always has been, sug- 
gested by some exceptiona! conditions. The 
sudden cmancipation of theslaves of the Seuth, 
the bestowal of the suffrace, whieh geen fol- 
lowed, anid the lupairmens of the aviiicy ef the 
Stutes where these new citizens were chieily 
found to adequately provide educational facilix 
ties, presented not only exceptional but unex< 
ampled conditions, That thesituation has been 
much ameiorated there is uo doubt. The abil« 
ity and interest of the Siates have bappliy in- 
creased. 

Buta great work remains.to be done, and £ 
think the Generai Goverao ment should lend its 
aid, As the suggestion of a national grant In 
aid of education grows chietly out of the condi- 
tion and needs of the emancipated siave and 
his descendants, the relict sheuld, as far as pos- 
sible, White necessarily proceeding upon some 
general lines, be applied to the need that sug- 
gested it. It is essential; if much good is to ba 
acco plished, that the sympathy and active m- 
terest of ihe peopie of ihe States should be en- 

listed, and that tue methods adopted should be 
such aa to stimulate and uot te supplant lucal 
taxation for school purposes. 

As ove Congress cannot bind a succeeding 
one in such a case, ani as the effort wust, im 
some degree, be experimental, ! recommend 
that any appropriation made for this purpose 
be so limited in annual amount and as to the 
time over which it is to extend as will, on the 
one hand, give the local school authorities op- 
portunity to make the best use of the first 
year’s allowance, and, on the other, deliver 
them from the temptation to unduly postpone 
the assumption ef the whole burden them- 
selves. 

The colored people did not intrude them- 
selves Upon us; they were brouzht here in chaing 
aud helain the communities where they aré 
now chiefly found by a cruel slave code. Hap- 
pily for both races, they are now free. They 
uave from a standpoint of ignorance and pov- 
erly—Wwhich Was our shame, not theirs—made 
remarkable advances In education and in the 
acquisition of property. They have as a peopie 
shown themselves to be friendly and faithiul 
toward the white race under temptations of 
tremendous strength. They have their repre- 
sentatives in the vationsal cemeteries where a 
grateful Government has gathered the ashes of 
these who died in its defense. Tuey have fur- 
nished to our regular army regiments that have 
won high praise from their commanding otticers 
for courage and ‘seldierly qualities and tor 
tidelity to the enlistment oath. In civil life they 
are now thé toilers of their communities, mak- 
ing their full contribution to the widening 
streams of prosperity which these communities 
are rectiving. ‘‘heir sudden withdrawal would 
stop —— and bring disorder into the 
housebold as wellasthe shop. Generally they 
do not.desire to quit their homes, and their em- 
ployers resent the interference of the emigra- 
— agents who seek to stimulate such a de- 
sire. 

But, notwithstanding all this, in many ts 
of our country Where the colored populscton ts 
large, the people of that race are, by various 
devices, deprived of any effective exercise of 
their political rights and of many of their civil 
rights. The wrong does not expend itseif upen 
those whose voteg.are suppressed. Every con- 
stituency in the Upion is wron. 

It has been the hopeof every patriot that a 
sense of justice and of res for the law 
would work @ gradual cure of these flagrant 
evils. Surely no one supposes that the nt 
oan be accepted as a permanent coniition. [f 
it is said that these communities must work 
out this problem tor themselves, we have a 
right to ask whether they at work upon it, 
Do they s any solution? Whenand under 
what conditions is the black man to have a 
ballot? When is he, in fact, to have those 
civil rights which have so jong been his in law 
When is that oqeaiits:. ot influence which our 
form of government was intended to secure to 
the” electora to be restored? This generation 
shoula he peckny petra face these grave ques- 
tions, and not leave them ble ia of w 
to the next, The consultation shoul proces

There is nothing more justly humiliating to 
the national pride, and nothing more hurtful to 
the national presperity than the inferiority of 
our merchant marine compared with that of 
other nations whose general resources, wealth, 


and seacoast lines do not suggest any reason 
for their supremacy on the sea. It was not al- 
ways 80, and our people are agreed, I think, 
that it shail not continue to be 40. It is not 
possible in this communication to discuss the 
causes of the decay of our shipping interests or 
the differing methods by which it is proposed to 
restore them, The statement of a tow well-au- 
thenticated facts and some general sucgestions 
as to legisiation is all that agin cag That 
the greats y franca, lines sailing wader the flags 
ot England, France, Germany, Spain, and Italy, 
and engaged in foreign commerce, were pro- 
moved, and have since been and now are liber- 
ally aided, by grants de ublic money, in one 
form or another, ts generally known. hat the 
American lines of steams have been absan- 
doned by us to an unequal contest with the aid- 
e4 lines of other nations until they have been 
withdrawn, or, in the few cases where they are 
SULL maintain are subject to serious Shona 

Wautages, is matter of common knowledge. . 

The present Bituation is such that travelers 
and merchandise tind Liverpool often a neces- 
sary intermediate port between New-York and 
some of the South American capitals. The fact 

~ that some of the delegates from South Ameri- 
can States to the conference of American na- 
tiens now in session at Washington reached 
ourshores by feversing that line of travel is 
Wery conclusive of the need of such a confer- 
eaee, and very suggestive as to the first and 
mest necessary step in the direction of fulier 
@pd more beneiicial intercourse with nations 
that are now our neighbors upon the lines of 
latitude, but not upon the lines of established 
commercial intercourse. 

I recommend that such appropriations be 
mate for ocean-mail service, in American 
steamships, between our ports and those of 
Central and Soath America, China, Japan, and 
the important islands in both of the great 
peeans, as will be NHberally remunerative for 
the service rendered, and as will encourage the 
establishnent and in some fair degree equalize 

the chances of American steamship lines in the 
conzpetitions which they must meet. That the 
American States lying south of us will cordially 
co-operate in establishing and maintaining such 
lines of steamships to their principal ports I do 
not doubt. 

We should also make provision for a naval 
reserve to consist of such merchant ships, of 
American construction and of a specified ton- 
wage and speed, as the owners will consent to 
piace at the use of the Government, in case of 
need, as armed cruisers. England has adopted 
this policy, and as aresult can now, upon ne- 
cessity, at once place upon her naval list somo 
of the fastest steamships in the world. 
proper supervision of the construction of such 
vessels would make their conversion into etfect- 
ive ships of War very easy. 

iam an advocate of economy in our national 
exponditures, butit is a misuse of terms to 
imnake this word describe a policy that withholds 
an expenditure for the purpose of extending 
our foreign commerce. The enlargement and 
improvement of our merchant marine, the de- 
velopment of a sufficient body of trained Amer- 
ican seamen, the promotion of rapid and regular 
mail communication between the ports of other 
countries and our own, and the adaptation of 
large and swift American merchant steamships 
to naval uses in time of war are public purposes 
of the highest concern. The enlarged partici- 
pation of our people in the carrying trade, the 
new and increased markets that wili be opened 
for the products of our farms and factories, and 
the fuller and better employment of our me- 
chanics, which will result from a liberal pro- 
motion of our foreign commerce, insure the 
widest possibile diffusion of benefit to all the 
States and to all our peopie. Everything is 
wost propitious for the present inauguration of 
a liberal and progressive policy upon this sub- 
ject, and we should enter upon it with prompt- 
pess aud decision. 

The legislation which I have suggested, it is 
sincerely believed, will promote the peace and 
honor of our country and the prosperity and se- 
curity of the people, [invoke the diligent and 
serious attention of Congress to the considera- 
tion of these and such other measures as may be 
presented, having the same great end in view.
